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Introduction 


This book on talismans and evocation techniques is a further 
extension of my previous ‘Z’ works regarding the magical techniques 
used by the Golden Dawn. Although much has been written on the 
history and initiation ceremonies of the Order of the Golden Dawn 
and its successors, the Stella Matutina and Whare Ra, little has 
been presented on the practical magical workings of its Inner Order 
the Rosae Rubae Et Aureae Crucis. Many assume that the order 
members simply performed the rituals presented by Israel Regardie 
in his Golden Dawn book. However this is far from the case. A 
large body of teaching was presented to the new initiate about 
evocation and talisman manufacture and each adept was expected 
to use this information to write and perform his or her own rituals. 

To the best of my knowledge only the evocation ritual has 
appeared in print and that was an edited version in Crowley’s 
Equinox volume. Where I could I used original manuscript source 
and you will see this in the Evocation ritual where I have replaced 
text taken out of the original ritual. I am deeply indebted to my old 
friend Nick Farrell who, being based in England, waded through 
mountains of material for me to obtain the specific papers so that I 
could compare them with those I had in New Zealand. 

Most personal rituals, such as the Z2, are an evolutionary process 
which change with the development of a personality. For example, 
when I spoke to Israel Regardie in 1983, he felt that it was 
unnecessary to use anything but planetary names of power during 
a talisman ritual. This meant omitting all the other Kabbalistic 
associations of the 0=0 ceremony and I disagreed with him. It was 
my view that the 0=0 ceremony, which is the template of the 
talisman making and evocation rituals must never be forgotten, and 
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this employed a broad spectrum of names. But Regardie was in 
his seventies and felt they were unnecessary and perhaps I will 
think the same when I am that age. All people are different and 
they must evolve rituals to suit their nature. 

In the old Golden Dawn, an adept was asked to do one of the 
Z2 rituals to prove that he or she had the ability to reach the next 
level. The most common Z2 rituals are that of the first two books 
of the Z2 paper known as formula Yod and Heh (evocation and 
talisman rituals). These two books have been included in a single 
volume in the Z2 series. 

Included in this volume are Golden Dawn papers and some 
from the later Thoth-Hermes Temple that shed new light on talisman 
and evocation techniques. I have not included the other material, 
as this would make abook too large for present purposes. Other 
material has already been addressed in my book Magical Tarot of 
the Golden Dawn. 

Personally I think that Mathers had a lot to answer for by putting 
the ‘invisibility and transformation’ rituals in the 5=6 grade. There 
is only one adept in ten million who could do either successfully. 
They should have been replaced with rituals for exorcism and healing 
as both these areas were neglected by the higher grades of the 
Golden Dawn. 

In Golden Dawn Enochian Magic I showed how to manipulate 
the Z2 using a crystal for divination. In Enochian Chess of the 
Golden Dawn Chris Zalewski modified the Z2 Divination ritual to 
fit into an Enochian chess game. Z2 could be adapted to fit into 
other areas apart from those mentioned and I recommend that 
readers experiment in that direction. 

I have to apologise to the reader for some previously published 
Golden Dawn material, but it is unavoidable if the whole package 
is going to be presented as a single unit, otherwise the reader will 
be going between books trying to piece it together. But there is 
also quite a bit of material that is new and shows some of the 
directions I have gone in my own research. If these are a help to 
readers then I have accomplished my task. 

This was not a book I intended to publish. I had planned to 
hand it out to people who were members of my temple 10 years 
ago. However with a bit of arm-twisting on the part of friends and 
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students I decided to give it a chance in the public domain. There 
is quite a bit of material in this book which I gave out ina lecture in 
Seattle in the United States of America during my last visit in 1996 
for a serious of lectures for Laura Jennings and Peter Yorke’s 
temple. 

I wish to thank a number of people who helped in obtaining 
material for this book including Nick Farrell, who searched the 
Warburg manuscripts, Darcy Kuntz who provided two unpublished 
rituals of Bennett and his Talisman for Dr Felkin which was a real 
find. And lastly Tom Clarke of Thoth Publications. Without these 
three, this book would never have been published. 

On a final note, I have returned to my native Australia after 30 
years living in New Zealand and now live in the tropical city of 
Cairns on Australia’s far North East Coast where the humidity is a 
life form of its own.

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Chapter One 


In 1896 a group of some of the finest adepts in Golden Dawn’s 
history gathered in London to achieve the impossible, to make a 
spirit of Mercury physically appear before them. 

The ritual to achieve this was written by Alan Bennett, who 
was later to became Aleister Crowley’s teacher and it was 
conducted by one of the most senior members of the order, a 
former mistress of fellow Golden Dawn member WB Yeats, 
Florence Farr. 

As Magus of the Art, she was dressed in a white robe and a 
yellow sash with an indigo nemyss. Around her neck was a seal of 
the being she hoped to make appear - Taphthartharath. In her left 
hand was an Egyptian symbol of immortality; in her right was the 
rainbow coloured lotus wand. In her belt was a dagger to banish 
evil. 

Bennett was the assistant Magus, he was also dressed in a 
white robe but had a black nemyss and had a heavy black chain 
about his neck. He wore a snakeskin belt and a lamen with a symbol 
on the front that meant ‘Spirit’. On the back of this lamen was a 
symbol that stood for the office of Heirus in the Golden Dawn. In 
his left hand Bennett held a whale oil candle that had been prepared 
in a separate ceremony. In his right a sword of exorcism - in case 
the ritual went wrong. 

In front of them simmered a hell broth, a pot of magical 
substances designed to attract the spirit Taphthartharath. 

The ritual was conducted within an octagram drawn in orange 
chalk on the floor of the temple. Outside the octagram was drawn 
a triangle in which the spirit was about to appear. 
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Inside the octagram were two other officers - the Magus of 
Fire, responsible for keeping a steady stream of perfumed smoke 
and the Magus of Water who had to keep the temple pure. 

There was some nervousness in the participants. The ritual had 
been to be cancelled once because they had all developed 
mysterious illnesses. However, according to the diary notes of the 
participants, the ritual worked well. All four reported seeing an 
arm and a leg appear in the triangle of the art and gradually a grey 
human form emerged. 

The effect was short lived, for within a few minutes the figure 
disappeared and all feeling of power left the room. 

This ritual was declared a success. 

Evocation techniques were introduced in the Golden Dawn to 
candidates hoping to attain the Theoricus Adeptus Minor grade. 
In the 19" century, evocation literature abounded in the British 
Museum and on dusty book shelves. But the Golden Dawn was 
more systematic, combining techniques with pertinent points from 
their Neophyte or initiation ritual to provide checks and balances. 
Adepts had to study what they were evoking and to what level 
they wanted to appear. It is possible to evoke a spirit or angel, a 
dead person (which comes under the heading Necromancy), or an 
elemental. 

Evocation by a Golden Dawn magician had a definitive pattern 
which can be traced to a first century Greek text called the The 
Testament of Solomon.' 

The text tells of how Solomon’s favourite servant was enslaved 
by a demon during the building of the temple. The demon also 
appeared in the temple at night and knocked down the previous day’s 
building work(other versions have the demon robbing Solomon daily). 

Solomon called upon God’s help and the Archangel Raphael 
(or Michael, depending on what version you read) appeared and 
handed him a ring? which was engraved with a magic five pointed

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star and with series of names.*? Raphael told Solomon to use this 
ring to control all demons. 

The first victim of the ring was the demon that enslaved his 
servant. Solomon commanded the demon to come before him and 
tell him his name. The demon appeared and said he was Ornais 
and he ruled over the sign of Aquarius. He could strangle people, 
change into human shape and seduce men in their sleep. 

Solomon gave Ornais the ring and told him to bring other demons 
before the King. Ornais brought back Beelzeboul*, King of the 
demons, who had all the demons under his control. Some of 
Beelzeboul’s demonic officers mentioned in the text are Oneskelis*, 
a succubus; Asmodeus, representing the constellation of the seven 
sisters or Wain’s Wright, who prevents matrimony and inspires lust; 
Tephras the fire lighter, who governs a portion of the Moon; 
Akephalos and Obizuth the baby killer. 

Solomon compiled a list of 32 demons and their areas of 
government, some of these areas being diseases. Solomon obtained 
the spells and words that rendered the demons’ powers inoperative. 
These djin or demons of the decani of the zodiac and planets, appear 
to have their roots in Egyptian mythology. 

Other Clavicles of Solomon® (or Greater Key of Solomon as 
it is sometimes called) appeared in Latin translations, around the 
mid 16th century’. MacGregor Mathers, one of the founders of the

Mathers’ text has five major parts. The first is the purification 
of the items used in magic. The second is the process of evocation 
and the third is talismanic magic, by using pentacles. The fourth 
relates to the magical meanings of the biblical Psalms which bind a 
spirit to the operator’s will. The magical use of the Psalms is 
something that most occultists overlook in favour of something more 
flamboyant. They are woven into the Greater Key of Solomon in 
such a way that their use is almost invisible. 

The fifth part of the book relates to the use of planetary hours 
and seems to duplicate the work of the magician Peter Abano 
(though where he got his information is unknown to the writer). 
' This is a sensible part of the manuscript and lists certain celestial 
patterns to be observed when performing rituals. 

The text of the manuscript is well set out. It shows how to 
perform rituals correctly and safely. From studying of these texts, 
it is evident that the Mathers’ version is incomplete, even if the 
missing sections found in other manuscripts are included. There 
may have been a master text that the present condensed versions 
were taken from. 

The Lesser Key of Solomon’ (or Lemegeton) is another 
manuscript used by Mathers for the Golden Dawn". It is difficult 
to date, but there are elements in Agrippa’s works that possibly 
came from this text or its original source. The Lemegeton is broken 
up into five parts.

‘Foras, a great president who appears in the form of a strong man, 
and teaches the virtues of all herbs and precious stones, as well a 
logic and ethics; he makes men invisible, imparts wit, wisdom, and 
eloquence, discovers treasures and restores lost things.’ 

Both good and bad spirits, plus the entities of the cardinal 
points. The third part is called the Pauline Art'* and is a. 
treatise on the spirits of the hours of the days, nights and 
zodiac degrees. The Fourth part is the A/madel” and 
concerns angelic choirs and the spirits to the 360 degrees of 
the Zodiac. The Fifth part, a series of prayers that Solomon 
used in his Temple and is called the Ars Notoria'* (Notary 
Art) and contains prayers and magical seals. 


The second part is called the Theurgia - Goetia'* which contains 
both good and bad spirits, plus the entities of the cardinal points. 
The third part is called the Pauline Art'® and is a treatise on the 
spirits of the hours of the days, nights and zodiac degrees. The 
Fourth part is the Almadel'’ and concerns angelic choirs and the 
spirits to the 360 degrees of the Zodiac. The Fifth part, a series of 
prayers that Solomon used in his Temple and is called the Ars 
Notoria'® (Notary Art) and contains prayers and magical seals.

The Ars Notoria is considered part of a memory treatise (attributed to 

Solomon), by Dame Francis Yates. It is found in Archidoxes Magicae of Paracelsus 

(Cracow 1569). Turner did a translation in 1657 Ars Notoria: The Notary Art of 
Solomon. 
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The Grimorium Verum is attributed to Solomon. There are 
indications it was first published by Alibeck in 1517.'°To the best 
of my knowledge, no copy of the first publication has been found. 
It is like the Greater Key in its use of prayer, hierarchy, purification 
of items for evocation. The Grimorium Verum is in two main parts. 
The first concerns spirits for it says: 


“...48 contained various dispositions of characters, by which the 
powers of the spirits, or, rather the devils are invoked, to make 
them, come when you will, each according to his power, and to 
bring whatever is asked: and that without any discomfort, providing 
that they are on their part content; for this sort of creature does 
not give anything for nothing.” 


The second part deals with the secrets of demons. There are 
instructions which could be considered a combination astral 
projection and divination: 


“The two NN which you see in the second small circle mark the 
place where you put your name. To know what you will, write the 
names in the circle on virgin parchment, before sleeping, saying 
the following Orison...Having completed the Orison, lie down on 
your right side, and you will see in a dream that which you desire 
to know.” 


There are variations of this technique which are used today which 
in modern psychological jargon are called tapping into the ‘Collective 
Unconscious’.

It is in 
two parts. The first is the evocation of Rofocale (Lucifer) while 
the second part is the ‘how to’ of making pacts with devils or spirits. 
The Grand Grimoire mixes black magic with alchemy, for some 
of its rituals may relate to uses of the Philosophers’ Stone. 

Another text is the Grimoire of Honorius which it is claimed 
to have been written by Pope Honorius III. This is unlikely since 
Pope Honorius III died about 900 years before this 17" Century 
text appeared. The author of this text introduced his work in the 
style of a Papal Bull giving priests the authority and techniques for 
controlling and directing good and evil spirits: 


“«.But until the time of this Constitution, only the Ruling Pontificate 
has possessed the virtue and the power to command the spirits 
and invoking them. Now His Holiness, Honorius III, having become 
mellowed by his pastoral duties, has kindly decided to transmit the 
methods and ability of invoking and controlling spirits, to his 
brothers in Jesus Christ, the revered ones; and he has added the 
conjurations which are needed for this: and all is to be found in our 
Bull which follows...Servant of the Servants of God. To each and 
every one of our respected Brethren of the Holy Roman Church, 
the Cardinals, Archbishops, Bishops, and Abbots... Because, too, 
it is correct and right that those who minister at the Altar should be 
able to exercise power over the rebel spirits, we entrust them 
herewith the powers which have this far ours alone. And we 
command them, Papal Authority, to follow that which follows this 
utterly without change: otherwise through some omission they 
may attract upon them the anger of the All-Highest.” 


The Three Books of Occult Philosophy, by Henry Cornelius 
Agrippa’, was studied intensely by Golden Dawn members. 

Book One, first published in 1533 and was called Natural Magic 
and covered the properties of nature. Book Two was called 
Celestial Magic related to numerical structure and astronomy and 
astrology. Book Three was called Ceremonial Magic and covered 
angelic hierarchies, ritual and gematria”*. 

The book that caused the most interest in the Golden Dawn

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was the so called Fourth Book, which was attributed to Agrippa. 

It was written in six parts, and was translated by Robert Turner. 
It was not written by Agrippa, though its text was often utilised by 
modern day occultists and is historically interesting. 

The first part of the fourth Book is on Geomancy finishes with 
the word ‘Gerard’. This may be Gerard of Sabbioneta?> gave his 
geomantic framework to Agrippa to print in his Third Book. It is 
likely that Gerard may be the author of the Fourth book. 

The second part” looks at astrology, astronomy, seals and sigils 
of good and evil spirits, planetary spirits and pentacles. It covers 
the consecration of magical implements, prayers, perfumes and 
oils to be used in ritual, and invocations and dream oracles. 

The third part is the Heptameron* (magical elements) by Peter 
Abano. This examines the magical circle and tables of the hours of 
the ruling angels, consecrations and benedictions, construction of 
ritual garments and lamens. 

The fourth part is called the Jsagoge” (nature spirits) by Gerog 
Pictorius Villinganus. This is a treatise on the nature and function 
of spirits of the sublunary sphere. It covers illusions, names, powers 
and expulsions. The question and answer format distinguishes 
between spirits of the Church and Greek variety, which were 
considered negative. It is a compilation of different authors. 

The fifth part is Astronomical Geomancy of Gerard 
Cremonensis. This departs from geomancy as a system of earth 
divination and aligns itself with astrology and the placement of 
geomantic symbols in the 12 astrological houses. 

The sixth part is called the Arbatel’’. This is a series of 49 
aphorisms which explain the Olympic planetary spirits. There were 
to be nine sections or tomes of this book and this edition includes 
only one, with eight missing. 

One of the most important figures in early occultism was that 
of Johannes Trithemius (1462-1516), who took magical concepts

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and placed them on a scientific footing. He worked behind the 
scenes and advised his contemporary and friend, Agrippa”*, while 
still retaining his post as a Benedictine Abbot at Sponheim, in 
Germany. There are several works attributed to Trithemius, but 
the ‘teganographia” and ‘Polygraphia are the most important. 
The ‘teganographia’ gives details on angels. It was from the 
Steganographia, that the alphabet used in mysterious Golden 
Dawn ciphers was based. 

The Secrets of Albert Magnus” is another useful text. Whether 
this text is actually written by him is difficult to say. This Bishop of 
the Catholic Church was actually canonised in 1931. The first book 
of the Secrets of Albert Magnus discussed the virtue of magical 
plants and their use: 


“Of the Healing power of the 13th herb. 

The 13th hearb is named of the Chaldees Olphantas, of the 
Greeks Hilirion, of the Latines Verbena, of the English men Vervin. 
This hearb (as witches'say) gathered, the Sun being in the Signe of 
the ram, and put with graine or corne of piony of one yere old, 
heals them that are sick of the falling sickness.” 


The second book discusses the virtue of magical stones: 


“If thou will burn any man’s hand without fire.Take the stone which 
is called Fetipendamus which is of yellow colour, and if it be hanged 
upon the neck of any man it healeth Articum. Also, if this stone be 
griped straightly, it will burne the hand, and therefore it must be 
touched lightly and gently.” 


The third book discusses the virtues of certain beasts: 


“Aquilla, the Eagle, is a bird very well known of the men of Chaldee. 
It is called vorax, and of the Greeks Rimbicus. 

Aaron and Euar say, that it hath marvelous nature of vertue. 
For if the brain of it be turned into powder, and mixed with

edited by Best and Brightman, 1973. 
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the juice of Hemlocke, they that eat it shall take themselves by the 
haire, and shall not leave their hold, so long as they beare that 
they have received. The cause of this effect is, for that the braine 
is very colde insomuch that it engendereth fantastical vertue, 
shutting off the powers by smoke.” 


A favourite text that was consulted in the Golden Dawn was the 
Mathers’ translation of The Book of the Sacred Magic of Abra- 
Melin the Mage. This was uncovered in the French Library 
Bibliotheque de 1’ Arsenal. This manuscript was said to have been 
delivered by Abraham the Jew to his son Lamech in 1458 A.D. Of 
all the magical manuscripts, this is the one that appears to have 
been the most effective. 

Stories of its power and strength have abounded since its 
publication in the 1880’s. One of the infamous instances was told 
in a letter to the Occult Review and subsequently appeared in 
Francis King’s book Ritual Magic in England’'. We will be looking 
at this incident later. The letter was written by a New Zealander, 
Hugh (Euan) Campbell*?. Campbell was so troubled by the effects 
of a ritual using this book that Mrs. Felkin had to break him away 
from it. People who knew Campbell at the time of the problems 
say his letter was genuine. 

Campbell had not done any preparation work before he used 
this system? and this was the cause of the problems. I have 
successfully used the Abra-Melin squares (after first doing the 
preparation work - modified from the manuscript instructions)‘. 

One personal example of the effect of this system was when 
my neighbour wanted to destroy a garage which was supporting 
the bank on which our house sits. No amount of persuading would 
change my neighbour’s mind and the workmen were to arrive the 
next day. That night, I made a magic square of Abra-Melin. On the

The Abra-Melin book is in three parts, in Mathers’ own words: 


“First Book:= Advice and autobiography; both addressed by 
the author to his son lamech. 

Second Book:= General and complete desperation of means of 
obtaining the magical powers desired. 

Third Book:= The application of these powers to produce an 
immense number of magical results.” 


Though the squares are often referred to as pentacles, I have 
included them in this evocation section of the Z2 (and not the 
talismanic section) because the entities are external forces. The 
19th Chapter of Sacred Magic gives the clearest guidelines of 
angelic and demonic hierarchies. 

Another Mathers translation in print recently is The Grimiore 
of ArmadeP*. The origin of this text is obscure and occult author 
Francis King (who gave the introduction to this text in the Weiser 
publication) cites it as belonging to the Faust School. Mathers 
commented (according to King) that one of the origins of this 
manuscript was the Grimorium Verum. Comparing both texts the 
Armadel is cleaned up in favour of a Christian slant. There is no 
doubt the Armadel is a compilation of a number of earlier texts 
such as the A/madel. If the Stella Matutina (with the strong Christian 
influences of its members behind it) had access to this manuscript 
then more time would have been spent on the practical evocation. 
Another publication that greatly interested the Golden Dawn was 
the Magus*’ written by Francis Barrett. The effect of this book

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on Western magic is so vast that it is difficult to gauge, save that it 
opened the door for real occult work to begin. Barrett was an 
editor rather than the author for the contents of the Magus are 
taken from Agrippa and other lesser known works. 

Barrett pruned out useless information given in old books and 
texts and presented them so that anyone with a basic knowledge 
of magic could get started. His inclusion of Kabbalistic literature is 
presented clearly and concisely (even though some of the Hebrew 
may not be correct**). The Golden Dawn Kabbalistic text Book of 
General Correspondences drew a lot from Barrett’s work. His 
editing genius presented the Golden Dawn with the bare bones of 
many subsystems of magic and only if one had some experience 
would the next layer open. 

I also would refer readers to the texts of Dr. Rudd*®® which 
were widely read among Golden Dawn members. 


THE HEBREW CONNECTION 


Early texts of Hebrew evocation methods are difficult to find 
because of the fragmentation of some sects and their secrecy. 
Some did escape destruction. One of the earliest occult texts of 
Hebrew literature is the Sword of Moses.*°* 

The origin of the Sword is difficult to pinpoint. From the letter 
of Haya Gaon (938-1038) it is evident that it must have been at 
least a few centuries older than his time (10th century). 


The Leyden Papyrus belongs to the third century, and those of the 

British Museum to the third or fourth century, we are justified in 

assigning to the first four centuries of the Christian era the origin 
’ of the Hebrew text.

There 
are hints that reading the text is not enough and to fully understand 
it the spirits that have the ‘hidden meaning’ have to be invoked 
before any work can begin. 

The second part of the book consists of a list of 160 angelic 
names. The third part of the book gets into the subject of magical 
conjurations for all manner of purposes. It also refers back to 
Part Two, and brackets certain names with certain functions. 
Appendices I and II relate strongly with the third part of the book 
in composition. 

Gaster translated a manuscript which he titled The Wisdom of 
the Chaldeans: An old Hebrew Astrological Text.” The date 
when this was written is obscure, but Gaster places it between the 
eighth and 14th centuries. The text is not long and gives a name of 
seven angels and the days they rule: 


On the sixth day rules Anael. His is appointed on all manner of 
love. This ruler is in the likeness of a woman... On her right arm 
serves an angel whose name is Arbiel, on the left one called Nininel, 
over her head one whose name is Lahabiel, and at her feet one 
called Ahabiel... 


The text describes how to make a male or female follow you after 
aconjuration. 

Another small book used by the Golden Dawn is a compilation 
of Hebrew Babylonian, Egyptian and European texts called Ancient 
Jewish oil-magic, translated by S. Daiches. This book is a 
revelation on what you can do with oils, especially when combining 
the magical uses of the Psalms and Talmudic passages. 


THE GOLEM, A CONCEPT OF EVOCATION 


One of the most interesting forms of evocation is that of evoking 
life into an inanimate form. In Hebrew mysticism this is the legend 
of the Golem. The Kabbalists consider that the legend goes back

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to the First Adam where God created vessels, or pots, but when 
life was injected into them they shattered.3*“ 

One of the first Biblical references* to the Golem is in Psalm 
139:15-16: 


My frame was not hidden from you when I was made in the secret 
place. When I was woven together in the depths of the earth. Your 
eyes saw my uniformed Golem*. 


Another early reference in traditional Judaism is in the Talmud: 
Rabbi Ravi created a Golem or imitation man and sent him to Rabbi 
Zera who found that the Golem did not reply to his questions. He 
then realised that the man was not real and returned him to the 
dust from which he came. 

There is no references as to how the Golem was made by 
Rabbi Ravi, though later researchers such as Rashi“, say the Golem 
was formed from clay using the Sepher Yetzirah. They cite work 
of Rabbi Hananyah and Oshaya who made an animal Golem (a 
three year old calf) using the Hecaloth texts and the Sepher 
Yetzirah which was also cited in the same Talmudic section”. Rashi 
reasoned that if the Yetzirah was used for creating an animal Golem, 
then it could be also used to create a human form. Others maintain 
that if the Talmudic passage showed that Ravi knew the holy name 
of God which gave life to the dead if inserted in their mouth. This 
sounds like the Ankh in the Egyptian Book of the Dead.

The work of Rabbi Ravi and the time of Golem creation in the 
Middle Ages shows that the letters of the Hebrew alphabet would 
be almost unrecognisable from the time of Ravi, to someone in the 
15th century. The Hecaloth texts may produce a clue to the life 
giving essence of the Golem*'. 

In the Sepher Yetzirah® we are told of the formation of the 
world through a three, seven and twelve stage system. The first 
three show the elements of Air, Water and Fire - Earth is missing. 
The next seven stages or letters are related to the seven planets of 
our solar system. While the third stage relates to the 12 constellations 
of the zodiac. The final chapter on the Sepher Yetzirah was where 
the Golden Dawn got its Dragon formula described in the 
Convoluted Forces manuscript. In The Book of Enoch we are 
told of angels mating with humanity, and this may have something 
to do with the development of the Golem. This hints at the operator 
having to trap an entity and direct it into the body or form created 
for it. If this is so, then the Golem is not a creation, but a trapped

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spirit in matter which is the basis of talismanic work. 

Around the 13th century, a number of Hebrew scholars started 
to comment on the formation of a Golem. Jewish Hasidim was a 
fertile field for the study of the Golem. Rabbi Eleazer** of Worms 
gives instructions in Golem creation though there is no evidence to 
support that he ever created one. 

The method he suggested is simple. Create the shape out of 
clay with the first three Hebrew letters and letting life take form. 
Another method is to form the figure and then recite the first half 
of the letters of the Hebrew alphabet in different combinations. 

One of the methods is to place half the alphabet over the other 
half and then recite the letters in pairs. In Golem creating, scholars 
refer back to the creation of man. Those who created Golems 
based their ritual on the heavenly creation of man - while God 
created man some of them thought that they might return the 
compliment, or at least try to emulate it. 

Scholem cites the story of Jesus making birds from clay and 
giving them life by pronouncing the Holy name of God over them.” 

If this story is true, then it appears that the vibration of Hebrew, 
uttered in a certain sequence is the paramount factor and not the 
actual inscription of the letters. 

In his Commentary on the Sepher Yetzirah**, Saadiyah 
Gaon*’wrote on the formation of the Golem through the process of 
the 23 1 Gates*®. This involves not only recitations of the 231 gates but 
also circumambulations around the clay figure. Importance was placed 
in the clockwise and anti-clockwise direction for if one goes clockwise, 
in the path of the sun, then life is given to the figure but if one reverses

the circumambulation then the figure returns to the returns to the 
earth. 

While this part of the Commentary is enlightening, there is no 
indication of success other than as a theological discourse. 

The process must provide the Golem with an Etheric body 
(which the Kabbalists would refer to as Nephesch). A Ruach would 
also have to be present within the Golem for it to function as the 
faculty of memory is attributed to the Ruach. 

Almost 30 years ago, while sitting in a hot dusty Indian railway 
station outside of Pondicherry, I spoke to an old mystic*® who was 
known to my teacher Vivandatta. The mystic told me a story of 
how some Tantric adepts created life out of earth and statues. 

He said adepts were limited to what they could make. The 
energy that impregnated the form came from their bodies and vital 
energy. The process could be formed from the atmosphere, but 
when the form had finished its task had to be re-absorbed by the 
adept. A form created out of air could talk but a form created out 
of matter could not. 

Rabbi Abraham Abulafia left us a legacy in Golem creation 
(which is a further attempt to explain the use of the 231 Gates) by 
adding flour to dust, then reciting the ritual of the 231 Gates. Next, 
he used an alchemical measuring process of mixing water and dust 
the obligatory Holy name of God were spoken. 

Various houses are mentioned in this recipe but there is no 
indication as to which houses they refer, astrological or otherwise. 
They could relate to the old Arabic system of lunar astrology. 

References to the Hebrew letters could refer to the elements, 
they do represent the elemental concept, which was a theme 
concentrated on by later Golem makers. 

Many Talmudic scholars do not really consider that a Golem 
can be made and many consider them fairy tales. How they explain 
the historical documentation of the Golem of Prague *' legend 


This adds up to a total of 231 combinations of letters in successive formations.

Fact or fiction, 
the Golem made a number of people very nervous! 


Chapter Two 


The Z2 DOCUMENTS 


The Z2 papers are the most complex of all Golden Dawn documents, 
but the formula was familiar to adepts as they would have 
experienced the energy patterns in the neophyte grade. Of this, 
Mathers says: 


For this ritual betokeneth a certain person, substance or thing, 
which is taken from the dark world of matter, to be brought under 
the operation of the divine forces of the magic of the light.” 


The Z2 formula brings through the light, or magnetising currents of 
energy, in a safe and focused way. This is needed when performing 
a variety of rituals but keeping a single flow of energy. 

To quote from Mathers again (from the introduction to the Z2 
documents) as to the breakdown or different levels of the Z2 rituals: 


Also herein are contained the commencements of all formulae of 
evocation, the development of which is further shown by the inner 
knowledge of the succeeding grades of the outer order. In the true 
knowledge of the application of the symbolism of the ‘enterer’ lies 
in the entrance of the knowledge of practical magic. Therefore are 
all the formula drawn from the ritual classed under five heads, 
according unto the letters of the name YEHESHUAH. 


The Formulae of the Enterer is in two parts (General Exordium® 
and Particular Exordium) and is complex, for it works on many

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levels. The two parts relate to the individual’s outer and inner 
sphere. The breakdown of the five parts of the divine name are as 
follows: 


YOD (fire) 1. Evocation ritual (of spirits and elements etc.) 
HEH (water) 2. Talisman rituals plus the production of natural 
phenomena, as storms and earthquakes.“ 

SHIN (spirit) 3. Spiritual development ritual. 

4. Transformation ritual. 

5. Invisibility ritual. 
VAU (air) 6. Divination ritual. 
HEH (earth) 7. Alchemy ritual. 


Mathers took this formula of seven rituals from the first seven 
verses of Genesis. The Hebrew word ‘BRAShITh’, the first word 
of the Bible, was used by Mathers® to categorise the ‘Formula of 
the Enterer’ - The Particular Exordium. 


Letter Formula of the enterer test 
Beth: At the ending of the night 
At the limits of the light 
Thoth stood before the unborn ones of time. 
Resh: Then came the gods thereof, 
The aeons of the bornless beyond. 
Aleph: Then was the voice vibrated. 
Shin: Then was the name declared. 
Tau: At the threshold of the entrance, 
betwixt the universe and infinite. 
Yod: In the Sign of the Enterer stood Thoth, 


As before him the aeons were proclaimed.

If this formula is applied practically to the seven sub-divisions of 
the Z2 and we have the following: 


Verse One - Evocation. 
“In the beginning God created et the heavens and et the earth.” 


The word ‘et’ (taken in its literal translation) stands for the Alpha 
and Omega the beginning and the end and stands for the letters of 
the Hebrew alphabet. This is shown in the book Sepher Yetzirah. 
The speaker of this verse is God and no-one else has the right to 
speak. Applied to ritual evocation®, the force evoked cannot talk 
back and must perform its designated task. This is like the Golem, 
which could not speak. 


Verse Two - Talisman. 


“The earth was without form and empty, with darkness on the 
face of the depth, but God’ spirit moved on the water Ss surface,” 


The original Hebrew words for form is Tohu and empty is Bohu. 
Tohu is the chaotic state before formation, while Bohu is something 
with chaos. These words® show the illusory concept of the face 
of the God’s spirit as a reflective image. A talisman is an image of 
an angelic force or entity reflected upon an object, or is the object.

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Verse Three - Spiritual Development 
“And God said ‘Let there be Light’ and there was Light.” 


The ‘Light’ is the pre-existent spirit about to make itself 
known(spiritual development). It is the acknowledgement of the 
Creator and a petition to receive its grace. This is shown in the 
letter Shin, the impregnated spirit. 


Verse Four - Transformation 


“God saw the Light that was good and he separated the 
Light from the darkness.” 


Transformation”® occurs when the Light is transferred into 
something else, in this instance darkness. In Kabbalah, the light 
and dark are extremes of the same thing. They are analogous to 
the white and black pillars of the Tree of Life and mercy and 
severity. When using the ritual of transformation we are in a neutral 
state between the two extremes - the middle pillar. 


Verse Five - Invisibility”! 


“God called the light ‘day’ and the darkness he called 
‘Night’. And there was evening, and there was morning - 
the first day.” 


The Zohar tells us” that a day was realised when night was 
introduced. This division is when the world is clothed in darkness- 
invisibility.

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Verse Six. - Divination 


“And God said: ‘Let there be an expanse between the waters to 
separate water from water.” 


Water indicate illusion and that is what divination deals with. The 
practitioner must separate truth from illusion or water from water. 
Since water is timeless, the separation indicates a predictive truth 
or one that can be grasped and understood. 


Verse Seven - Alchemy” 


“So God made the expanse and separated the water under the 
expanse from the water above it. And it was so.” 


The higher and lower waters referred to relates to natural waters 
and those naturally distilled - the waters of the heaven and the 
waters of the earth. The distinction between the two is alchemical. 

These seven rituals were the kernel of the Golden Dawn’s occult 
teachings. The curriculum required the adepts to master one of the 
rituals in the hope that they would specialise in one area. Each 
area required many years training, and even a lifetime’s work. 
Mathers tried to show, through his Z2 teachings, the way adepts 
could learn a system. 

People may ask what is special about the ‘Formulae of the 
Enterer’ and comment that any ritual would work if faith and intent 
are strong. While this is true, some people forget that Mathers, like 
Crowley after him, tapped into an obscure power source and could 
use it for his own benefit. Jung called this drawing on the collective 
unconscious, but it is much more. 

It is by studying modern physicists like Michael Talbot and David 
Bohm that we begin to understand what adepts like Mathers and 
Crowley were getting at. Bohm outlined his theory on a 
multidimensional reality in the book Wholeness and Implicate

Mathers’ theory throws light onto this scientific concept as he 
breaks down Z2 into its seven component parts. These are 
interconnected through his YHShVh theory, or the biblical formula 
of Brashith. Once interconnected, Mathers used the fundamentals 
of the neophyte ceremony to quantify and expand them. The 
difference between this and other systems is the size of the system. 
It is the ability to draw on a higher power, even if that power is self 
created. 

When Mathers put together the invocations of godforms and 
magical systems into one component, he had the ability to use all 
the magical subsystems from the past, whether they be Egyptian, 
Greek, Christian, Hebraic or Roman. 

Using Michael Talbot’s holographic theory, it is possible to shine 
lasers on an intangible mess, and produce a crystal clear image. Z2 
rituals are like those lasers, with different levels of the entire picture 
shown to those who want them. Like lasers, rituals to have to be 
tuned to the same level of wholeness to present a clear picture. 

I have only presented the barest of outlines of holographic theory 
and have no hesitation in recommending Talbot’s books. His field 
is new and helps explain the universe from a perception which 
bring the mystical visionary and scientist closer.

E - The ceremony of opening. 


™ His theories were expanded on from his initial work in the early 1950’s 
through his friendship with Einstein and later Krishnamurti. 

7 The next formula of the ‘Enterer’ breakdown and the formula for ‘evocation’ 
are taken from Golden Dawn Z2 papers by Mathers. 
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Hierophant states that he has received a dispensation from 
second order, and commands hegemon to prepare candidate. 
Candidate prepared. Speech of Hegemon. 


Admission of candidate. First barring by Kerux. First baptism 
of the candidate with water and fire. 


The Candidate is conducted to the foot of the altar. Hierophant 
asks “Wherefore hast thou come, etc.” Candidate replies “I 
seek the hidden light, etc.” 


Candidate is asked whether he is willing to take the obligation. 
He assents; and is instructed now to kneel at the altar. 


Administration of the obligation, and raising the neophyte 
from the kneeling position. 


Candidate is placed in the North. Oration of the Hierophant, 
“The voice of my higher self, etc.” Hierophant commands 
the mystic circumambulation in the path of darkness. 


Procession. Candidate barred in South. Second baptism of 
water and fire. Speech of Hegemon. Allowing the candidate 
to proceed. 


Hoodwink slipped up. Challenge of Hiereus. Speech of 
Hegemon. Speech of Hiereus. Candidate re-veiled and 
passed on. 


Circumambulation. Barred in North. Third baptism. Speech 
of Hegemon allowing candidate to approach unto the gate 
of the East. 


Hoodwink slipped up for the second time, Hierophant 
challenges. Hegemon answers for the candidate. Speech 
of Hierophant. Candidate passes on. 


Candidate led to West of altar. Hierophant advances by the 
path of Samech. Officers form the triangle. Prayer of 
Hierophant. 


Candidate rises. Hierophant addresses him, “Long hast thou 
dwelt in darkness. Quit the night and seek the day.” 
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Hoodwink finally removed, sceptres and swords joined. “We 
receive thee, etc.” Then the mystic words. 


R - Hierophant indicates lamp of Kerux. He commands that 
the candidate be conducted to the East of the altar. He 
orders Hiereus to bestow signs, etc. Hiereus places 
candidate between pillars. Signs and words. He orders the 
fourth and final consecration to take place. 


S - Hegemon removes rope and invests candidate with his 
insignia. Hiereus then ordains the mystic circumambulation 
in the path of light. 


T - Hierophant lectures on the symbols. Proclamation by Kerux. 
U - Hierophant commands Hiereus to address candidate. 

V - Hierophant addresses Neophyte on subject of study. 

W - Blood produced. Speech of Kerux. Hiereus’ final caution. 
X - The closing takes place. 

When the above set of guidelines is then adopted directly to the 


principle of evocation, the following outline is a result: 


Z2 FORMULA OF EVOCATION UNDER THE LETTER 
YOD 


A - The magic circle. 


B - The magician, wearing the great lamen of the hierophant; 
and his scarlet robe. A pentacle, whereon is engraved the 
sigil of the spirit to be invoked, has painted on the back of it 
the circle and cross as shown on the hierophant’s Jamen. 


C - The names and formulae to be employed. 
D - Thesymbol of the whole evocation. 
E - The construction of the circle and the placing of all the 


symbols, etc., employed, in the places properly allotted to 
them; so as to represent the interior of a G.D. Temple in the 
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0=0 Grade, and the purification and consecration of the actual 
piece of ground or place, selected for the performance of 
the evocation. 


The invocation of the higher powers. Pentacle formed of 
three concentric bands, name and sigil therein, in proper 
colours, is to be bound thrice with a cord, and shrouded in 
black, thus bringing into action a blind force to be further 
directed or differentiated in the process of the ceremony. 
Announcement aloud of the object of the working; naming 
the spirit or spirits, which it is desired to evoke. This is 
pronounced standing in the centre of the circle and turning 
towards the quarter from which the spirit will come. 


The name and sigil of the spirit, wrapped in a black cloth, or 
covering, is now placed within the circle, at the point 
corresponding to the West, representing the candidate. The 
consecration of baptism by water and fire of the sigil then 
takes place, and the proclamation in a loud and firm voice of 
the spirit (or spirits) to be evoked. 


The veiled sigil is now to be placed at the foot of the altar. 
The magician then calls aloud the name of the spirit, 
summoning him to appear, stating for what purpose the spirit 
is evoked: what is desired in the operation; why the evocation 
is performed at this time, and finally solemnly affirming that 
the spirit shall be evoked by the ceremony. 


Announcement aloud that all is prepared for the 
commencement of the actual evocation. If it be a good 
spirit the sigil is now to be placed within the white triangle on 
the altar, the magician places his left hand upon it, raises in 
his right hand the magical implement employed (usually the 
sword) erect; and commences the evocation of the spirit N. 
to visible appearance. The magician stands in the place of 
the Hierophant during the obligation, irrespective of the 
particular quarter of the Spirit. But, if the nature of that 
spirit be evil, then the sigil must be placed without and to the 
West of the white triangle and the magician shall be careful 
to keep the point of the magical sword upon the centre of 
the sigil. 
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Now let the magician imagine himself as clothed outwardly 
with the semblance of the form of the spirit to be evoked, 
and in this let him be careful not to identify himself with the 
spirit, which would be dangerous; but only to formulate a 
species of mask, worn for the time being. And if he knows 
not the symbolic form of the spirit then let him assume the 
form of an angel belonging unto the same class of operation, 
this form being assumed. Then let him pronounce aloud,, 
with a firm and solemn voice, a convenient and potent oration 
and exorcism of the spirit unto visible appearance. At the 
conclusion of this exorcism, taking the covered sigil in his 
left hand, let him smite it thrice with the flat blade of the 
magic sword. Then let him raise on high his arms to 
their utmost stretch, holding in his left hand the veiled sigil, 
and in his right the sword of art erect. At the same time 
stamping thrice upon the ground with his right foot. 


The veiled and corded sigil is then to be placed in the Northern 
part of the hall at the edge of the circle, and the magician 
employs the oration of the Hierophant, from the throne of 
theEast, modifying it slightly, as follows: “The voice of the 
exorcism said unto me, Let me shroud myself in darkness, 
peradventure thus may I manifest myself in Light, etc.” 
The magician then proclaims aloud that the mystic 
circumambulation will take place. 


The magician takes up the sigil in his left hand and 
circumambulates the magic circle once then passes to the 
South and halts. He stands (having placed the sigil on the 
ground) between it and the West, and repeats the oration of 
the Kerux. And again consecrates it with water and fire. 
Then takes it in his hand, facing westward saying, “Creature 
of ........ , twice consecrate, thou mayest approach the gate 
of the West”. 


Magician moves to the West of the magical circle, 
holds the sigil in his left hand and the sword in his right, 
faces South West, and astrally masks himself with the form 
of the spirit, and for the first time partially opens the covering 
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of the sigil, without however entirely removing it. He then 
smites it once with the flat blade of the sword, saying, in a 
loud, clear, and firm voice: “Thou canst not pass from 
concealment unto manifestation, save by the virtue of the 
name Elohim. Before all things are the chaos and darkness, 
and the gates of the land of night. I am He whose name is 
darkness. I am the great one of the path of the shades. I 
am the exorcist in the midst of the exorcism. Appear thou 
therefore without fear before me, so pass thou on.” He 
then re-veils the sigil. 


Take the sigil to the North, circumambulate first, halt, place 
sigil on the ground, stand between it and the East, repeat the 
oration of the kerux, again consecrate with fire and water. 
Then take it up, face North, and say “Creature of ........ 
thrice consecrate, thou mayest approach the gate of the 
East”. 


Repeat section M in North East. Magician then passes to 
East, takes up sigil in left and sword in right hand. Assumes 
the mask of the spirit form, smites the sigil with the lotus 
wand or sword, and says, “Thou canst not pass from 
concealment unto manifestation save by virtue of the name 
YHVH. After the formless and the void and the darkness, © 
then cometh the knowledge of the light. I am the light which 
riseth in the darkness. I am the exorcist in the midst of the 
exorcism. Appear thou therefore in visible form before me, 
for I am the wielder of the forces of the balance. Thou hast 
known me now, so pass thou on to the cubical altar of the 
universe.” 


He then recovers sigil and passes to altar, laying it thereon 
as before shown. He then passes to the East of the altar, 
holding the sigil and sword as already explained. Then doth 
he rehearse a most potent conjuration and invocation of the 
spirit unto visible appearance, using and reiterating all the 
divine, angelic, and magical names appropriate to this end 
neither omitting the signs, seals, sigils, lineal figures, signatures 
and the like from that conjuration. 
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The magician now elevates the covered sigil towards heaven, 
removes the veil entirely, leaving it yet corded, crying with a 
loud voice, “Creature of ....... long hast thou dwelt in 
darkness. Quit the night and seek the day”. He then replaces 
it upon the altar, holds the magical sword erect above it, the 
pommel immediately above the centre thereof, and says, “By 
all the names, powers, and rites already rehearsed, I conjure 
thee thus into visible appearance.” Then the mystic words. 


Saith the magician, “As light hidden in the darkness can 
manifest therefrom, so shalt thou become manifest from 
concealment unto manifestation.” 

He then takes up the sigil, stands to East of altar, and 
faces West. He shall then rehearse a long conjuration to 
the powers and spirits immediately superior unto that one 
which he seeks to invoke, that they shall force him to manifest 
himself unto visible appearance. 

He then places the sigil between the pillars, himself at 
theEast facing West, then in the sign of the enterer doth he 
direct the whole current of his will upon the sigil. Thus he 
continueth until such time as he shall perceive his will power 
to be weakening, when he protects himself from the reflex 
of the current by the sign of silence, and drops his hands. 
He now looks towards the quarter that the spirit is to appear 
in, and he should now see the first signs of his visible 
manifestation. 

If he be not thus faintly visible, let the magician repeat the 
conjuration of the superiors of the spirit, from the place of 
the throne in the east. And this conjuration may be repeated 
thrice, each time ending with a new projection of will in the 
sign of the Enterer, etc. But if at the third time of repetition 
he appeareth not, then be it known that there is an error in 
the working. 

So let the master of evocations replace the sigil upon the 
altar, holding the sword as usual: and thus doing, let him 
address a humble prayer unto the great gods of Heaven to 
correctly complete that evocation. He is then to take back 
the sigil to between the Pillars, and repeat the former 
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processes, when assuredly that spirit will begin to manifest, 
but in a misty and ill-defined form. (But if, as is probable, the 
operator be naturally inclined unto evocation, then might that 
spirit perchance manifest earlier in the ceremony than this. 
Still, the ceremony is to be performed up to this point, whether 
he be there or not.) 

Now as soon as the magician shall see the visible 
manifestation of that spirit’s presence, he shall quit the station 
of the hierophant, and consecrate afresh with water and 
with fire, the sigil of the evoked spirit. 


Now doth the master of evocations remove from the sigil 
therestricting cord, and holding the freed sigil in his left hand, 
he smites it with the flat blade of his sword, exclaiming, “By 
and in the names of ...... |do invoke upon thee the power of 
perfect manifestation unto visible appearance.” He then 
circumambulates the circle thrice holding the sigil in his right 
hand. 


The magician, standing in the place of the Hierophant, but 
turning towards the place of the spirit, and fixing his attention 
thereon now reads a potent invocation of the spirit unto visible 
appearance, having previously placed the sigil on the ground, 
within the circle, at the quarter where the spirit appears. 
This invocation should be some length; and should rehearse 
and reiterate the Divine and other names consonant with the 
working. 

That spirit should now become fully and clearly visible, 
and should be able to speak with a direct voice, if consonant 
with his nature. The magician then proclaims aloud that the 
spirit N. hath been duly and properly evoked in accordance 
with the sacred rites. 


The magician now addresses an invocation unto the lords of 
the plane of the spirit to compel him to perform that which 
the magician shall demand of him. 


The magician carefully formulates his demands, questions, 
writes down any of the answers that may be advisable. 
The master of evocations now addresses a conjuration 
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unto the spirit evoked, binding him to hurt or injure naught 
connected with him, or his assistants, or the place. And that 
he deceive in nothing, and that he fail not to perform that 
which he hath been commanded. 


He then dismisses that spirit by any suitable form, such as 
those used in the higher grades of the outer. And if he will 
not go, then shall the magician compel him by forces contrary 
to his nature. But he must allow a few minutes for the spirit 
to dematerialise the body in which he hath manifested, for 
he will become less and less material by degrees. And note 
well that the magician (or his companions if he have any) 
shall never quit the circle during the process of evocation, or 
afterwards, till the spirit hath quite vanished. 

Seeing that in some cases, and with some constitutions, 
there may be danger arising from the Astral conditions, and 
currents established, and without the actual intention of the 
spirit to harm, although if of a low nature, he would probably 
endeavour to do so. Therefore, before the commencement 
of the evocation, let the operator assure himself that 
everything which may be necessary, be properly arranged 
within the circle. 

But if it be actually necessary to interrupt the process, 
then let him stop at that point, veil and re-cord the sigil if it 
have been unbound or uncovered, recite a license to depart 
ora banishing formula and perform the lesser banishing rituals 
of the pentagram and hexagram. Thus only may he in 
comparative safety quit the circle. 


Note: If the spirit is placed into a white triangle outside the 
midheaven, he then will speak the truth of necessity.” 


Before summoning a spirit to visible appearance that one should 
have a good reason. I have performed many evocations and have 
always had a good reason, and could not care if the spirit appeared. 
In the late 1940’s, a Whare Ra adept decided to evoke an entity 
to visible appearance, and called on Jack Taylor and Percy

This ends the Mathers paper. 
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Wilkinson” to assist. Jack was to see if the ritual was correct and 
Percy’s job was to check the astrological configurations. Many 
saw the entity forming in the triangle at the crucial point in the 
ceremony. Unfortunately after the ceremony, the figure kept re- 
appearing at inconvenient times. The magus who had been in charge 
of the operation was told by Taylor that since the spirit was created 
from the etheric body, it had to re-absorbed before it drained his 
life force. A ceremony was performed by Taylor, the energy was 
reabsorbed and the magus had no more trouble. 

The following ceremony is the full ritual for the evocation of the 
spirit Taphthartharath to visible appearance, described at the 
beginning of Chapter One. It is the only evocation ritual that has 
survived (that I know of) from the early Golden Dawn. It is a 
group ritual that has adhered to the outline of the ‘Formula of the 
Enterer’. It was first published in Crowley’s Equinox Volume One, 
Number three.” The version below is taken from Bennett’s 
notebooks are different to the Crowley edition and I will add 
footnotes to explain why certain props, positions and conjurations 
are used.

Considerations 


To be performed on the day and in the hour of Mercury: the 
evocation itself commencing in the magical hour of Tafrac, under 
the dominion of the great Angel of Mercury Raphael. 

On Wednesday, May 13, 1896, this hour Tafrac®! occurs 
between 8 hours 32 minutes P.M and 9 hours 16 minutes, when 
Mercury is in 17 degrees Gemini on the cusp of the Seventh House, 
slightly to the South of due West.

The Form Of The Circle To Be Employed 

Magical figures of Mercury are to be drawn in yellow-orange chalk 
upon the ground as shown. At the quarter where the spirit is to 
appear. A triangle within a circle is drawn*: at its points are to be 
placed three vessels burning on charcoal the incense of mercury.

If the God-form evoked has too 
much fire or earth then the god-forms of the quarters rectify that. They also help 
stabilize the energy within the circle so that any evocation will be smooth and not 
leave any negative residue. They also keep the evoked form in the triangle. This 
allows others to be present (usually seated around the edge of the Portal) to watch 
the ceremony in safety.

Magical Triangle For Evocation Of Taphthartharath 


(The arms of the sigil in the Gardner version of the ritual (used here) do not 
point to the same letters as the Crowley version.) 


85 This circle is acombination of the Octagram, Octangle and Octagon (these three 
figures relating to Hod and Mercury). This comes from the Golden Dawn lecture 
‘Polygons and Polygrams’. The Octangle relates to the eight lettered name YHVH 
ADNI and can be reflected in three ways; reflected from every second point when 
it is called the octagon and from every third and fourth point when called the 
octagram. The octangle also represents the weak semi-quartile aspect of astrology 
and had to be reinforced by the octagram and octagon. The combinations relate to 
the strengthening aspect of both elements and planets. This may appear confusing, 
it suffices to say that when the three figures are transposed on top, all weak lines are 
omitted, with component parts strengthening each other to its maximum efficiency. 
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About the great circle® are disposed lamps burning olive oil 
impregnated with snake fat®’. C is the chair of the chief operator. 
D is the altar, E and E are the pillars, G and G are handy and 
convenient tables whereon are set writing materials**, the 
ingredients of the hell-broth®’, charcoal, incense, &, all as may be 
needed for this work. At F is placed a small brazen cauldron, heated 
over a lamp burning with spirit in which a snake has been preserved.

The reinforcement of the intersecting lines are lines of power of the ‘circle’ with 
the key people or props at the junctions of the angular intersecting lines. This 
relates to section ‘E’ of the Yod formula (when the orange chalk marks are actually 
traced over in the opening). ‘A’ of the Yod formula involves the tracing of the 
circle in the astral (in a complex circle it is usually done over a light visible tracing 
in neutral chalk is done first so that the sword pattern traced afterwards is correct) 
some days before the actual orange chalk circle is drawn in the opening. 

The original version of this circle was changed (by Florence Farr) so that the outer 
rim was a circle - Bennett made it an eight sided figure. I have to side with Bennett, 
from a Golden Dawn perspective Farr weakened the power of the circle by 
altering it. I do agree with her altering of the direction of the circle and triangle. The 
changes Florence Farr made to the Bennett ritual were good with the circle being 
the exception.

The duties of the Magus of Art® will be to perform actual processes 
of invocations: to rule the assistants and command them all. 

The Assistant Magus of Art shall act as Kerux in the 
circumambulations; he shall preside over the brewing of the hell- 
broth in the midst of the circle: he shall repeat such invocations as 
may be necessary at the command of the Magus of Art: and he 
shall beforehand prepare the place of working. 

The Magus of Fire® shall preside over all magical lights, fires, 
candles, incense etc.: he shall perform the invoking and consecrating 
rituals at the command of the magus, and shal] consecrate the 
temple by fire, and shall consecrate all fire used in due form. 

The Magus of Water®’ shall preside over all the fluids used in 
the operation; over the water and the wine, the oil and the milk: he 
shall perform all banishing rituals at the opening of the ceremony: 
he shall purify the temple by water: he shall consecrate all watery 
things in due form. 


Of The Robes And Insignia” ” 


The mighty Magus of Art shall wear a white robe,'® yellow sash’, 
red over-mantle'™, indigo nemys'™, upon her breast shall she shall 
bear a great tablet whereon is the magic seal of Mercury; and over

In this case it 
would be an orange candle with the sigil of the spirit in mauve, This would have 
been done in a separate ceremony. Possibly just after the candles were consecrated. 

109 This is not symbolic of the black chain of mourning of the previous Golden 
Dawn rituals. Here it takes on an entirely different meaning. It is to remind the 
officer of his duties and to act if anything goes wrong. 

110 Tn the Neophyte ceremony it is the Kerux’s responsibility to carry the lamp 
but is now shifted to that of the Dadouchos. 
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The chamber of art shall be duly prepared by the Assistant Magus 
of Art as aforementioned.

The Chief Magus rises, holding the ibis wand by its black end, and 
proclaims:

And before we can proceed further in the 
operation of so great danger, it is necessary that we should 
invoke Divine aid and assistance, without which would 
our work be indeed futile and of no avail. Wherefore being 
met thus together let us kneel down and pray: 


All kneel at four points. 


From thy hands O Lord cometh all good! From thy hands 
flow down all grace and blessing: the characters of nature 
with thy fingers hast thou traced, but none can read them 
unless he hath been taught in thy school. Therefore even 
as servants look unto the hands of their masters,and

The Magus of Art silently recites to herself 
the exhortation'!> of the Lords of the key of the Tablet of Union, 
afterwards saying silently: 


I invoke ye, lords of the key of the Tablet of Union, to 
infuse into these elements of water and fire your mystic 
powers, and to cast into the midst of these opposing 
elements the Holy Powers of the great letter Shin: to 
gleam and shine in the midst of the balance, even in the 
cauldron of art wherein alike is fire and moisture. 


After the consecration of the water, the Magus of the Water takes 
up the cup of water, and scatters water all around the edge of the 
circle saying:

He lights from that one flame the magical candle, and drawing 
over it the invoking pentagram of spirit active, he cries:

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And then, drawing the invoking pentagram of fire, he says:

PEDOCE, I consecrate thee, O creature of fire, to the 
service of the works of the magic of Light! 


He lights from the magical candle the eight lamps, and the char- 
coal for the incense burners, after which he casts the incense on 
the coals in the censer and passes round the circle saying: 


And, when all the phantoms are vanished, thou shalt see 
that Holy and formless fire, that fire which darts ands 
flashes through the hidden depths of the universe, hear 
thou the voice of fire. 


He passes to the centre of the circle and censes towards the four 
quarters saying:

instance it was published without the Hebrew words and letters, probably because 
these were so mangled by illiterate transcribers. After much labour and study of 
the figure, I believe the words in the body of the symbol to be intended for the ten 
Sephiroth arranged in the form of the Tree of Life, with the name of Solomon to 
’ right and to the left; while the surrounding characters are intended for the Twenty 
Two letters of the Hebrew alphabet. I have restored them. 
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I raise a flame with a flashing lightning of mine eye, 
ever rushing forward in the splendour daily glorified 
Ra, giving life to every creature that treadeth upon the 
earth. 

If I say come up upon the mountains, 

The Celestial waters shall flow at my word:

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great magical triangle without this circle of art! And if 
any other magus of art, or any other school than ours, 
is now invoking thee by potent spells; or if thou art bound 
by thy vow, or thy duties, or the terrible bonds of the 
magic of Hell; then I let shine upon thee the glory of the 
symbol of the rose and cross; and I tell thee by that symbol 
that thou art free of all vows, of all bonds, for what time 
thou comest hither to obey my will! 

Or if any other master or masters of the magic of 
light of the Order of the Rose of the Ruby and the Cross 
of Gold is now binding and invoking thee by the supreme, 
absolute and fearful power of this our art; then I 
command and conjure thee by every name and rite 
already rehearsed that thou send unto us an ambassador 
to declare unto us the reason for thy disobedience.

The magus now places the sigil between the Mystic Pillars, and 
attacks it as the Enterer, directing upon it her whole will: following 
this projection by the sign of silence. If he does not yet appear, then 
repeat the invocation to Tiriel from the throne of the East. This 
process may be repeated thrice. But if not even then the spirit 
come, then an error hath been committed, in which case replace 
the sigil on altar, holding sword as usual and say:

Chapter Three 


STRUCTURES 


The Adeptus Minor examining evocation has to study the 
classification of spiritual entities, both good and evil. This can be 
considered in two ways. The first is through the sephiroth system 
of the Kabbalah, and the second is through the seven stage pulsation 
system that equates with our subtle bodies and chakras. 

The Kabbalistic system has been explained clearly in other 
volumes, so it is important to deal with the system of subtle bodies. 
I will relate them, by analogy, to the seven subtle bodies of man. 

The first level is the divine, spiritual or soul body. This brings 
together all necessary spiritual information from God. It establishes 
our life principles. It has knowledge of all past lives and is constantly 
adjusting to the experiences of our present incarnation. 

The second level is the causal body’. This links the personality 
with the planet. It is the umbilical cord with our surroundings. It 
deals with our reactions to collective energies or what Jung refers 
to as the collective unconscious (and includes the influence of 
astrological configurations). 

The third level is the higher mental body'**. This upper level of 
the mental body processes ideas and basic information on a collective 
or abstract scale. 

The fourth level is the lower mental body. Though this is but a 
lower part of the third level, it personalises ideas and concepts into 
aspects that can be easily understood. 

The fifth level is the astral emotional body’.

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“The astral body is the total accumulation of the personality. It 
acts as a screen to filter karmic patterns, diseases, and information 
from past lives into one’s consciousness. Some of these patterns 
extend from genetic levels in the physical body. The emotional 
body provides a sense of emotional stability and psychological 
security... ”/37 


There is a separation of the emotional body in Westerners and in 
the East, the astral and emotional bodies are united. 
The sixth level is the etheric Body: 


“The etheric body has one objective. This is to vitalise and 
energise the physical body and integrate into it the energy 
body of the Earth and of the solar system. It is a web of 
energy streams, of lines of force and light...Along these lines 
of energy the cosmic forces flow, as the blood flows through 
the veins and arteries...”'38 


The seventh level is the physical body and the field of matter and is 
the sum expression of the other bodies. 


THE STRUCTURE OF THE SEVEN RAYS 


Golden Dawn co-founder, Wynn Westcott, in his Flying Roll lecture 
No.17, spoke about the seven rays: 


“Science teaches, and has rediscovered a great truth, that however 
valuable the seven colours of the prism may be, there are rays 
invisible and not so demonstrated here by space. Beyond the red 
end of the spectrum begins the violet, and these have a great 
chemical or Yetsiratic'*® force..” 


Westcott wrote this lecture in 1893, only five years after Madame 
Blavatsky published her first concept of the seven rays in her 
massive work, Secret Doctrine, which is used as a bible for her 
Theosophical Society. Westcott and Mathers were familiar with

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the Theosophical Society, and Mathers had met Madame Blavatsky. 
The seven rays theory inspired the Golden Dawn when it came to 
construct its Vault. 

Another description of the rays comes from the book Gem 
Elixirs and Vibrational Healing, Vol. 2, by Gurudas: 


“The seven rays are a function of physics integrating with the 
chakras and their extensions into the universe. The rays are the 
functions of physics that create and correlate holographic 
physical existence with the concepts of the physics of 
consciousness...The rays are a constant progressing element. 
They are a force that comes down from the soul level itself to 
become self-actualising...It is only that the ancients attributed 
the sevenfold colour spectrum to the seven rays as a point of 
visual aid'°, because there is also a degree of synchronicity and 
forbearance in behavioural patterns both spiritual and 
psychological with the forces of light stimulated within the self. 
They perceptually have been assigned colours as a visual aid in 
learning their content and meaning as energy.” 


The Golden Dawn believed the rays come through the planets yet 
touched everything. But the planets are only a sheath for the seven 
rays and planetary influence is not the dominating factor. The planets 
are a suitable vehicle for the energy to manifest on a certain level. 
Mathers tells us that all creatures must come through one of these 
rays as a doorway to manifestation. Whoever controls this doorway 
has mastery over the entity who enters it. 

There has been nothing published on the Golden Dawn theory 
of the seven rays, yet in the New Zealand temple, Whare Ra, they 
were taken seriously. When I was admitted into the 5=6 level of 
the R.R.et A.C. I found that my mentor, Jack Taylor, frequently 
studied the seven rays through the works of Alice Bailey. 

Mrs. Felkin, the head of Whare Ra, gave a number of lectures 
on the Vault and the influence of the seven rays in esoteric study. 
This information is closely allied with Alice Bailey’s work, though 
two of the lectures were dated 1918 and 1921, some years before 
Bailey published her findings. The names of the rays are identical

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with those given by Bailey.'*! 

The Golden Dawn believed that within seven rays’ structure 
there are a further seven rays. The adept draws from these sub- 
rays to correctly integrate with the main ray. This is closely allied 
to the concept of the seven Heavens within each Heaven of ancient 
Hebrew Hecaloth Literature’. Each ray affects the physical body 
of the Adept and the Kabbalistic Soul’? (though there is still a 
dominant ray for all levels). Rays affect the various entities and 
they must conform or utilise the energy of a particular ray if they 
are to function in our solar system. They are governed by certain 
laws, the seven ray theory being just one. 

When associating entities to various rays, there will be overlaps, 
especially when entities from one group have the same function as 
an entity from another. The first point to consider is the grouping of 
the entity, as this is the predominating ray. In every ray there are 
seven sub-rays and so the similar entities from different groups 
would share the same sub-ray. 

Rather than change the ray number to coincide with colour and 
planetary arrangement of the Golden Dawn, I have left them in the 
order given by Alice Bailey to avoid confusion and make 
comparisons easier. This was the order of the rays taught at Whare 
Ra temple before Bailey’s publications. 

The formula for ray interpretation as given below will differ 
from that advocated by Alice Bailey. It takes into consideration the 
Adepts’ make-up, the type of entity they can expect (categorised 
according to the seven rays that control it). Each of these rays 
coincide with the seven subtle levels.

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FIRST RAY 


Purpose: Spiritual development 
Chakra: Crown ' 
Colour: Red!‘ 


This ray shows the Creator/Destroyer concept, depending how 
the power of this ray is manipulated. If uncontrolled it shows the 
power of wilful destruction and thoughtless action. It comes from 
the activation of deeper levels of consciousness so a clearer spiritual 
purpose emerges. 

To integrate with this ray, adepts have to utilise the crown 
chakra. If this centre is out of alignment and the adept tries to 
control a powerful force (through evocation), it places a strain on 
the intuitive faculties. This is like being cast adrift with no reference 
point and a loss of equilibrium. The individual would find a sense of 
loss and an inability to cling to reality. Logic is thrown out the window, 
showing a distorted viewpoint. Israel Regardie told of an individual 
who committed suicide after using the Golden Dawn’s Enochian 
system of magic. Regardie believed the individual was unbalanced 
and the strain of working the complex Enochian system was the 
last straw. 

Paul Foster Case, the head of Builders of the Adytum, who 
was once a Golden Dawn chief, blamed the Enochian system for 
the death of a friend who also killed himself and the order refuses 
to admit anyone who practices the system because it is ‘too 
dangerous’. But it is more likely that the chief’s friend died because 
his Crown centre was over stimulated and he could not tell the 
difference from reality and illusion. I have often seen this and have 
noted that in all cases the Crown chakra was extremely overactive. 
Entities of destruction and hate are those who dwell in the negative 
side of this ray; specially those evoked to cause havoc. This is the 
ray that is infamous among magicians who bring forth a creature 
for acts of destruction. It is the ray of the active approach, which if

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ill used, can bring about death and pestilence. 

Entities on the positive side of this ray are those who provide 
protection and assistance to the adept. It involves calling an entity 
of great power. Power enough to be able to perform the tasks set 
of it. It also needs a great deal of power to control. The brow 
chakra must be in correct alignment (with the other chakras), for 
perception and intuition plays an important part of this ray. Handled 
correctly, this part of the ray can be an unstoppable force. 


SECOND RAY 


Purpose: Love, wisdom and creativity 
Chakra: Brow. 
Colour: Orange 


This is the ray of the teacher/healer and one of magnetic attraction 
for the truth. It forms a balanced structure and brings people 
together. It initiates, directs and creates. This is the ray of the 
peacemaker or diplomat and planned unification for spiritual purpose. 
The Kabbalistic Sephiroth of Chesed, meaning mercy, is linked to 
this ray. 

The brow chakra governs the second ray and if this is out of alignment 
the adept will find it difficult to banish the entity evoked. Possession is 
a consequence of dealing with entities under the second ray. 

Hermetic orders such as the Golden Dawn, have in their records 
accounts where possession has occurred and it taken more than a 
Banishing Ritual of the Pentagram! to dislodge the entity (as some 
of the published texts would have us believe). I have mentioned in 
the previous chapter about the plight of Euan Campbell and his 
obsession after using the Abra-Melin system. The following quote 
is from a copy of the letter he sent to the Occult Review in 1929 as 
example of process of possession: 


“The New Moon of May Ist brought a recurrence of the trouble, 
this time very much more powerful, and necessitated an almost 
intolerable effort of will to cast it off. Also it was about this time 
that I first saw the entity which was rapidly obsessing me. It was

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not altogether unlovely to look at. The eyes were closed and it was 
bearded with long flowing hair. It seemed a blind force slowly 
waking to activity...Not one of these incidents happened when I 
was asleep. Always I found myself awake with terror upon me and 
struggling violently to cast off the spell. I have had nightmares 
before, but no nightmare that I ever had could hold my mind in its 
grip for minutes at a time as this thing did, or send me plunging 
through a ten foot high window to the ground below...” 


Campbell was a shrewd individual, and not one to be frightened by 
anything occult orientated. He was a competent adept, yet even he 
had to call on the help of Mrs. Felkin to help him get rid of the 
entity. This was only accomplished over a long time and some 
difficulty. 

Campbell had done everything correctly, but his internal 
mechanism was not prepared for what happened during evocation. 
According to Jack Taylor, Campbell had a widely unbalanced brow 
chakra'*’ and Taylor helped him in trying balance this up through 
the use of colour healing techniques. 

The ray produces entities that are subtle in their approach. 
They are often so subtle that few are aware of their presence, but 
as they get stronger and will try to possess the adept'**. When 
directed, they will take possession of the person or thing they are 
directed at during evocation. They must be banished quickly once 
they have finished their task. Entities under this ray act independently 
and the wording you use with them during ritual must be precise. 

The negative side of this ray produces over confidence, the 
entities under this influence will self generate, if given the chance 
and can become impossible to control. 

On the positive side, they offer and give self assurance to the 
adept and have a habit of getting to the heart of the matter 
quickly. They love exposure and revealing truth. They are present in 
group religions and push individuals to extremes in these areas unless 
carefully watched.

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THIRD RAY 


Purpose: Active intelligence. 
Chakra: Throat. 
Colour: Yellow 


This ray shows the hidden part of the intellect at its best, especially 
through the faculty of memory. This is the ray of creativity and the 
ray of illusion. Its powerful influence shows new developments but 
does not reveal what areas would suit its influence. 

The solar influence is the primary influence in our solar system. 
The third ray relates to the Kabbalistic influence of Tiphareth, 
meaning beauty, seated at the centre of the Tree of Life. 

The physical centre attributed to this ray is the throat chakra. It 
relates to memory and drawing from past experiences enabling 
sense to be made from abstract concepts. This is the centre of 
social interaction. It is the experimental area where those who 
have a vision try and apply it to reality. 

The entities that the third ray governs are the elementals!”. 
The elementals are more of a blind force than any other group or 
entity. Within the Golden Dawn framework there are four basic 
types of elemental. The Gnomes are the elementals of Earth and 
they are governed by their King Ghob. The undines are the water 
elementals (they are also called nymphs) and their ruler is called 
Nixsa. The elementals of air are called sylphs, (they are also called 
fairies) their ruler is Paralda. The salamanders are the fire 
elementals and their ruler is Djinn. 

When the ray is positive, the elementals work on creating 
material items. When the ray is negative the elementals can disrupt 
others. Elementals have limited power and are too varied to 
concentrate on detail. Any elemental sent by the adept to harass 
others, will have a limited attention span. 

One of the favourite tasks of Golden Dawn adepti was to send 
elementals to locate books or manuscripts. Jack Taylor once

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referred me to a then out of print book called The Cannon, by 
William Stirling to research. This book was part of a library 
collection of Whare Ra that had been dispersed when the temple 
closed. Jack thought it was part of the National Library of New 
Zealand’s collection and I would have to look for it there. That 
night, I met the chief of Whare Ra temple (who had not spoken 
to Taylor for 20 years) who told me that he had a book that may 
interest me. He placed a battered 80 year old copy of The Cannon 
in front of me. 

Years later, Taylor told me that he had asked the elementals to 
assist me in obtaining this book, though he admitted that he had not 
seen such a prompt service. He had nearly fallen over backwards 
when I showed him the book the next day. 


FOURTH RAY 


Purpose: Harmony through conflict, The healer. 
Chakra: Heart. 
Colour: Green. 


This ray brings out the deep inner awareness needed to tune into 
one’s surroundings - through nature and spiritually. Deep changes 
within the self must have some outlet and this is the mainstay of 
this ray. It is something hard to start and difficult to stop. This ray 
sparks a number of choices and the conflict comes from in trying 
to make a decision. The fourth ray relates to the Kabbalistic 
Sephiroth of Binah, or understanding. The planetary association of 
Saturn to this ray does not refer to the mundane astrological 
interpretation, but a psychic meaning as given by psychics such as 
Edgar Cayce and Arthur Ford. These writers show Saturn as a 
planet of sudden changes of circumstance where the soul is left 
alone for self evaluation. 

The degree that this Chakra can be awakened or opened will 
depend on how forms or energies are seen. The ray initiates a 
perception of the spirit in material terms, so structure is important 
on a spiritual and sociological level. If this centre is not aligned 
correctly it can make a person retreat from reality and lose touch 
with the world around them. 
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When Jack Taylor was Hierophant at Whare Ra, he was 
approached by a member to enter the 5=6 grade. Taylor declined 
because he saw that the individual’s brow chakra was overactive. 
Eventually another Hierophant put the person through to the 5=6 
level. As soon as the new 5=6 started inner order work he had a 
mental breakdown, and spent six years in a mental institution. 

When our Thoth-Hermes Temple was established in Wellington, 
the same 5=6 approached me to discuss esoteric subjects. I noticed 
a large black spot (psychically) in his aura. On contacting Taylor 
about this person, he confirmed that there was something wrong 
with the man and gave me his background. 

Entities under this ray enhance the confidence and control of 
the adept. Notoriety and glamour are also an area where these 
entities work. They inflate the ego, but they also bring results. After 
their work is finished and they depart, they can leave one slightly 
on a ‘downer’, which can lead to depression. Also they can cause 
havoc to business decisions if sent to plague someone. In one case, 
someone I knew sent entities under this ray to break up a partnership 
that had been causing him problems. Within a few months, the 
partnership broke up with the two individuals going in different 
directions. When the person who sent the entities thought they had 
done enough, he discharged them from their task and the two 
partners suddenly started talking and resumed their business 
relationship. 


FIFTH RAY 


Purpose: Science or knowledge. 
Chakra: Solar plexus. 
Colour: Blue 


This ray shows the ordered world of the scholar and scientist. It is 
the ray of the planner and analyser. If uncontrolled, it leads to a 
pre-occupation with trivia. The action undertaken with this ray is 
swift. Structure and form is important, for the individual must have 
the capacity to channel the energy into the correct format. The 
efforts of this ray are channelled to the masses with scientific break 
throughs. The Kabbalistic association to this ray is the Sephiroth of 
Hod, meaning splendour or glory. 
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The part of the body attributed to this ray is the solar plexus 
centre which analyses the situation based on the present, ignoring 
past and future. The individual who experiences life through 
this sense, lives for the moment, and shows the impulsive side 
of their nature. The psychic influence of this centre is telepathy, 
on an individual and group level. It creates attunement of the 
senses. 

Entities under this ray bestow gifts of logic, commerce, safe 
journeys and communications. One incident relating to use of entities 
under the fifth ray happened during a particular stressful time at 
my work. The office was in chaos, and I had to find a submission 
that had been ‘filed’ and was lost. The situation was critical and 
related to an expensive project. 

After searching for hours and getting nowhere, I decided to 
start early the next morning. I cleaned out my tray and left for 
home. Later that night, I called an entity under this ray to help 
locate the file. The next day found the missing file sitting in my 
tray. After questioning everyone in the office, no one knew how it 
had got there. 

On the negative side of things one can call forth these entities 
to cause havoc and disruption to any logical sequence. Jack Taylor 
told me of an incident that happened in the 1920’s, when an Adept 
at Whare Ra had to appear in court and was doubtful of the outcome. 
He invoked an entity a week before the court date, and to the 
surprise of everyone, the Judge found that the preparation work of 
the prosecution was so bad, that he dismissed the case to teach 
them a lesson. 


SIXTH RAY 


Purpose: Ray of devotion. 
Chakra: Sacral. 
Colour: Indigo 
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This ray shows the manifestation of faith on a huge scale. In its 
first impulse, this ray shows the impetus that gets people into forms 
or structures. It is not the form itself, but the impetus behind it. In 
its first impulse, the ray can bring awareness of something other 
than the physical. In its intermediate stage it creates a balance 
between the day-to-day life and the spiritual. Taken to extremes, 
this ray creates an individual who will do anything for his beliefs. 
This is not the fanaticism of previous rays but one who is still in 
touch with the spiritual essence, for this governs everything he or 
she does. It is the laying down of oneself or giving one’s all for a 
belief, to win at any cost, it is the ray of inspiration. 

The Kabbalistic association here is the Sephiroth of Netzach, 
meaning victory. 

The sacral centre governs this ray and it is a force of such 
magnetism that people are attracted to and can be mesmerised by 
it. The magnetic personality type has this centre working overtime. 
The control here can be either an affinity or a strong obsessive 
attraction. Many individuals in the media possess a strong centre, 
as do some politicians. Normally this centre will work by swaying 
members of the opposite sex. It does not have to be overtly sexual, 
but a type of energy that always generates people around you. 

Entities who come under this ray can try and induce sexual 
favours from another. On a wider level, they can attract attention 
to a cause, whether it be individual or group motivated. I once 
asked Jack Taylor about entities under this ray and their appearance 
in religious and political groups, and he gave me the following 
example: 


“Just after the World War Two, I spoke with a former member of the 
Nazi Party whom was very clairvoyant in his own right. He told 
that when he attended some of the mass rallies both before and 
during the War, he found a strong abundance of entities ever 
present, more so than anything he had previously witnessed. 
During a speech of Hitler’s, he found himself quite close to him 
and found that choirs of various entities attended his speeches 
and whipped up things to high pitch fervour of adulation. After a 
while he found the whole process sickening but the power 
generated at rallies like that were real and perverse.” 
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This is the ray where the entities have a wide frame of reference 
and are hard to control. Mass hysteria is an example of the negative 
side of this ray. On the positive side of things, this ray provides 
support but is limited to the point where it can be controlled. 


SEVENTH RAY 


Purpose: Ceremonial magic. 
Chakra: Base. 
Colour: Violet. 


This ray shows the result of the manipulation of forces or form, from 
one dimension to another. It is the ray of the magician, alchemist, 
healer and teacher of the ancient mystery traditions. The ray’s theme 
is unification through diverse and natural methods. It is also the ray 
of fulfilment, through the study of mystery’. The Kabbalistic 
association here is to the Sephiroth of Yesod, meaning foundation, 
for it is the place where all are united before entry to a new era. 

The integration point of this ray is the base chakra. This centre 
is the foundation or springboard that opens up other centres. It is 
where the stored energy is released and brings about the Kundalini 
experience. This is the area of perception, and the experience one 
has here depends on the individual’s personal development. 
Distortions and visionary work are controlled by this chakra. 

The entities under this ray are varied. There are those which 
some call the incubus and sucubus. Another choir of entities that 
could be applied here are those that draw from the sexual centres 
of both men and women. Rarely are creatures under this ray 
summoned as they usually appear involuntarily and when least 
expected. 

They are vampirific and attach themselves like shells to the 
subtle bodies and can cause diseases. Sometimes an Adept will 
send an entity to plague another with sickness and these are the 
entities of this ray. Sometimes these entities are mindless and are 
like jellyfish who drift with the tide and attach themselves to anything. 
Other times they are malicious and seek to destroy things. The 
biblical plagues of Egypt relate to entities under this ray.

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LEVELS OF INTEGRATION 


There are gaps in the Golden Dawn papers on angelic classification. 
Using the Kabbalistic system we can put them in four worlds and 
have ten stages for each level (a full Kabbalistic tree in each world). 
There are some of Mathers’ teachings in this area that in my opinion 
are inaccurate. An example of this is the placement of the elementals 
and applying them to Malkuth. 

The angelic hierarchies have different subtle layers similar to 
humanity. Some of these levels can equate with the soul plane (the 
first level of existence), our innermost kernel of spiritual projection. 

To partly defend Mathers, he could have provided the Golden 
Dawn with deep levels of spiritual chains but it appears he decided 
to leave it up to the adepts to work out these out for themselves. I 
do not go along with this type of thinking because it gets away 
from the collective thinking process the Golden Dawn encourages. 
There are times to go things alone and periods to work with the 
group. The classification of angelic entities is definitely a group 
area for experiment. 

Dion Fortune realised this and in her book The Cosmic Doctrine'*' 
you will find a strong leaning towards the different level theory rather 
than a Kabbalistic one. If you compare the Zhe Cosmic Doctrine 
with Alice Bailey’s book A Treatise on Cosmic Fire' the teachings 
appear to have come but from a single source, whose roots are 
entrenched in the Theosophical teachings of Madame Blavatsky. 

When Dion Fortune showed the The Cosmic Doctrine to Moina 
Mathers, she was told that it was incompatible with Golden Dawn 
teachings. Possibly this was because Dion Fortune was only 2=9'* 
in the Golden Dawn ranking system at the time, and ‘it was not 
done’ for an Outer Order student to present a chief with a full set 
of spiritual teachings. 

Since an example of evocation has been given on the Spirit 
Taphthartharath I would suggest to the reader to look at The Cosmic

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Doctrine, and in particular the chapter on the Evolution of a 
Planetary Being. This chapter is a miniature Genesis on the 
development of planetary hierarchies of spirit. The concepts as 
laid down in The Cosmic Doctrine are universal and do not interfere 
with Golden Dawn teachings. 

Whether this teaching came from Fortune is another matter 
entirely.'™ It is a difficult book to read but with perseverance it will 
be invaluable for the study of angelic beings, and helps adepts know 
what they are up against. 

To help explain who does what in the angelic world, three books 
on the subject are obligatory. The first is Dictionary of Angels by 
Gustav Davidson and the second is the Dictionary of Demons by 
Fred Gettings. The third book is Mathers The Book of Sacred 
Magic of Abra-Melin the Mage, which lists many of the names 
of spirits (mentioned in the other two texts) but for the first time 
places them in some form of overall hierarchy. The four princes of 
the elements or directions (Oriens, Paimon, Ariton, Amaimon) learnt 
in the Golden Dawn papers, take on completely new meanings 
when placed on the Abra-Melin genealogy. 

Before the Abra-Melin book was published, its angelic structure 
was circulated among the Golden Dawn’s elite. 


The four princes and superior spirits'*:- 
LUCIFER, LEVIATAN, SATAN, BELIAL. 
The eight sub-princes be:- 


ASTAROT, MAGOT, ASMODEE, BELZEBUD, ORIENS, 
PAIMON, ARITON, AMAIMON. 
The spirits common unto these four sub-princes, namely:-

Chapter Four 


THE ASTROLOGICAL CONNECTION 


The Taoist philosopher Lao Tzu once said, “Without stirring abroad 
one can know the whole world; Without looking out the window 
one can see the way of heaven...” Although Lao Tzu was not 
referring to astrology, his saying is appropriate to this art. From 
ancient times to today, mankind has observed the stars and their 
effects. Those few who studied this philosophy in its relationship 
to the world and its mysteries, found their perceptions increasing. 
They developed an awareness of microcosmic and macrocosmic 
energy fields and forces. Astrology became an internalised 
symbolism of wisdom. A deeper understanding and insight of the 
laws of life lead the seekers to refine their comprehension into 
spiritual dimensions.!°’ 

Although occultists may not make astrology a career, they must 
use this tool as an aid in magical work. Astrology is used to chart 
times for operations (electional astrology). Astrological charts 
(sidereal calculations) are used to locate directions of planets upon 
whose powers are drawn during a working. The purpose of such 
timing is to ensure the working is being performed during a moment 
where the cosmic energies are best aligned. 

An astrological understanding enables the occultist to link up all 
energies, correspondences, and essential natures towards a 
wholeness. There is an awareness of the weaknesses and strengths 
which the occultist can balance or counter-check, so that all runs 
smoothly in the working. I am not just referring to external

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influences, as internal energies must also be handled and directed. 
Evocation or any magical working is generally for internal 
transformation. The right timing of an operation in accordance 
with internal and the cosmic energies prevailing at the time, can 
ensure the ritual’s success. This is harmony between astrological, 
seasonal, biological, tattvic, etc., in accordance with the energy 
being evoked so the desired forces can be attracted or impregnated 
into an object, or directed to a desired purpose. 

Outlined below are various points to observe when using astrology 
in your work. 


Planetary Cycles 


These cycles are periods of time broken up into divisions with each 
section associated to a planet which is the strongest at any given 
time. The commonly used divisions are the days of the week and 
the hours within each day and night. 

Each day of the week has an associated planet: 


Monday - Moon 
Tuesday - Mars 
Wednesday - Mercury 
Thursday - Jupiter 
Friday - Venus 
Saturday - Saturn 
Sunday - Sun 


Day and night are two cycles. The planetary hours of a day 
commence at sunrise at your geographical location, of any day. 
From that time to sunset, the day is divided into 12 divisions. Each 
of those divisions is a planetary hour. The night divisions are 
calculated in the same way, from sunset to sunrise, and the 12 
divisions therein. Sunrise and sunset never occur at the same time 
each day in a six month period, the planetary hours adjust in length 
throughout each six month period. They are not the ordinary 60 
minute hour. 

The order of cycle that the planets rotate throughout the days 
and nights is an esoteric one and is as follows: Sun, Venus, Mercury,

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Moon, Saturn, Jupiter, Mars. The planets associated to the first 
hour from sunrise and the first hour from sunset is the planet of the 
particular day. For example, if a Wednesday, Mercury starts the 
day. The second hour will be the Moon, then Saturn, Jupiter, Mars, 
Sun, Venus, then Mercury and so on. The same method occurs for 
the night hours, if a Wednesday commencing with Mercury. 

The outer planets, Uranus, Neptune and Pluto have been omitted. 
These operate on a transformative, larger, mass scale rather than 
a personalised scale of the other planets. When doing workings 
for these planets use their co-rulership planets. For example Moon 
for Neptune, Mercury for Uranus and Mars for Pluto. 

The next associations are the archangels and angels of the planets 
as given in the table below. These are the names called for 
assistance during ritual, therefore you would use the names 
associated to the planetary vibration of your working.

The occultist will time the working on the day and hour most in 
tune with the nature of the working. For example, if the working 
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was of a Jupiter energy, the Jupiter hour on a Thursday would be 
the chosen time. 

This can be taken further by taking the planetary/zodiac month 
(which is important) and the planetary year, (which is less important). 
This year.is calculated from the year of your birth, the first year 
being under the governance of the Sun and following years 
continued in the order as given above. 

Planetary hours will not affect everyone in the same way. If 
you have badly afflicted planets in your own natal horoscope (the 
chart at the time of your birth) then those are the planetary hours 
you may find difficult. 

A planetary hour more effectively starts 15 minutes after the 
calculated time. 


Astrology 


The method of astrological calculation used by the occultist for an 
evocation is sidereal astrology. Sidereal astrology calculates the 
true position of the planets, and the zodiac belt at the allotted time 
the chart is drawn up and is calculated for the geographical latitude 
and longitude. During evocation you only need rotate your chart 
that is calculated for your working until its East Point (Antivertex) 
faces your geographical East. This will show you in which direction 
to face for any planet to draw its power or make adoration. 

When you calculate your chart, include all planets, Lunar Nodes, 
the Vertex and Antivertex. Calculate also three other charts for 
the same moment. One chart should include the Fixed Stars; the 
second the asteroids; the third some of the Arabic Parts, such as 
Parts of fortune, fate, spirit, life, religion, occultism, alchemy, death, 
etc. The importance of the affects of these charts is in the order 
as given. All these charts are compared to your planetary chart 
for aspect analysis, as any strong ‘contacts’ may prove influential 
to your working which you may have to balance. The aspect of 
most importance is the direct conjunction. 

The type of Sidereal charts calculated are Electional Charts. 
Electional astrology'® is where an astrological chart is drawn up

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to elect a time for your working. This method increases the possible 

success of your work by your operating at the elected time, which 

is supposed to be when the prevailing celestial energies are 

potentially auspicious. It is always advisable to have charts for 

more than one time for your proposed activity, so that the charts 
_can be compared for the most auspicious time. 

It is rare to have all planets in a chart fortified for an ideal 
election, but occultists must do their best with what is available 
even if a week, month, six month, year or more wait is necessary. 
Waiting too long is ridiculous, so I suggest that you find a time 
where it is most harmonious and balance what is discordant. But 
don’t go ahead through impatience when a two month wait would 
make all the difference. 

Electional astrology is quite an in depth subject on its own, and 
cannot be entered into here in detail. Following are some general 
principles to observe in an Election: 


1. Choose the significators ruling the evocation and fortify them. 
For example, the Moon is important in all elections; the zodiac 
signs placed on the ascendant and mid-heaven and the placing 
of their planetary rulers; the planet(s) most in affinity with 
the object of evocation to be fortified. The planets should be 
in their exaltation or rulership, not in their detriment or fall or 
badly aspected. 


2. The Electional chart is compared with your own horoscope 
_of the time you were born - your Natal Chart (Sidereal 
calculation). This will show you whether it is safe to continue. 
If there are strong malefic aspects you must calculate another 

more auspicious time. 


3. Observe all other astrological points. For example, 
Retrograde planets which show delay or difficulty; Sun placed 
in the ascendant may undo all benefit unless Leo or Aries is 
rising; the Moon in the ascendant is said to be unfavourable 
for almost everything unless strong by its sign and very well 
aspected; Cauda Draconis should not be in the ascendant or 
conjunct the Sun or Moon; the Fortuna must be fortified; 
and always take into account the Eclipse cycles and their 
affect at the time of operation. 
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Quadruplicities: Cardinal signs on the ascendant are for speedy 
conclusions. Fixed signs are for. slowness or permanence, 
and Mutable signs are for change, transition or diffusion. 


The predominance of elements in the chart must also be 
observed. For example, if you are evoking a Fire energy, 
you do not have a predominance of important points or planets 
in water signs. 


The Moon in Evocation: Special attention must be paid to 
the Moon’s cycles and their prevailing energies together with 
the Moon’s position in the Electional chart and its aspects to 
your natal chart. For example, whether the Moon is waxing 
or waning, whether it is ‘Combust’, and in good aspect or 
position; avoid the degree of fall (three degrees Scorpio), 
and 12 degrees on either side of the Nodes; avoid cadent 
positions or via combusta; she is weakened if she is slow in 
motion or in Capricorn, Aries or Libra, or void of course; her 
worst possible zodiac position would be between 15 degrees 
Libra to 15 degrees Scorpio. 


Planetary exaltation and fall degrees: Sun is exalted at 19 
degrees Aries, Moon at 3 degrees Taurus, Caput Draconis 
at 3 degrees Gemini and Cauda Draconis at 3 degrees 
Sagittarius, Jupiter at 15 degrees Cancer, Saturn at 21 degrees 
Libra, Mercury at 15 degrees Virgo, Uranus at 19 degrees 
Scorpio, Pluto at 14 degrees Leo, Mars at 28 degrees 
Capricorn, Neptune at 19 degrees Aquarius, and Venus at 
27 degrees Pisces. The Fall degree of each of the above is 
the exact opposite degree and zodiac sign. 


Lunar Mansions 


Lunar Mansions are a type of Lunar zodiac that divides the 360 
degree zodiac belt up into 28 divisions. These divisions are directly 
related to the fixed stars and constellations rather than to the actual 
zodiac signs. Each division is 12 degrees 51 minutes 25.7 seconds. 
The first Mansion commences at the exact degree of the 
constellations that is at 0 degrees right ascension (the equinoctial 
point from which calculations are taken from). This starting degree 
changes with the precession of the equinoxes. For example, at a 
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rough guess this starting point for the first Lunar Mansion in 1990 
would be about 5 degrees Pisces 18 minutes 5 seconds. Therefore, 
the first Lunar Mansion would run from 5 degrees Pisces 18 minutes 
to 18 degrees Pisces 9 minutes 20.7 seconds. 


Each Lunar Mansion has a specific meaning and influence to 


the energy of the working you will be performing therefore timing 
your work also, if possible, in an appropriate Lunar Mansion would 
be beneficial. This is of more importance for evocation

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General influences and brief meanings of the 
Constellations:'*?'© 


The following information on the constellations can be utilised 
depending on which part of the globe we live, and which 
constellations pass over us. A plastic planet sphere, will tell you 
what constellations pass overhead and at what times. This, when 
combined with Natal astrology, will give impetus to the ritual. The 
meanings of each constellation (both ancient and modern) are taken 
from the mythology behind them. These myths were formulated 
by studying the individual meanings of the fixed stars and their 
clusters (mainly from the Arabic) and the observation of Ptolemy'*'. 
It was Ptolemy, and those like him, who equated stars and star 
clusters, giving each the meanings of the planets in our solar system. 
The magnitude of each star governed the importance of the 
influence. The early myths associated with each constellations took 
all that into consideration. By applying that principle, the twelve 
constellations of the zodiac and the hidden meanings of their 
influence become more apparent, (though much of this is lost in 
some aspects of modern astrology).'@ Included in the following 
list one will find the names of some constellations that were named 
for a while then underwent numerous changes, with some passing 
into abeyance. I have included some these as well, with the presently 
accepted variations of the constellations. Also I have omitted some 
of the Chinese and Arabic'® names, but their meanings have been 
taken into consideration when formulating the meanings of each 
constellation listed below. Due to overlaps of the figures on the 
constellations, this has been a difficult task. 

The way to draw upon the influences of these constellations is 
simple. When writing a ritual, include the constellation in your

Magical Image of the Decans 


This was taken by the Golden Dawn from earlier documents. 
Examples of this nature are given in Agrippa (Book 2) which is not 
so dissimilar from this work. Though not part of the Shem- 
Hamphoresch paper, it was often attached to it and given out at the 
4=7 level. This was used in practical terms to elect a horoscope 
for a particular working as follows. The Image of the Decan in 
which the Ascendant stood, related to the Magus, and the Mid- 
heaven point gave the magical image of the power about to be 
utilised, for example the Evoked entity. By studying the imagery of 
these two points of the horoscope one could then determine if the 
timing was favourable to perform the ritual. For those of you who 
wish to study this method further I suggest the book Zodiac Within 
Each Sign by Sakoian and Acker which is the best I have seen on 
the meanings of the Decanates and also the Duads. Fuller meanings 
can be applied to the Decanates and more sense can be made of 
the magical images. 

A magical image'® was a type of talisman in which the energy 
of the constellations could be tapped and utilised, and, its story was 
generally incorporated into the ritual. The following descriptions

of the Decanates were probably written by an early occult author, 
due to the old fashioned spelling and phraseology. This was adopted 
into the Golden Dawn by either Mathers or Westcott.

Ist Decan. Mars. Therein ascendeth a man tall, dark, powerful 
and restless, clothed in a white tunic and scarlet mantle, having 
keen flame-coloured eyes. And in his hand a sharp sword. It is a 
Decan of boldness, fierceness, resolution and shamelessness. 
2nd Decan. Sun. Therein ascendeth a woman clothed in green 
robes, with one leg uncovered from the knee to the ankle. This is 
the Decan of pride, nobility, wealth and rule. 

3rd Decan. Venus. Therein ascendeth a restless man, clothed in 
scarlet robes, having golden bracelets on his hands and arms. It is 
the Decan of subtlety, beauty, etc. 


TAURUS 


Ist Decan. Mercury. Therein ascendeth a woman with long 
beautiful hair, clothed in flame coloured robes. It is a Decan of 
ploughing, sowing, building and earthy wisdom. 

2nd Decan. Luna. Therein ascendeth a man (like the previous 
figure of the first Decan of Aries) but having feet cloven like an 
ox-hoof. It is a Decan of power, nobility and rule over the people. 
3rd. Decan. Saturn. Therein ascendeth a man of swarthy 
complexion and large white teeth projecting from his mouth, a body 
like that of an elephant, but with long legs. And there arise with him 
a horse, stag and calf. It is a Decan of misery, slavery, necessity, 
madness and baseness.

Ist Decan. Jupiter. Therein ascendeth a beautiful woman, and 
with her two horses. It is a Decan of writing, calculations, giving 
and receiving money, and of wisdom in unprofitable things. 

Therein ariseth an eagle headed man, wearing 
a steel helmet surmounted by a crown, and having a bow and arrows 
in his hand.

A Decan of strife, 
sadness, treachery, deceit, destruction and ill will. 

2nd Decan. Sol. Therein ascendeth a man riding on a camel and 
holding a Scorpion in his hand. A Decan of affronts, detection, 
strife, stirring up of quarrels, science and detection. 

3rd Decan. Venus. Therein ascendeth a horse and a wolf. A Decan 
of war, drunkenness, fornication, wealth, pride and of rage and 
violence against women. 


SAGITTARIUS 


Ist Decan. Mercury. Therein ascendeth a man with three bodies, 
one red, one white and one black. It is a Decan of boldness, freedom 
welfare, liberality and of fields and gardens. 

2nd Decan. Sol. Therein ascendeth a man leading cows, and having 
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before him and ape and a bear. It is a Decan of fear, lamentation, 
grief, anxiety and disturbance. 

3rd Decan. Saturn. Therein ascendth a man holding another by 
the hair and slaying. It is a Decan of ill will, levity, envy, obstinacy 
and swiftness in all things evil, and of deceitful acts. 


CAPRICORN 


1st Decan. Jupiter. Therein ascendeth a man holding in his right 
hand an arrow or javelin, and in his left a lapwing. It is a Decan of 
wandering travel, labour and joy, alternate gain and loss, weakness 
and necessity. 

2nd Decan. Mars. Therein ascendeth a man with an ape running 
before him. It is a Decan of ever seeking of what cannot be known 
or cannot be attained. 

3rd Decan. Sol. Therein ascendeth a man holding a book which 
he opens and shuts. It is a Decan of covetousness, suspicion, careful 
ordering of matters, but with discontent. 


AQUARIUS 


Ist Decan. Venus. Therein ascendeth a man with bowed head 
and a bag in his hand. It is a Decan of poverty, anxiety, grieving 
after gain, and never resting from labour, loss and violence. 

2nd Decan. Mercury. Therein ariseth a man arrayed like a King. 
looking with pride and conceit on all around him, It is a Decan of 
beauty, dominance, conceit, good manners and self esteem yet 
notwithstanding modest. 

3rd Decan. Luna. Therein ascendth a man with a small head clothed 
like a woman and having and old man with him. It is a Decan of 
abundance and compliments, detections and affronts. 


PISCES 


Ist Decan. Saturn. Therein ariseth a man with two bodies but 
joining their heads together. It is a Decan of many thoughts, 
anxiety, of journeying from place to place, of misery, of seeking 
riches and food. 

2nd Decan. Jupiter. Therein ascendeth a grave man pointing to 
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the sky. It is a Decan of self praise, and of seeking after great 
and high aims. 

3rd Decan. Mars. Therein standeth a man of grace and thoughtful 
countenance, carrying a bird in his hand and before him a woman 
and a ass. It is a Decan of pleasure, fornication, of quietness and 
of peacemaking. 


The Golden Dawn lecture on the Shem-Hamphoresch has not been 
included in this section'®”’, for although it is analogous to the Quinaries 
of the zodiac, its real function is through the process of both 
Invocation and Evocation. How this can be applied will be included 
in a later chapter. 

Herbs, Incense, Oils, Consecration Water: 

When preparing for evocation, incenses, anointing oils and 
consecration waters must be prepared, and if dried or fresh herbs 
are being used these must be located and harvested. As your 
evocation ceremony is timed according to attunement to surrounding 
energies, so must any operation preparing the tools of evocation, 
such as talismans, incenses, and oils.'® 

Herbs, from which incenses, oils and waters are prepared, also 
have their own astrological associations. The practitioner will only 
choose a herb that is of the same astrological association as the 
evocation to be performed. 

In the Golden Dawn, the adept is taught that nothing must be 
left unprepared for a full ritual, especially evocation. The Adept 
must prepare the sprinkling waters of purification, incense and 
anointing oil. Some of the ingredients for the recipes may have to 
be bought, so that adept is shown how to re-energise the products. 
This must be done as a purchased product does not leave surety of 
being made or harvested and dried during the most favourable times, 
either by moon cycles or astrological influences. Such re-energising 
is performed when influences are favourable. It is better if Adepts 
have access to the fresh plants and can alchemically prepare the 
product themselves. The sprinkling waters are used for 
consecration of the working area. Water is generally consecrated

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through ritual and in some instances through the use of ash of a 
certain incense or herb together with sea salt. 

When preparing consecration of water for an evocation ritual 
an incense that relates specifically to the ray or planetary influence 
should be selected. 

The anointing oil is used to anoint the candles and the adept. 
The oil tunes the adept to the planetary energy, through aroma. Its 
function is to work through the various subtle bodies and chakra 
centres. The degree of potency of the oil and of the type used will 
effect the subtle centres that the adept uses to see and control the 
evocation. This process would require a book in itself, though I 
would recommend Flower Essences and Vibrational Healing 
by Gurudas. 

Incenses attract the spirit being evoked and provide an 
atmosphere from which the spirit can form a material base. If the 
individual’s subtle bodies and centres can be attuned to this incense 
(usually by meditation on it before the ceremony) the alignment of 
the subtle bodies will be receptive to the incense. In other words, 
the energy emitted from the adept can be injected or linked to the 
incense without any loss of energy. When an entity is called through 
evocation by controlling the incense the adept also controls the 
evoked spirit’s form. Incense cannot be confined to one space, but 
the will of the operator, through his own energy, restricts the evoked 
spirit to the triangle of the art. 

It will be up to the individual to research and make their own 
selection of herbs for oils and incense. One can only work on 
personal experience and this takes time. It is easy to buy a book, 
put your finger on a column and presto, come up with an instant 
result. Since the methods of categorising oils, herbs under certain 
planetary influences vary greatly from text to text in their 
methodology, it would be better for the individual to make up their 
own list and stick to it. [ do not suggest looking at hundreds of 
herbs, but simply a small selection that you consider will work. 


Chapter Five 


METHODS OF OPERATION 


Ritual of the Pentagram'® 
by MacGregor Mathers 


The pentagram is a powerful symbol representing the operation of 
the eternal spirit and the four elements under the divine presidency 
of the letters of the name Yeheshuah. The elements themselves in 
the symbol of the cross!”° are governed by YHVH. But the letter 
Shin, representing the Ruach Elohim, the divine spirit, being added 
thereto, the name becometh Yeheshuah or Yehovashah - the latter 
when the letter Shin is placed between the ruling earth and the 
other three letters of Tetragrammaton.!7! 
From each re-entering angle of the pentagram, therefore, issueth a 
ray, representing a radiation from the divine. Therefore it is called 
the Flaming Pentagram or Star of Great Light, in affirmation of the 
forces of the divine light to be found therein. 

Traced as a symbol of good, it should be placed with the single

I decided to add some footnotes to clarify what Mathers is getting at. This paper on 
the pentagram (taken from Felkin’s master copy, copied 19th September, 1914) 
differs slightly from what Regardie published, and I have included some omissions 
he made, plus the occasional sentence I have written for the sake of clarity. 

170 The symbol of the elements only makes a cross when one refers to the line 
traced on the 5 lower Sephiroth of Tree of Life, and not from the Zodiac signs which 
form a square. 

‘1 Regardie said he had found no reference to where the Golden Dawn had got 
the pentagram ritual. The associations of the letters of YHShVH to the ‘correct’ 
points of the pentagram have been around for many centuries. The early Masonic 
rituals had them, and later Rosicrucian organisations also used this symbol. Eliphas 
Levi instructed his students in it (published in Lucifer magazine 1894-95, some 20 
years after his death). The French occultist Papus (Dr. Gerard Encausse) used this 
version of the pentagram with the Hebrew letters as part of the badge for his 
Rosicrucian organization. 
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point upward, representing the rule of the divine spirit. For if thou 
shouldst write it with the two points upward, it is an evil symbol, 
affirming the empire of matter over that of the divine spirit which 
should govern it. See that thou does it not.'” 

Yet, if there may arise an absolute necessity for working or 
conversing with a spirit of an evil nature, and that to retain him 
before thee without tormenting him. Thou hast to employ the symbol 
of the pentagram reversed (For, know thou well, thou canst have 
no right to injure or hurt evil spirits to gratify curiosity or caprice) in 
such a case, thou shalt hold the blade of thy magical sword upon 
the single lowest point of the pentagram, until such time as thou 
shalt license him to depart. Also, revile not evil spirits, but remember 
the Archangel Michael of whom St. Jude speaketh, when contending 
with Satan does not bring a railing accusation against him but said 
‘The Lord rebuke thee.’ 

Now, if thou wilt draw the pentagram to have by thee as a 
symbol, thou shalt make it of the colours already taught, upon a 
black background. These shall be the sign of the pentagram; the 
wheel, the lion, the eagle, the ox, and the man, and each hath an 
angle assigned unto it for a dominion. Each angle of the 10 
representeth the name of a Sephiroth. Hence ariseth the “Supreme 
Ritual of the Pentagram’, according to the angle from which the 
pentagram is traced. The circle or wheel answereth to the all 
pervading spirit: The laborious ox is the symbol of earth; the lion is 


12] do not agree with the concept of the inverted pentagram being evil, it simply 
depends on the system one works from. I could think of a few instances where the 
upright pentagram could be used as a symbol of evil. 
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the vehemence of fire; the eagle is the water flying aloft as with 
wings when she is vaporised by the force of heat: the man is the 
air, subtle and thoughtful, penetrating hidden things.'” 
At all times complete the circle of the place before commencing 
an invocation.'™ The currents leading from fire to air and from 
earth to water are those of spirit, the meditation of the active and 
passive elements. These two spirit pentagrams should precede and 
close invocations'™ as the equilibration of the elements, and as 
establishing the harmony of their influence. In closing, these currents 
are reversed. 

They are the invoking and banishing pentagrams of the spirit; 
the sigil of the wheel spirit should be traced in their centre’”®. 


13 People have asked me why certain elements and signs are placed on certain 


points of the pentagram. The above diagram answers that question. The signs are 
reduced to elements and all the associations are made. 

\74 This circle is the area cleared (usually by the Banishing Ritual of the Penta- 
gram), sometimes this is also referred to as the Portal. At Whare Ra Temple they put 
white tape on the floor so that the area cleared was defined. This area would vary, 
according to the ritual. 

15 This is slightly confusing in its wording. I was taught when invoking an 
element or sign one first used the banishing pentagram of earth to clear the area, then 
the active or passive, the invoked element, then the closing active or passive followed 
by a banishing earth pentagram. According to Jack Taylor, the final banishing 
pentagram of earth clears the air of any trapped energy left behind. 

'%6 Because the pentagram represents our Universe, the center position of 
power is analogous to the Sun, source of all life and light. 
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In the invoking pentagram!” of earth the current descendeth 
from the spirit to the earth. In the banishing pentagram, the current 
is reversed. The sigil of the ox should be traced in the centre!” 
These two pentagrams are in general used for invocation or 
banishing, and their use is given to the Neophyte of the First Order 
of the Golden Dawn under the title of the ‘Lesser Ritual of the 
Pentagram’. This ‘Lesser Ritual of the Pentagram’ should be only 
used in general and unimportant invocations.'” Its use is permitted 
to the Outer Order, so that Neophytes may have protection against 
opposing forces, and also that they may form some idea of how to 
attract and to come into communication with spiritual and invisible 
things. The banishing pentagram of earth will also serve thee for 
protection if thou trace it in the air between thee and any opposing 
astral force.'*° 

In all cases of tracing a pentagram, the angle should be carefully 
closed at the finishing point. 

The invoking pentagram of air commenceth from water, and 
that of water commenceth from the angle of air. Those of fire and 
earth begin from the angle of spirit. The Kerubic sign of the element 
is to be traced in the centre. The banishing signs are the reversing 


7 Unfortunately an aspect of the pentagram Ritual is the one most forgotten, 
especially in modern day Golden Dawn temples, is the use of the coloured pentagram. 
When invoking an element the whole pentagram is done in the colour of the element 
Invoked. When the Active and passive pentagrams are utilized they are done in 
white, representing the Power of Kether. When invoking or banishing a sign the 
pentagram is usually done in the color of the sign. The colour of the element or sign 
is usually done in the complementary color or the element or sign. I suggest to those 
who wish to learn this method properly that they make a color diagram of each 
pentagram (element and sign) on a black background, then visualize it until it becomes 
second nature to them. 

1% This point is also confusing. When banishing any negativity the elemental 
symbol of earth is used. In the case of psychic attack that the earth element alone 
will not contain, then the symbol of the ox is used. There are two distinct levels 
here, a higher and lower form, each used when the occasion arises. The earth 
symbol will generally suffice for any normal banishing. 

179 This may have been Mathers’ intention when he first wrote this paper but 
in the Golden Dawn, the banishing pentagram of earth was often used in cases of 
exorcisms.

RULE: Invoke towards, and banish from, the point to which 
the element is attributed.'*' 

Air hath a watery symbol (Aquarius), because it is the container 
of rain and moisture. Fire hath the form of a lion - serpent (Leo). 
Water hath the alchemic eagle of distillation (eagle’s head). Earth 
hath the laborious symbol of the ox. spirit is produced if the One is 
operating in all things.'®? 

The elements vibrate between the cardinal points for they have 
not an unchangeable abode therein, though they are allotted to the 
four quarters in the invocations of the ceremonies of the First Order. 
This attribution is derived from the nature of the winds. For the 
easterly wind is of the nature of air more especially. The South 
wind bringeth into action the nature of fire. West winds bring with 
them the moisture and rain, North winds are cold and dry like earth. 
The South-West wind is violent and explosive - the mingling of the 
contrary elements of fire and water. And also the North-East Wind 


The earth element can also be used in the astral, depending on the ability of the 
operator. In training anyone in this ritual, I would suggest this method of separating 
one level from the other, which at the 5=6 grade one should be able to do. 

81 The reason for this will be obvious when the zodiac signs are used. By 
invoking you take from, in this instance the signs, and banishing you send the 
energy back to the sign in question. 

182 Again Mathers has muddied the waters. The question most would ask is 
why not simply use the elemental symbols? I mentioned earlier the distinction 
between the different levels of the pentagram’s use and the use of the elements and 
signs. By using the Kerubic emblems ‘al! one’s eggs are in one basket’. What 
Mathers has given here is the highest form of the pentagram (taken from the Supreme 
Ritual) that goes further than the elemental or astrological sign. In existing temples 
all this is explained even though it is not written down. Whare Ra word of mouth 
teachings were very explicit. What we have now is three levels of the use of the 
pentagram. This highest level will be discussed when using the names from the 


Enochian Tablets. 
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is cold and deadly. The North-West and South-West winds are 
more harmonious uniting the influence of the two active and passive 
elements.'® 

The above association of the pentagram as placed on the zodiac 
circle works on the position of the fixed signs. 

The invoking pentagram of air commenceth from water, and that 
of water commenceth from the angle of air. Those of fire and 
earth begin from the angle of spirit. The Kerubic sign of the ele- 
ment is to be traced in the centre. The banishing signs are the 
reverse direction. 
Yet their natural position in the zodiac is fire in the East, earth in the 
South, air in the West, water in the North.'* Therefore they vibrate: 
West and East, fire between East and South, water between North 
and West, earth between South and North. spirit also vibrateth 
between height and depth. So that, if thou invokest, it is better to 
look towards the positions of the Winds, since the earth, ever 
whirling on her poles, is more subject to their influence. But if thou 
wilt go in the spirit vision unto their abode it is better for thee to 
take their position in the zodiac.'* 

Air and water have much in common, and because one is the 
container of the other, therefore have their symbols been at all 
times transferred, and the eagle assigned to air and Aquarius to 
water. Nevertheless, it is better that they should be attributed as 
before stated and for the foregoing reason it is that the invoking 
sign of the one and the banishing sign of the other counterchange 
in the pentagram. 


18 The use of the old rabbinical term for the winds is confusing, but they are 
analogous with the Kerubics or Cherubs as Psalms 18: show: ‘And he rode upon a 
Cherub, and did fly: he did fly upon the wings of the Wind.’ 

1 Mathers is referring to the position of the Cardinal signs, and their relationship 
to the elements. 

185 To understand what Mathers is getting at here is like trying to translate 
‘double Dutch’. He maintains the use of general directions, forming the Microcosm 
of the Cardinal points in the Universe. If Mathers did not make an error in this 
paper, then I guess that these relate to the elemental forms of the pentagram only, 
mainly for work on the Etheric plane, considering the pentagrams are based on the 
Fixed signs (and different directions in space). For Astral work he suggests we face 
the true directions when invoking. I would be happy if this paragraph were omitted 
from the pentagram paper for on the surface it looks as if Mathers gets the position 
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When thou dealest with the pentagram of spirit thou shalt give 
the saluting sign of the 5=6 Grade, and for the earth the sign of 
Zelator, and for the air that of Theoricus, and for water that of 
Practicus, and for fire, that of Philosophus.'* 

If thou wilt use a pentagram to invoke or banish the zodiacal forces, 
thou shalt use the pentagram of the element unto which the sign is 
referred, and trace in its centre the usual sigil of the sign thus: 


of the pentagram on the Zodiac mixed up with the Cardinal and air between Fixed 
signs. This is not the first time he does this - he does it in the Enochian Chess papers 
as well. 

18% The instructions in this paragraph are often ignored in some temples and I 
feel this is a bad error, for it prevents the student from getting the full benefit of the 
pentagram’s power. The pentagram used with the Grade signs gives the person 
performing them access to the power of the Order to reinforce his or her performance. 

187 { came across an interesting version of the pentagram used in alchemical 
workings. This version used the alchemical symbols of Sulphur (fire) and Salt 
(water) with the Mercury symbol (Shin - spirit). Jack Taylor passed this on to me 
and was unaware of its origin. 
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And whenever thou shalt trace a sigil of any nature, thou must 
commence at the left hand of the sigil and pass to the right following 
the course of the Sun.'®” Whenever thou invokest the forces of the 
zodiacal signs, as distinct from the elements, thou shalt erect an 
astrological scheme of the heavens for the time of the working so 
that thou mayest know toward what quarter or direction thou should 
face in the working. For the same sign may be in the East at one 
time of the day and the West in another.'® 

Whenever thou shalt prepare to commence any magical work 
or operation, it will be advisable for thee to clear and consecrate 
the place, by performing the ‘Lesser Banishing Ritual of the 
Pentagram’. In certain cases, especially when working by or with 
the forces of the planets, it may be wise also to use the Lesser 
Banishing Ritual of the Hexagram. 


ADDENDUM 


In order that a force and a current and a colour and a sound may 
be united in the same symbol, unto each angel of the pentagram 
certain Hebrew divine names and names from the angelic tablets 
are allotted. These are to be pronounced with the invoking and 
banishing pentagrams as thou mayest see in the foregoing diagrams 
entitled ‘The attributions of the angles of the pentagram being the 
Key to the Ritual’. Herein, during ordinary invocation without the 
use of the tablets of the elements, thou shalt pronounce the divine 
name AL with the pentagram of water, and Elohim with fire, etc. 
But if thou art working with the elemental or enochian tablets, thou 
shalt use the divine names in the angelic language drawn therefrom. 

For the earth, Emor Dial Hectga, etc., and from spirit, the four 
words: Exarp in the East, Hcoma in the West: Nanta in the North: 
and Bitom in the South.'® 


188 With the advent of computers, this can be done quickly. Sadly the true 
directional facing of a constellation is neglected by a number of modern day temples. 

189 Here we have the clear definition of the Three layers of the pentagram. The 
elements (for the Etheric Level), signs (for the Astral\Emotional levels) and the 
Enochian Tablets (for the Mental level) the highest level. These equate with the 
lowest subtle bodies of man (excluding the physical) and we must gradually attune 
ourselves to each of these levels so that they are easily recognizable and accessed. 
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In the pronunciation of all these names, thou shalt take a deep 
breath and vibrate them as much as possible inwardly with the 
outgoing breath, not necessarily loudly, but with the vibration thus: 
A-a-a-el-ll. Or Em-or-r-Di-a-I1 Hec—te-e-g-ah. If thou wilt, thou 
mayest also trace the letters or sigils of these names. 

To invoke the forces of the four elements at once, at the four 
quarters, commence at the East and there trace the equilibrating 
pentagram of the actives and the ivoking pentagram of air and 
pronounce the proper names. Thence shalt thou carry round the 
point of thy wand to the South and thereon trace the equilibrating 
pentagram of the actives and the invoking pentagram of fire and 
pronounce the proper names. Pass to the West, trace the 
equilibrating pentagram for passives and invoking pentagram for 
water and pronounce the proper names; thence to the North, trace 
the equilibrating pentagram of the passives and the invoking 
pentagram of earth, pronounce the proper names, and then complete 
the circle of the place. 

In the same manner shalt thou banish, unless thou desirest to 
retain certain of the forces for a time. All invocations shall be opened 
and closed with the ‘Kabbalistic Sign of the Cross’. In certain cases 
other names, as those angels and spirits, may be pronounced towards 
their proper quarters and their names and sigils traced in the air. 

If thou workest with but one element, thou shalt make (if it be 
an active element such as fire or air) the equilibrating pentagrams 
for actives only and the element’s own invoking pentagram of the 
one element at the four quarters and not those of the other elements. 
And if it be a passive element, earth or water, thou shalt make the 
equilibrating pentagram of passives and the invoking pentagram of 
the one element at the four quarters. In closing and banishing, follow 
the same law. Also, see that thou pronouncest the proper names 
with the proper pentagrams and that thou dost complete the ‘Circle 
of the Place’ wherein thou workest. The pentagram is also called 
the symbol of the Microcosm or lesser world, and the hexagram is 
the symbol of the Macrocosm or greater world. Never make 
banishing symbols whether pentagrams or hexagrams in the Tomb 
of C.R.C., only declare the elemental spirits to be set free in the 
name of YEHESHUA. 
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RITUAL OF THE HEXAGRAM”?

The hexagram is a powerful symbol representing the operation of 
the seven planets under the presidency of the Sephiroth, and of the 
letters of the seven-lettered name, ARARITA. ARARITA is a 
‘divine name of Seven Letters’ formed of the Hebrew initials of 
the sentence: ‘One is his beginning. One his individuality. His 
permutation is one.’!%! 





199 Although I have included the Mathers lecture here, I have used the diagrams 
of the unicusal hexagram which is much easier. This was first used as a magical 
hexagram (to the best of my knowledge) by Giordano Bruno. It was also part of 
the Golden Dawn paper “Polygons and Polygrams’. I came across a note that some 
Golden Dawn members did experiment with it instead of the standard hexagram, 
but it was never deemed official. Since I have elected to use the unicusal hexagram 
the following paper is an abridged form of the one issued by Mathers. The ‘four 
forms’ aspect of this paper being omitted and certain references to the various 
triangles which have no relationship to the unicusal hexagram. Using the unicusal 
hexagram the ‘Lesser Ritual of the Hexagram’ becomes nul! and void because the 
‘four forms’ are not used. 
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It is called the ‘Signet’ or ‘Symbol of the Macrocosm’, just as the 
pentagram is called the ‘Signet Star’ or symbol of the Microcosm. 
As in the case of the pentagram, each re-entering angle of the 
hexagram, issueth a Ray representing a radiation from the divine. 
Therefore it is called.the Flaming Hexagram, or the Six-rayed 
Signet Star. Usually, it is traced with the single point uppermost. It 
is not an evil symbol with the two points upward, and this is a point 
of difference from the pentagram. 

Now if thou dost draw the hexagram to have by thee as a symbol 
thou shalt make it in the colours already taught and upon a black 
background. These are the planetary powers allotted unto the angles 
of the hexagram.'%?

All invoking forms of the hexagram follow the course of the Sun in 
their current, that is from left to right. But the banishing hexagrams 
are traced from right to left, contrary to the course of the Sun. The 
symbol of the invoked planet being placed in the top triangle just 
above the centre, as shown in the example. 

When using the invoking hexagram of the Moon, it should not be 
used in her decrease, or if there is anything negative astrologically 
taking place.’ 


1 *“AChD RASh AChDUThU RASh YChUDu ThMURHZU AChD’ 

‘92 There are two colours allotted to the hexagram. One is for the planets and the 
other is when one is working through the Sephiroth. The planets are the paths of 
the King Scale and the Sephiroth are the Queen Scale. When using both these 
energies in ritual the predominant framework (whether Sephiroth or planet) decides 
the colour selected. If the ritual is written in such a way that more than one 
invoking hexagram is used, I suggest that the difference between the energy of the 
Sephiroth (angels etc.) and planet be acute. So there is no problem in identifying 
what energy you are bringing through. 

193, Mathers went into some elaboration on the timing of the use of the Lunar 
hexagram, especially with Sun -Moon conjunctions and I have simplified things 
with this last sentence. 
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In all rituals of the hexagram as in those of the pentagram, thou 
shalt complete the circle of the place. Thou shalt not trace any 
external circle round each hexagram itself unless thou wishest to 
confine the force to one place, as in charging a symbol or talisman. 

From the attribution of the planets, one to each angel of the 
hexagram, shalt thou see the reason of the sympathy existing 
between each superior planet and one certain inferior planet. That 
is, that to which it is exactly opposite in the hexagram:

In the ‘Supreme Ritual of the Hexagram’ the signs of the 5=6 
Grade are to be given, but not those in the grades of the First 
Order, notwithstanding these latter are made us of in the ‘Supreme 
Ritual of the Pentagram’. And because the hexagram is the Signet 
Star of the Macrocosm or Greater world, therefore is to be 
employed in all invocations of the forces of the Sephiroth: though 
the Signet Star of the pentagram represents their operations in the 
Luna world, in the elements and in Man. 


If thou wilt deal with the forces of the supernal triad of the Sephiroth, 
thou shalt make use of the following:

'94 Since the discovery of Pluto, Neptune is associated to Kether, Uranus for 
Chokmah and Pluto for Daath. I utilised an 11 pointed star for the invocation of the 
slower moving planets with success. Tracing it is complicated, but gradually you

Know also that the Sephiroth are not to be invoked on every slight 
occasion, but only with due care and solemnity. Above all, the forces 
of Kether and Chokmah demand the greatest purity and solemnity 
of heart and mind in him who would penetrate their mysteries. For 
such high knowledge is only to be obtained by him whose genius 
can stand in the presence of the Holy Ones. See that thou usest 
the divine names with all reverence and humility for cursed is he 
that taketh the name of the vast One in vain. All hexagrams are to 
be traced proportionately. 


ADDENDUM 


Now in the ‘Supreme Ritual of the Hexagram’, when thou shalt 
wish to attract in addition to the forces of the planet, those of a sign 
of the zodiac wherein he then is, thou shalt trace in the centre of 
the invoking hexagram of the planet, the symbol of that sign of the 
zodiac beneath his own; and if this not be sufficient, thou shalt also 


trace the invoking pentagram of the sign as it is directed in the 


‘Ritual of the Pentagram’.’*° 


get used to it and it is not that difficult at all. In the Golden Dawn (according to 
Regardie) many of the members thought there should have been magic squares and 
sigils for the slower moving planets. Apparently Mathers promised his members to 
work on them but as far as I am aware they were never completed before 1900. I 
have written up kameas and sigils for these slower moving planets for our Thoth 
Hermes temple. 

195 This is a ‘short cut’ where only one hexagram need be done for both planet 
and sign. J am not happy with it, nor the suggestion of the dual use be considered 


though this is up to the individual. 
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In the tracing of the hexagram of any planet thou shalt pronounce 
therewith in a vibratory manner as before taught, both the divine 
name of the Sephirah which ruleth the planet and the seven-lettered 
name ARARITA, and also the particular letter of the that name 
which is referred to that particular planet. Now if thou shalt wish 
to invoke the forces of one particular planet, thou shalt find in that 
quarter of the Heavens he will situate at the time of working...and 
shalt trace his invoking hexagram and pronounce the proper names, 
and invoke what angels and forces of that nature may be required, 
and trace their sigils in the air. 

When thou hast finished thy invocation thou shalt in most cases 
license them to depart and perform the ‘Banishing Ritual of the 
Planet’ which shall be converse of the invoking one. But in cases 
of charging a tablet, or symbol or talisman, thou shalt not perform 
the banishing symbols upon it, which would have the effect of entirely 
de-charging it and reducing it to the condition it was when it was 
first made - that is to say dead and lifeless.'% 

If thou wishest to bring the rays of all or several planets into 
action at the same time, thou shalt discover their quarter in the 
Heavens for the time of the working... and invoke their forces as 
before laid down... And conclude with the ...’ Banishing Ritual of 
the Hexagram’. And ever remember to complete the circle of the 
place wherein thou workest, following the course of the Sun. 


196 1 do not agree with this statement entirely. If an object is constructed on the 


correct time then it will be charged with the ionization of the moment. Any ritual 
afterwards of course adds to its power but in this instance the banishing over it, 
accidentally or otherwise, would not diminish its power at construction (as Mathers 
said), but this should be almost sufficient in its purpose for the project.

On a higher 
level it represents the Sun, the source of light and power to our Solar system. The 
Golden Dawn adage to the twelve signs shows a definite link to the Solar system 
in Microcosm. 
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of 26 petals: the outer eight, the middle eight, and the innermost 10. 
The calyx has four lobes or sepals of orange colour. The flower 
centre is orange or gold. The lotus wand should be 24-40 inches 
long! and of wood, about half an inch thick. The several bands of 
white, 12 colours and black may be painted or enamelled, or formed 
of coloured papers pasted on. The length of colours should be such 
that the white is a little the longest, then the black.'

198 The cut wands that were handed out to the Z.A.M’s at Whare Ra were 
exactly 24 inches long. This length is ideal because you can banish or invoke over an 
altar without trying to hit the ceiling. 

199 The Whare Ra wands had each zodiac division one and three quarter inches 


in length. 
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Symbolism and Use of the Lotus Wand 


As a general rule, use the white end in invocation and the black 
end to banish. The white end may be used to banish by tracing a 
banishing symbol an evil an opposing force which has resisted other 
efforts. By this is meant, that whatever band you are holding the 
wand, whether white for spiritual things or black for mundane 
matters, by the blue, Sagittarius, or by the Red for Fiery triplicity, 
you are, when invoking, to direct the white end of the extremity to 
the quarter desired. When banishing, to point the black end to that 
quarter. 

The wand is never to be inverted, so that when the very material 
forces are concerned, the black end may be the most suitable for 
invocation, but with the greatest caution. 

In working on the plane of the zodiac, hold the wand by the 
portion you refer to between the thumb and the two fingers. 

If a planetary working be required, hold the wand by the portion 
representing the day or night house” of the planet, or else by the 
sign in which the planet is at the time. 7°!

The ten upper and inner petals refer to the purity of the ten 
Sephiroth. The middle eight refer to the counter-charged natural 
and spiritual forces of air and fire. The lowest and outer eight refer 
to the powers of earth and water. The centre and amber portion 
refers to the spiritual Sun, while the outer calyx of four orange 
sepals shows the actions of the Sun upon the life of the things by 
differentiation. 

The lotus flower is not to be touched in working, but in Sephirotic 
and spiritual things, the flower is to be inclined towards the forehead; 
and to rise in the planes, the orange coloured centre is to be fully 
directed to the forehead.

The Monk Trithemius was one of the first magicians to make the 
point that when evoking and invoking a force one should rise to 
the level of that force and be dominant to it. This is the purpose 
of the lotus wand. The action of rising through the planes gives 
added control. By knowledge of the seven subtle bodies of man 
the Z.A.M can learn to know which level to rise and understand 
the amount of control and power needed. The lotus wand is more 
powerful than the elemental wand, and while some of their areas 
may overlap, the lotus wand can be used as a separate elemental 
weapon. But the elemental wand must be used with the other 
three implements. 

At Whare Ra Temple, Jack Taylor taught that before any 
evocation or invocation with the wand, the adept would use the 
wand as a vehicle to get to the desired level. One would then feel 
and identify this level so'that when it was invoked or evoked it was 
easily identifiable. Taylor used to hold classes for adepts to do this 
by recognising the energy of the planetary, zodiacal and Sephirotic 
forces. It was a process where the subtle bodies of the adept would 
become empathic to the force then Taylor would explain how to 
dominate it?™. 


20¢ This Addendum is based on the notes from a discussion I gave on the subject 
of temple weapons, at Thoth-Hermes Temple in Wellington in 1985.

They are the 
numbers of thy name. In the name of YHVH let the divine 
light descend. 


Facing, consecutively, the quarter where each sign is, repeat 
in each of the 12 directions the invocation which follows, using 
the appropriate divine angelic names for each sign. Begin with 
Aries, Hold wand at the appropriate coloured part, and in left 
hand the element from off the altar which is referred to the 
sign and say: 
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The heaven is above and the earth is beneath. And 
betwixt the light and the darkness the colours vibrate. 
I supplicate the powers and forces governing the nature, 
place and authority of the sign......, By the Majesty of 
the divine name...... , with which in earth life and 
language, I ascribe to the Hebrew letter ...., to which is 
allotted the symbolic tribe.... and over which is the 
Angel...., to bestow this present day and hour, and 
confirm their mystic and potent influence upon the 
(Colour).....band of this lotus wand, which I hereby 
dedicate to purity and to occult work, and may its grasp 
strengthen me in the work of the character of (sign)... 
and his attributes. 


As this is recited, trace in the air with the lotus end, the invoking 
pentagram of the sign required, and hold the corresponding element 
from the altar in the left hand, while facing each of the 12 zodiac 
directions. 


20. Lay the wand on the altar, lotus end towards the East. 
21. Stand at the West of the altar, face east, raise hands, and say: 


Oh Isis! Great Goddess of the Forces of Nature, let thine 
influence descend and consecrate this wand which I 
dedicate to Thee for the performance of the works of 
the Magic of the Light. 


22. Wrap the wand in silk or linen. 

24. Purify the room with water and fire, as at first. 

25. Perform reverse circumambulation.

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THE MAGICAL SWORD *” 











The sword should be of medium height and weight and there should 
be five pentagrams on it, one for each Sephiroth”. The tops or 
points of the pentagrams should face the direction of the hand that 
holds it. The sword of the Z.A.M. is similar to the sword held by the 
Imperator in the Neophyte ritual, with its base in Malkuth and its 
point and power of influence from Geburah. It is distinct from the air 
dagger, for like the lotus wand, the sword can be used as a separate 
weapon and has more power to deal with powerful forces. 

It can clear a negative influence away from a purified area of 
working by using the astral form of the point to draw a circle of 
protection. During a ritual the sword is never pointed downward 
unless it is for a specific purpose. A downward pointing sword is a 
sign of capitulation by the Adept, by the very forces he is trying to 
command. The point of the sword is rarely used unless an entity 
disobeys your command. A sword is only pointed briefly, to warn

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the force. Its main function is to threaten and if that makes no 
difference, then to give torment to the being it controls. The point 
can injure and destroy if left long enough and the focus is strong, 
but this should never happen except in cases of possession or when 
a life is at stake. 

The flat of the blade, or (if you wish to increase your power) 
the edge, can be used to make a creature obey you. The Banishing 
Ritual of the Pentagram is one where the sword point can be safely 
used because it acts to clear blind forces and is not specific. The 
point can be used for invoking pentagrams and hexagrams for here 
the point is used as a type of command. 

The sword, like any other magical weapon, corresponds to an 
inside stimuli within the self. Etheric, astral or mental it will get the 
job done when used in conjunction with magical expertise. The 
sword guard and hilt is painted red, with the divine names (from 
Geburah) painted on in Hebrew (along with their sigils from the 
rose cross) in emerald green. 


Consecration of the Magical Sword?” 


Prepare the chamber, central altar draped in black, red cross and 
white triangle, rose and incense, cup and water, lamp, plate and alt. 
White robe, sash, rose cross, lotus wand, new sword, red cloak 
and lamen?"°. An invocation to Mars and Geburah (love and strength 
to be especially emphasised), An astrological figure to show the 
position of Mars at the time of the working.

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THE ROSE CROSS 
by MacGregor Mathers. 





The rose cross”"' is a synthesis of the masculine, positive or rainbow 
scale of colour attributions, which is also called the ‘Scale of the 
King’.?'? The four ends of the cross belong to the four 
elements,accordingly. The white Portion belongs to the Holy spirit 
and the planets. The twenty-two petals of the rose refer to the 
twenty-two paths. It is the cross in Tiphareth, the receptacle and 
the centre of Upon the white portion of the symbol, below the rose, 
is placed the hexagram, with the planets in the order which is the 
key of the Supreme Ritual of the Hexagram. - 


211 The rose cross is worn by all Officers present in this ritual and those who are 


seated and are simply watching the ceremony. 

212 To be more specific, the Paths of the King Scale.and are coloured the forces 
of the Sephiroth and the paths. The extreme centre of the rose is white, the 
reflected spiritual brightness of Kether, bearing upon the red rose of five petals 
and the Golden cross of six squares; four green rays issuant around the angles of 
the cross, from which the Second Order takes its name. They are the symbols of 
the receiving Force. 
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Around the pentagrams, which are placed one upon each 
elemental coloured arm, are drawn the symbols of the spirit and 
the four elements, in the order which is the key to the Supreme 
Ritual of the Pentagram. Upon each of the floriated ends of the 
cross are arranged the three alchemical principles, but in a different 
order for each element, and as showing their occupation therein. 

The upmost arm of the cross, allotted to air, is the yellow 
colour of Tiphareth. In it the flowing philosophical mercurial 
nature is chief and without hindrance to its mobility; hence the 
ever moving nature of air. Its sulphuric side is drawn from the 
part of fire, whence its luminous and electrical qualities. Its saline 
side in from the water, whence results clouds and rain from the 
action of the solar forces. 

The lowest arm of the cross, allotted to earth, is of the four 
colours of Malkuth, the earth being of the nature of a container and 
receiver of the other influences. The citrine answers to its airy 
part, the Olive to the watery, the russet to the fire, and the black to 
the lowest part, earth. Here also is the mercurial part chief, but 
hindered by the compound nature whence its faculty becomes 
germinative rather than mobile, while the sulphur and salt are 
respectively from the sides of water and fire, which almost neutralize 
their natural operation and bring about the fixedness and immobility 
of earth. 

The extremity allotted to fire is of the scarlet colour of Geburah, 
and in it the sulphuric nature is chief, whence its powers of heat 
and burning. The salt is from the side of earth, hence the necessity 
for a constant substantial pabulum whereon to act, and the Mercury 
is from the side of air, hence the leaping, lambent motion of flame, 
especially when acted upon the wind. 

The extremity allotted to water is of the blue colour of Chesed, 
and in it the saline side is chief, as exemplified in the salt water 
of the ocean, to which all waters go; and from hence also is 
derived the nature of always preserving the horizontal line. The 
Mercurial part is from earth, hence the weight and force of its 
flux and reflux. Its sulphuric part is from the air, hence the effect 
of the waves and storms. So that the disposition of these three 
principles forms the key of their alchemic operation in the 
elements. 
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The white rays issuing from behind the rose at the inner angles 
between the arms, are the rays of the divine Light issuing and 
coruscating from the reflected light of Kether in its centre; and the 
letters and symbols on them refer to the analysis of the key word 
of the Adeptus Minor, I.N.R.I. by which the opening of the Vault is 
accomplished. 

The 12 letters of the 12 petals follow the order of the signs 
of the zodiac. Uppermost is Heh, the letter of Aries, followed 
by Vau, followed by Zain, Cheth, Teth, Yod, while the letter of 
Libra, which is Lamed is lowermost. Ascending are Nun, 
Samech, Ayin, Tzaddi, Qoph. The Seven double letters of the 
middle row are allotted to the planets in the order of their 
exaltations, the planets being wanderers; the stars are fixed with 
respect to earth. These letters are Peh, Resh, Beth, with Daleth 
exactly over Libra, followed by Gimel, Kaph and Tau. The three 
mother letters are allotted to the elements and are so arranged 
that the petal of air should be beneath the arm of the cross 
allotted to air, while those of fire and water are on counter- 
changed sides, so that the forces of the arms of the cross should 
not too much over-ride the planetary and zodiacal forces in the 
rose, which might otherwise be the case were the petal of fire 
placed on the same side of the arm of fire and that of water on 
the side of water. 

The back of the cross bears the inscription in Latin: “The Master 
Jesus Christ, God and Man”, between four Maltese crosses which 
represent the four pyramids of the elements opened out. This is 
placed in the upmost part because therein is affirmed a descent 
of the divine Force into Tiphareth, which is the central point 
between supernals and inferiors. But on the lowest part is written 
the motto of the Zelator Adeptus Minor, because therein is the 
affirmation of the elevation of human into the divine. But this is 
impossible without the assistance of the divine spirit from Kether, 
hence the space above Malkuth is white upon the front aspect of 
the cross, white being the symbol of the spiritual rescued from 
the material. 

In the centre is written in Latin between the symbols of the 
alchemical principles, of which the outermost is sulphur, the 
purgatorial fire of suffering and self sacrifice, ‘Blessed be the Lord 
our God who have given us the Symbol Signum.’ And this is a word

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THE MAGICAL IMPLEMENTS?" 
by MacGregor Mathers. 


These are the Tarot symbols of the divine name YHVH and of the 
elements, and have a certain bond and sympathy between them. 
So that if even one only is to be used, the others should also be 
present, even as each of the four elemental tablets is divided in 
itself into four lesser angles, representing the other three elements 
bound together therewith in the same tablet. Therefore the Zelator 
Adeptus Minor remember that when he works with these forces, 
he is, as it were, dealing with the forces of the letters of the divine 
name, YHVH. Each implement must be consecrated, and when 
this has been done by an Adeptus, no one else may touch it. 


Addendum 


Like the Tarot, each elemental weapon is analogous to a Tree of 
Life in each of the four worlds. The fire wand is linked to Atziluth 
and world of archetypes, the initial impetus that leads to creation 
which the water cup is linked to, and the world of Briah. The air 
dagger is allied to the Yetzirah, the world of Formation. Lastly the 
earth disk is linked to Assiah the Material world of the elements. 
Each elemental weapon represents the forces of each of these 
worlds and this should be considered carefully before their use. 
For example, a fire wand is used not only to instigate something 
into action but also for quick results. The cup on the other hand 
should never be used with active gestures, such as a pentagram or 
hexagram, for its passive nature will not allow it for active situations 
so all the gestures with the cup are passive ones. 

The actual construction and consecration time of these weapons 
should be timed astrologically. The ideal times would be to make 
and consecrate the weapons during the Fixed signs for greater 
durability: fire wand in Leo, water cup in Scorpio, air dagger in 
Aquarius, and earth Disk in Taurus. The actual day of construction 
should start at New Moon and the consecration should be a day 
chosen between first quarter and full Moon. The hour will be of the

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planet representing the element of the weapon. For example Mars 
for the wand, Moon for the cup, Mercury for the dagger and Saturn 
for the Disk. The planet also represents the day concerned when to 
construct and consecrate the weapons. 

Apart from the four elemental weapons there were also 
numerous other items utilised by some adepts within the Golden 
Dawn. 

Both a sickle and additional knife were used for collecting herbs 
for ritual. These days some form of pruning device could be used 
equally as well. Also a knife could be used specifically for drawing 
a circle into the earth (using a long rope and small pole so that a 
circle may be drawn accurately.) Some form of sharp instrument 
for drawing on metal or slate surfaces (such as a modern engraving 
tool). A bell or gong for summoning entities. A brazier for incense. 
Writing material, such as paper, pen, chalk and tape (all of which 
are to be consecrated) before use. 


ELEMENTAL FIRE WAND?" 





The staff of the fire wand should be of wood, rounded and smooth, 
and perforated from end to end, and within it should be placed a

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steel rod, just so long as to project and inch beyond each end of the 
wooden rod. It is often convenient to form the wand from cane 
which has a natural hollow to follow through it. If of cane, there 
should be three natural lengths according to the knots, so these 
knots may be placed similarly to the manner in which they are 
placed in the figure which is such as a turner would produce. 
Eighteen inches is an extreme length.”!*The magnet should be a 
strong one. 

One end of the wooden rod should be cone shaped. The North 
end of the magnet (known by its repelling the so-called North Pole 
of a compass needle) should be placed at the end of the wand, 
which is plain. 

The whole is coloured flame scarlet, and divided into three parts 
by yellow bands. The cone shaped end has also painted upon its 
red surface three wavy flame shaped YODS; they are painted in 
bright yellow. The divine and angelic names of the fire element, 
should be written in green paint along the shaft along with their 
sigils and the motto of the adept. The green should be bright emerald. 
The wand must be consecrated. The wand is to be used in all 
workings of the nature of fire and under the presidency of YOD 
and of the wand of the Tarot. Sigils are not given. Adepts must 
work them out for themselves. 


Addendum 


The fire wand is the most used of all the elemental weapons. Its 
prime function is in the works of invocation, such as the invoking 
rituals of the pentagram or hexagram. The fire wand is a type of 
seed or advance guard. The magnetic steel rod going through its 
centre is powered not only by the adept’s aura, but by the magical 
current of the force invoked. Though a powerful weapon, the use 
of the wand is only for invocation, not evocation. 

The use of the fire wand is limited compared to the lotus wand. 
The magnetic steel rod that acts as a condenser which draws off

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the energy of the adept and stores it. This type of energy can be 
classed into three levels. The first is magnetic and is directly from 
the emanation of the bodies auric fluid. This fluid is the substance 
that separates the subtle bodies, but works more on the fluid that 
separates the etheric and physical bodies. When the wand was 
consecrated, part of this energy was left impregnated into the 
wand’s magnetic field. The second level is the energy from the 
fire element. This is a limiter or holding factor that separates that 
part of the etherial fluid from its general magnetic influence. It 
will only draw a certain type of energy from the operator and 
acts as a filtration system preventing anything negative or too 
powerful from coming through. The third is the energy of the 
different levels (whether etheric, astral, or mental) as this will 
come through as a type of magnetism and have to adapt to the 
energy of the wand itself. Adepts will find the fire wand is 
lightening quick to use as the will directs the energy to wand 
which is part of the self (via the magnetised rod). Unfortunately 
it is limited to the type of power it can hold. 


Grip Positions*'’ 


During any type of invocation with the wand, as in the hexagram 
ritual, the central grip is the one to use for this places things in the 
hand of the Ruach (even though it is directed from yet a higher 
level). In the elemental rituals of the pentagram the lower grip is 
used which relates to the lower or elemental forces being utilised. 
When blind symbols such as a cross and a circle are traced with 
the wand, the lower grip position is used. In works of astral projection 
the adept will hold the wand by the top grip with the cone of the 
wand directed towards his or her own head.

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WATER CUP 





Any convenient clear glass cup may be adapted for this use. 

The bowl should resemble a crocus flower, and must show eight 
petals. A smooth glass cup is acceptable, though if it has eight cuts 
or ridges it is preferable. These petals must be coloured bright 
blue, neither too pale nor too dark. They must be edged with bright 
orange which must be clear and correct, and exact complement of 
the blue, to produce a flashing. 

The petals may be formed by paint or from coloured paper 
pasted on glass. The proper divine and angelic names are then to 
be written upon the petals, in orange colour, together with their 
sigils from the rose. Then add the motto of the adept. The stem 
and base may be painted blue. 

The cup must be consecrated by the appropriate ceremony. 
When using the cup, you may sprinkle water from the cup in the 
required direction. 

It is to be used in all workings of the nature of water, under the 
presidency of the letter HEH and the cup of the tarot. 
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Addendum 


The cup, being analogous with water, forces a receptive link to the 
operator’s sphere of sensation and to the forces that one aligns 
oneself. The key word associated to the use of the cup is 
‘Receptivity,’ and it is a tool to establish such a rapport. Through 
the faculty of communication, the cup actually attracts the astral 
forces to oneself. Attraction with a cup is different from invoking, 
for attracting brings an empathy with the spiritual hierarchies where 
invoking involves command. The cup attracts willing forces which 
are then invoked through another medium (there are some 
exceptions to this). The presence of a cup during ritual, even without 
active use, will attract certain forces to it. 


AIR DAGGER 





Any convenient dagger, knife or short sword may be adapted to 
this use, the shorter the better. The hilt pommel and guard are to be 
coloured bright yellow. 

The divine and angelic names are to be written upon the yellow 
background in purple or violet colour together with their sigils from 
the rose cross, and the motto of the adeptus””°. 
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On the wings of the guard of the sagger, the Hebrew Letter Vau is imprinted 
with the name of the Archangel of air, Raphael, on the hilt. 
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EARTH PENTACLE 





The pantacle, or pentacle, is formed of a round disk of wood of 
about six inches in diameter and from half to one inch in thickness, 
nicely polished, and circular and of an even thickness. 

There should be a circular white border, with a white hexagram 
upon each face of the disk. The space within the white ring should 
be divided into four compartments by two diameters at right angles. 
The four compartments are to be coloured: 


Upper Citrine for the airy part of earth. 
Right Olive Green for the watery part of earth. 
Left Russet Brown for the fiery part earth. 
Lower Black for the earthy part of earth. 


The divine and angelic names should be written in black within the 
white border, each name followed by their sigil taken from the rose 
cross. Crosses may be placed after each sigil. The motto of the 
adept is to be added. 

The pentacle should be the same on both sides and should be 
held in the hand with the citrine part uppermost, unless there is 
some special reason for using one or other of the compartments. 

The pentacle must be consecrated by the appropriate ceremony. 

It is to be used in all workings of the nature of earth, and under 
the presidency of HEH and of the Pentacle of the Tarot. 
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Addendum 


When used in conjunction with other elemental weapons the 
pentacle is always held around the rim. In solo works with the 
pentacle, pick out what elemental segment the ceremony relates 
to. Another quick method of identification using the Sephirotic 
method of identification. Select the kabbalistic Sephiroth that 
governs the workings, such as: 


Airy part of earth Chesed, Tiphareth and Geburah. 
Watery part of earth Chesed, Tiphareth and Netzach. 
Fiery part of earth Geburah, Hod and Yesod. 


Earthy part of earth elemental. 


Once the element the working requires is selected, the pentacle 
is held with that segment upright. For example, when doing a 
working regarding love and emotion, the watery part of the earth 
section would be held upright. This relates to Chesed, Tiphareth 
and Netzach. By using the Middle Pillar, all or one of these 
Sephiroth can be activated in one’s own aura, then the pentacle. 
When doing a working for love, most people would consider 
that the cup be used, but this mainly relates to spiritual love. 
Love in human terms is the pentacle for it relates directly with 
the physical body and body chemistry. The pentacle can be used 
in invocations such as pentagram or hexagram but it is better 
used conjunction with sword; the pentacle is a blunt weapon 
and must be used to consolidate once the main invocation has 
taken place. 

The pentacle is useful in works of evocation, for it is able to ground 
other elemental weapons. It is also helpful in alchemical workings 
and for workings of a materialistic nature. In cases of illness the 
and hold fast the spirit, but in these instances it is still used with the 
pentacle, when placed alongside a sick person helps the aura and 
gives it additional strength. Though not as long lasting as a talisman, 
it is quicker acting. 
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Consecration of the Four Implements”! 


1. The adept is to be robed in white, wear his white sash, and 
rose Cross. 

2. Have on hand the lotus wand, magic sword and prepare 
chamber as for sword. 

3. All four weapons should be present at once, on the altar, with 
all four symbols of the elements. 

4, Lay the fire wand near the lamp, The cup near the water, the 
dagger near the incense and the pentacle near the salt. 

5. Each elemental weapon must be consecrated at a time (24min) 
when the Tattva of the element concerned is in course. 

6. The consecration of each weapon is a separate ceremony 
although they may be done successively.””” The opening and 
closing ceremony will suffice for one or all, however and need 
not be repeated if all are consecrated on one occasion. 

7. The Tattva period is found in practice to suffice for the special 
portion of the ceremony.”” 

8. Prepare each element by invocation to the King and Six Seniors 
from the elemental Tablets according to instructions laid down 
in the ‘Concourse of Forces’ book. 

9. After consecration, each implement is to be wrapped up either 
in white silk or in silk of the colour proper to the element. 


221 In the Llewellyn publication of Regardie’s Golden Dawn rituals, this section 
usually contained the Stella Matutina version of the consecration of the elemental 
weapons, which many have considered far superior to the Golden Dawn notes 
given below. At Whare Ra, it was done the Golden Dawn way, and not the 
elaborate Stella Matutina ritual published by Regardie. While this ritual is a good 
one it is up to the operator as to how effective it is. Taylor used a simple ritual and 
his Implements are the most powerful I have felt, where some done by the elaborate 
Stella Matutina ritual are barely ‘warm’. It all depends on the operator’s abilities. 
Over the years I have come to the conclusion that for consecration rituals of the 
elemental weapons, that Adepts should write their own. 

222 I do not agree, as the consecration of each weapon should be timed 
astrologically. The use of the Tattvas is too slap dash. The Golden Dawn paper on 
the planetary angels is completely ignored here.

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CIRCLE OF PROTECTION 


Within the Golden Dawn, the circle of protection that was the most 
frequently taught was taken from the paper ‘Polygons and 
Polygrams’. Since we have given an example that incorporated these 
figures from the Sephirah of Hod (Mercury) it would be a good idea 
to explain the principles behind the construction of this figure. 

The circle of Hod is made up of three geometrical figures. One 
of these figures is an octagon while the next two are two versions 
of the octagram. 


Octagon 


First version - reflected from every second point. Mathers says of 
this: 


The octangle naturally represents the power of the ogdoad, and 
the octagon showeth the ogdoad operating in nature by the 
dispersal of the rays of the elements in their dual aspect under the 
presidency of the eight letters of the name YHVHADNI. The 
numbers of degrees of the Great circle cut off between its angles is 
45; forming the astrological weak semi-square aspect, evil in nature 
and operation. 


If this figure represents evil, then why use it as part of a circle of 
protection? Mathers clearly relates this figure with the astrological 
semi-square and a closer study of this shows that YHVH relates 
to the four fixed signs (and four elements) of the zodiac circle. The 
semi-Square is considered negative due to its stubbornness and 
refusal to adapt”. There a strength of purpose that can be tapped 
for our main purpose, to protect anything negative from attacking. 
The semi-square can direct and channel its stubbornness to a 
constructive purpose because of the letters of the holy name ADNI 
influences it. At each point of 45 degrees the letters of the Holy 
name YHVHADNI also reinforce the ogdoad to a more spiritual 


purpose. 

224 Rael and Rudhyar in their book Astrological Aspects, consider the Semi- 
Square as a level of consciousness and activity that must integrate into the wholeness 
of the situation to become a reality. This concept, when reduced to its basic 
fundamentalism is in line with the theory that a Semi-Square is of no real use until 
it integrates with a fuller pattern that can give it a more focused direction. 
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Octagon 
Second version - reflected from every third Point. 
Mathers goes on to say: 


The octagram... yieldeth eight triangles at the apices thereof; 
representing the triad operating in each element in its dual form, 
i.e. of positive and negative, under the powers of the name YHVH 
ADNI but as it is written bound together YAHDVNHY. It is not so 
consonant with the nature of Mercury as the next form, and it is 
composed of two squares united within a circle. 


In astrological terms this represents two grand squares, a powerful 
symbol when shown on an astrological chart. It not only shows 
difficulty (because of focusing on many different levels at once) 
but also shows a tremendous source of strength. Here the need is 
for spirit and matter to co-exist on more than one level and this is 
difficult to control. Once it is controlled on the etheric, the astral 
level may waver so this is a powerful symbol. It is best suited 
when integrated with the previous symbol which makes it less 
volatile and more focused. A combination of the two octagrams 
show a willingness to merge and harmonise for each other’s sake. 
On their on this could not be correctly achieved. 


Octagram - Third form - reflected from every forth point. 
Quoting Mathers again: 


This Octagram is the Star of Mercury, and is especially applicable 
to his nature. It is a further potent symbol, representing the binding 
together of the concentrated positive and negative forces of the 
elements under the name of YHVH ADNI and forget not that ADNI 
is the key of YHVH. 


What Mathers is saying is that this symbol is the crowning point 
and dominates the other two previous symbols by letting them 
integrate into it. The point of fusion is the Holy name, for ADNI is 
a personalisation of YHVH. It is the word needed before any 
form of integration can occur. 

The methodology of forming a circle from the Key of Solomon 
the King manuscript was adapted by many Golden Dawn members. 
This concept is interesting for it shows the use of additional 
implements in the construction of the circle, many of 
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which are shown in the Key of Solomon with no indication as to 
their use. The following quotes from the Mathers translation of 
Key of Solomon was passed to Golden Dawn and members of the 
Stella Matutina to study: 
First version:

Take thou the knife, the sickle, or the sword of magical art 
consecrated after the manner and order which we shall deliver 
unto thee in the Second Book.

Which names are of supreme importance in the list of the 
Sephiroth, and their sovereign equivalents.’ 

At the West, IH, Yah; 

At the South, AGLA, Agla: 

At North ADNI, Adonai. 

Between the two squares, the name Tetragrammaton is to be 
written in the same way as is shown in the diagram. 


i.e. two circles between three circumferential lines. M.Mathers. 
i.e. within the first circle. M.Mathers 
i.e, the four Cardinal points of the compass. M.Mathers. 


The Letter tau represents the cross, and in 10862 Add.Mss. in the drawing 


of the circle, the Hebrew letter is replaced by the cross; and in 1307 Sloane Mss. by

The use of the Psalms is important for they were actually used as 
magical writings. An examination of each Psalm helps explains 
their use.

Having chosen a place for preparing and constructing the circle, 
and all things necessary being prepared for the perfection of the 
operations, take thou the sickle or scimitar of the art, and stick it 
into the centre of the place where the circle is to be made; than take 
acord of nine feet in length, fasten one end thereof unto the sickle 
with the other end trace out the circumference of the circle, which 
may be marked either with sword or with the knife with black hilt. 
Then within the circle mark out four regions, namely towards the, 
East, West, South and North, wherein place symbols; and beyond 

the limits of this circle describe with the consecrated knife or 
sword another circle, but leaving an open space towards the North

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whereby instrument, yet leaving therein an open space for entrance 
and egress corresponding to the open space left in any other. 
Beyond this again make another circle at another foot distance, 
and beyond these two circles, which are beyond the circle of art 
yet upon the same centre, thou shalt describe pentagrams with the 
Symbols and names of the Creator therein so that they may surround 
the circle already described. Without these circles shalt thou 
circumscribe a square, and beyond that another square, so that 
the angles of the former may touch the centres of the sides of the 
latter, and that the angles of the latter may stretch towards the four 
quarters of the Universe, East, West, North and South; and at the 
four Angles of each square, and touching them, thou shalt describe 
lesser circles wherein let there be placed standing censers with 
lighted charcoal and sweet odours... 


Both examples of the circles from the Key of Solomon manuscripts 
can be utilised effectively and they were favourites of the adepts 
of the Golden Dawn. 

Those who wish to use the Enochian Tablets they were placed 
outside the circle in their usual positions. Their presence added 
power to the ritual and also additional protection. Regardie, in his 
brilliant Tree of Life, said he thought the circle represented the 
enclosed sphere of the magician - the holy name being equated 
with the positive aspects of the mind. But I also equate the circle 
with a certain vibrational level of the subtle bodies. The magician 
attunes himself to each of these layers and reinforces them. To do 
this he must produce a state of temporary alignment of the subtle 
body. During this period he has access to a great deal of power. 
Regardie said that one should build up a cone of power in the circle 
by tracing it over many days. 

The first trace relates to the etheric power and subsequent 
tracings of the circle should be attributed to the astral and mental 
planes. The other three planes above this one are not in our sphere 
of competence to control. 


THE TRIANGLE 


The use of the magic triangle is to call the spirit into the sphere of 
operation, but outside the circle. The triangle becomes a portal or 
trapped, confined space, where the spirit exists and communicate. 
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The magic triangle faces towards the relevant planet and a 
knowledge of where a planet’s location is essential. In Bennett’s 
‘Ritual for the Evocation of the spirit of Mercury’, a circle was 
drawn around the triangle. This is to give additional protection if 
the trapped force breaks out of the triangle. If this happens then 
the circle traps the entity’s energies forcing them to spiral. 

There are limitless types of triangles (and circles for that matter) 
to trap a spirit for the evocation. One variation I have used with 
success is the following; 





In the outer rim of the circle which surrounds the triangle the 
Hebrew letters of the words BRASHITh are written. These are 
the first letters of the Bible and stand for GENESIS - a beginning. 
The Golden Dawn interpreted this word to mean: 


This is the magical history 

Of the dawning of the Light. 

Begun are the whirling motions; 

Formulated is the primal fire; 

Proclaimed is the reign of the Gods of Light 
At the threshold of the infinite worlds! 


Ba<Qrrw 
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This formulae was adapted to the Z3 document which is called the 
‘Formulae of the Enterer’ where the Magus identified with THOTH 
to bring the power through. 

The black background is like the lamen of the Hiereus and stands 
for the darkness and the alchemical state of putrefaction with the 
white triangle trapping and focusing the power. The white triangle 
is also binding factor and the symbols of sulphur, salt and mercury 
are the basic building blocks of life in any kingdom. These focus 
the spirit and give it body and substance and maintain it in the 
triangle. The three mother letters of Aleph, Mem and Shin are the 
three main manifestations of the Sepher Yetzirah, the Hebrew book 
of Creation. The three mother letters help bring the spirit through 
and give it impetus. The Sepher Yetzirah says: 


... These three mothers he did produce and design, and combined 
them; and he sealed them as the three mothers in the Universe, in 
the year and in Man- both male and female. He caused the letter 
Aleph to reign in air and crowned it, and combining it with the 
others he sealed it, as air in the world...He caused the letter Mem to 
reign in the water and crowned it...He caused the letter Shin to 
reign in fire, and crowned it... 


All of this produces a mini-universe for the spirit being evoked to 
exist within. 

Usually, a sigil of the spirit will be placed in triangle in order to 
trap and bind it. On each corner of the triangle some adepts place 
a brazier. This gives body to the spirit when it is visibly appearing. 
In my own experiences of evocation I have found the energy in the 
triangle does not relate to that of a circle, in many respects it is the 
exact opposite. The circle of protection has energy flowing from 
the centre outwards while the Triangle focuses inwards. As one 
adept said it is like a localised and controlled black hole. 


Magic Censer 


The censer brings the use of aromatics into magic. It will come in 
any shape or size and many adepts use religious ones, such as 
those used in the Catholic Church. 

The censer can be large and immobile or small with a chain 
attached so that it can be swung or moved around the room. In 
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ritual, the censer has a dual role for any ingredient placed can be 
seen as a sacrifice. Sometimes small amounts or drops of blood 
are placed in the censer. This raises the level of etheric density 
around the circle to a high degree and controls the energy of the 
circle. When the fire of the censer is lit while reciting Psalms cli; 
cii; cvii. 

Any incense used in the censer must also be consecrated. It is 
up to the adept to decide what incense to use. Crowley’s 777, the 
works of the late Scott Cunningham, and Herbs in Magic and 
Alchemy by Chris Zalewski will help.

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BOOK TWO 
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TALISMANS 


Chapter 6 


Talismans of the Golden Dawn 


Talismans come in ali shapes and sizes, ranging from flat 
multicoloured figures on paper or wood to rough cut wax dolls. The 
word talisman,' has its roots in the Arabic talsam which means a 
magical figure and the Greek telesma which is an incantation or 
invocation. Where possible, the Golden Dawn used more complex 
hermetic talismans where kabbalistic symbols rubbed shoulders with 
other traditional and obscure techniques from Christian magical texts. 

Golden Dawn members were widely read. They copied and 
distributed a number of old magical texts that included detailed 
talismans. Most popular was the Key of Solomon manuscripts 
already mentioned in the first part of this book. However one of 
the most feared systems of talismanic symbols were drawn from 
the book Sacred Magic of Abramelin the Mage, which were 
translated and edited by Mathers. At the Whare Ra temple, this 
book was looked upon with awe and adepts were advised to stay 
clear of it. Crowley took a similar viewpoint and kept his edition 
under lock and key. At the Thoth-Hermes temple we experimented 
with both seals from the Key of Solomon and Abramelin and 
have managed to amalgamate them. The only difficulty comes 
during consecration, as you effectively have to draw together two 
different magical systems. In some instances, one could end up 
using an angelic and a demonic force joined together to achieve 
the same goal. 


1 I draw no distinction between an amulet and talisman. The word amulet 
comes from the French word amulette and the Spanish word amuletum, both 
mean charm. Pliny says that an amulet is an object of protection, which I 
disagree with. The Latin derivative of word amulet was first coined after the 


Greek and Arabic roots of the word talisman. 
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We came to the conclusion that a force or energy form that existed 
outside our current solar system was needed to achieve this. After 
some trial and error, we used the first Enochian call with remarkable 
success. 

Golden Dawn adepts worked with magic squares (or kamea) 
of the planets which were first published by Henry Cormelius 
Agrippa of Nettesheim (1486-1535) in 1531. The origins of these 
magic squares is obscure. Some think Agrippa’s mentor, Abbot 
Johannes Trithemius (1462-1516) , may have invented the technique. 
However there is some evidence to suggest that if Agrippa learnt it 
from Trithemius, then the Abbot must have been using an Arabic 
source. A careful study of these squares and sigils shows that a 
number of them copied by the Golden Dawn contained a few errors 
which were mostly compounded mistakes taken from the originals. 
I have mentioned the structure of these magical squares in my 
previous books. 

Another method of sigil construction is through the rose cross 
which is the lamen of the Adeptus Minor. The Golden Dawn 
employed a method where they created an artificial elemental come 
talisman by certain association to the letters of the Hebrew alphabet. 

Another unique Golden Dawn method of talisman use featured 
the lamen of the Theoricus Adeptus Minor grade. The adepti 
constructed figures of the godforms Horus, Isis, Aroueris and 
Nephthys which were worn as a lamen during any business in the 
Theoricus Adeptus Minor grade. Each of these godforms governed 
a particular temple function, for example Horus ruled over discord 
and planning. The adepts were told to use these lamen when: 


“..the member is question is exercising his or her authority or 
judgement in the matter pertaining to the god or goddess, let him 
or her, keeping the mind as pure as possible, assume the colossal 
form of the god or goddess, as taught in the Ritual Z and vibrate its 
name. 

Let him or her judge the question as detached form his ordinary 
personality. To this end let him be sure to formulate himself as the 
figure of the god as colossal and not simply as an ordinary size 
figure... .These symbols are given to us so that you may have 
greater wisdom and power in the resolution of difficult matters, 
than the symbols of the theoricus grade could give you.” 
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These. lamen, acting as a focus were used as a springboard for 
astral work. They were unconsecrated, but blessed with holy 
water and allowed to develop their own power through frequent 
use. 

When impregnating a talisman with the desired force there were 
many ways to achieve the desired effect and many different levels 
to choose from; a point many tend to ignore. During a ritual these 
various levels of energy should be recognised by an adept and be 
acted upon. Calling upon an angelic or archangelic name does not 
automatically give access to the august being itself, nor does it 
help us reach the spiritual state we are targeting. Angels work ina 
hierarchy of power and like working with a bureaucracy, it is 
important that you speak to the right chief in the right department. 
In the Golden Dawn and its later off shoots, there was a real interest 
in the more obscure names of gods and angels. These lesser names 
caused a few problems, as many were uncertain of these beings’ 
position in the divine hierarchy. 

During an invocation rite within the Golden Dawn, the rule 
was that the highest names were always called first, then if the 
occasion required it, the lesser names afterwards. In my view there 
is a little too much influence on the minor names in modern talismanic 
work and this results in a loss of power. 

Common-sense dictates that the adept should be aware eof the 
power around the ritual and be aware on what exactly he or she is 
~ invoking, and whether the invocation is successful or not. An adept 
can only be aware of this by painful experience. 

When I was training under Taylor in the late 1970’s, I had made 
what I considered to be a perfect Jupiter talisman and written an 
elaborate ritual to consecrate it. While Taylor had approved of the 
ritual, which was also performed without any errors, he considered 
the talisman was not powerful enough to have a significant effect. 
Some months later and two fruitless rituals later, Taylor finally 
approved the talisman. 

‘What were the differences between the three rituals?” he asked 
me. 

After thinking about it, I realised that it was not until the second 
time that I performed the ritual that I started to feel the different 
power levels involved in creating the talisman. By the third time I 
had worked out how to harness those energies properly. 
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Testing a talisman is important, for it is not simply a matter of 
placing one’s hand over it and feeling the magnetic energy. It must 
be correctly ascertained exactly how powerful it is. 

I have adopted a method used in radionic analysis in which the 
pendulum (or the ring and disk as it is called in the Golden Dawn) 
plays an important part. Place a sheet of paper with the numbers 
0-100, in sets of ten, in a half circle with a series of lines dividing 
each portion starting from a central point underneath. Put the 
talisman on the bottom of the paper. Ask the question, ‘What 
percentage of power is the talisman charged to?’ The pendulum 
will then either stay at 100 — which is the best you can hope for, or 
deviate to a lesser degree. 

This method can be used by anyone to test a talisman and I feel 
should be employed by those giving instruction to others. If the 
talisman is charged below 50 percent then the ritual should be 
repeated. The average though seems to be 80-85 percent. Anyone 
who tests a talisman this way should be experienced with the 
pendulum, as they take some getting used to. If you wish to get 
real picky, you can test the power of each name on the talisman by 
simply using a pencil? to point to the name required and it will tell 
you (if there is more than one name) if the invocations were 
successful or not. 

The following papers on talismans are taken from the Golden 
Dawn corpus of material and I have taken the liberty of adding 
additional footnotes that may perhaps amplify certain obscure 
comments made by the various authors. 


? The pencil is held in one hand and the pendulum in the other. This method is 
effective dowsing with maps or locating missing items. 
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TALISMANS AND FLASHING TABLETS’ 
By MacGregor Mathers 


A talisman is a magical figure charged with the force that it is 
intended to represent. In the construction of a talisman, care should 
be taken to make it, as far as possible, so as to represent the universal 
forces that it should be in exact harmony with those you wish to 
attract, and the more exact the symbolism, the more easier it is to 
attract the force - other things coinciding, such as consecration at 
the right time. 

A symbol should be correct in its symbolism, but it is not 
necessarily the same as a talisman. 

A flashing tablet is one made in the complementary colours. A 
flashing colour, then, is the complementary colour which, if joined 
to the original, enables it to attract, to a certain extent, the akasic 
current from the atmosphere, and to a certain extent from yourself, 
thus forming a vortex which can attract its flashing light, from the 
atmosphere .

If a talisman is made correctly (astrologically speaking) and it has the right 
symbolism and colour, it attracts the pulse of the time of its creation and that is 
a powerful magnetic charge. Although it is weaker than a consecration it still 
have some energy. Complementary colours act as a doorway, for a force to flow 
through and empower the talisman. The symbol on the talisman is a restrictive 
force and to prevent just the energy leaking. I have found that by using colour 
for healing in radionics that colours can be used on almost any level, and not just 
the astral. Complementary colours bring forces attract forces to the talisman 
from deeper spiritual or etheric levels. By using the complementary, this prevents 
more powerful forces coming through and overpowering the talisman without 
the safeguards. 

By studying the Minutum Mundum, one will see which paths and Sepheroth 
are repelling, or opposite, to each other, by cross referencing them with the 
complementary colour formula. Some colours listed as complementary in 
Mathers’ paper are a little inaccurate. The simplest way to discover a 
complementary colour is to gaze at the colour with the vision slightly out of 
focus for a few minutes. The complementary colour will appear as a hue around 
the one you are staring at.

Coming now to the nature and method of formation of the 
talisman, firstly is not always just and right to form a talisman with 
the idea of completely changing the current of another person’s 
karma. In any case you could only do this in a certain sense. It will 
be remembered that in the words of the Christ, which preceded his 
cures, were ‘Thy sins be forgiven thee,’ which meant that the karmic 
action was exhausted. Only an adept who is of the nature of God 
can have the power, even if he has the right, to take upon himself 
the karma of another. That is to say, that if you endeavour to change 
completely (I am not now speaking of adapting and making the 
best of a person’s karma) the life current, you must be of so great 
a force that you can take this karma from them by right of divine 
power to which you have attained, in which case you will only do it 
in so far as it does not hinder their spiritual development. 

If, however, this is attempted on a lower plane, it will usually be 
found that what you are endeavouring to bring about is in direct 
opposition to the karma of the person concerned. It will not work 
the required effect and will probably bring a current of exhaustion 
and trouble on yourself. These remarks only apply to an attempted 
radical change in the karma of another, which is a thing you have 
nor right to do until you have attained the highest adeptship. 

The formation or adaptation of talismans in ordinary matters 
should be employed with great discernment. What may assist in 
material things is often a hindrance spiritually, seeing that for a 
force to work, it must attract elemental forces of the proper 
description, which may thus, to an extent, endanger your spiritual 
nature. Also, in making a talisman for a person, you must endeavour 
to isolate yourself entirely from him. You must banish from your 
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mind any feeling of love or hate, irritation, for all these feelings 
operate against your power. It is but rarely that a talisman for the 
love of a person is a right and justifiable thing to construct . Pure 
love links us to the nature of the gods. There is perfect love between 
between the angels and the gods because there is perfect harmony 
among them, but that is not the lower and earthly love. Thus a 
talisman made for terrestrial love would be sealed with the impress 
of your own weakness, and even if successful, would react on you 
in other ways. The only way in which real power can be gained, is 
by transcending the material plane and trying to link your self to the 
Divine and Higher Soul. That is why trouble is so great an initiator, 
because trouble brings you nearer spiritual things when material 
things fail. Therefore a talisman, a rule, is better made for one in 
whom you have not interest. 

In the work of actual consecration, it is always a good thing to 
purify the room and use the banishing ritual of the pentagram. All 
these are aids, which the adept, when sufficiently advanced, will 
know when to use and when not to do so. It is better, if possible, to 
finish a talisman at one sitting, because it has begun under certain 
conditions and it may be difficult to put yourself in the same frame 
of mind at another time. 

Another point that beginners are apt to run away with, is that 
talismans can be made wholesale. Suppose a dozen talismans were 
made to do good to as many different people, a ray from yourself 
must charge each talisman. You have sent out a sort of spiral from 
your aura, which goes on to the talisman and attracts a like force 
from the atmosphere, that is if you have learned to excite the force 
in yourself at the moment of consecration. So that, in the case 
supposed, you would have a dozen links connecting with you, like 
so many wires in a telegraph office, and when ever the force which 
any of these talismans was designed to combat becomes too strong 
for the force centred therein, there is an instantaneous 
communication with you, so that the loss of force to which you 


I disagree. I cannot imagine anyone going through the complicated process 
of making a talisman for someone they did not like. If one loves someone, then 
that emotional energy could be channelled into the talisman giving it more power. 
A lot depends on whether one can put enough energy into the talisman and every 
little bit helps. I have found good feelings work for the talisman’s recipient. 
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would be continually liable might be such as to deplete you of vitality 
and cause you to faint. 
In cases where talismans and symbols have done their work, they 
should be carefully decharged, then destroyed. If this is not done, 
and you take a symbol, say of water, still charged and throw away 
later. Also, if you throw away a still charged talisman, thus it in the 
fire to get rid of it you are inflicting intense torment on the elemental 
you have attracted and it will react on you sooner or desecrating it, 
it will become the property of other things, which, through it, will be 
enabled to get at you. It is for these reasons that the talisman should 
be de-charged with the pentagram and hexagram according as it 
partakes of the planetary or zodiacal nature, and these remarks 
apply equally to flashing tablets. If a talisman is given to a person 
who goes away, and does not return it, you can render it inoperative 
by invoking it astrally and decharging it with great care and force. 
Any flashing tablet of two colours should be as nearly balanced 
in proportion of the extent of colour as possible, the ground one 
colour, and the charge another. There is a mode in which three 
colours can be used in a planetary talisman. This is done by placing 
the seven colours on the heptagram, and drawing two lines to the 
point exactly opposite, which will thus yield two flashing colours. 
Thus properly drawn, will give the effect of a flashing light playing 
on the symbol, partly visible physically and partly clairvoyantly, i.e., 
if properly charged. An advanced adept should properly charge 
his tablet to a certain extent as he constructs it. 


Energy is directed from your subtle bodies, and then through a certain chakra 
or combination of chakras, depending on the type of talisman. While it is true 
that a link is formed, the result is not quite like Mathers’ description. I disagree 
with his following comments — using Radionics I have sent vital force to a 
person, in an object or medicine, to heal them and my vital force is undepleted. 
It depends entirely on your makeup and, if it does, there gem elixirs and flower 
essences to fix the problem. 

A talisman is not something that takes energy from someone and uses it to 
combat anything negative. The talisman actually takes part of the godform or 
force invoked and uses its force to combat anything negative. Our link with the 
talisman is to control that force invoked. I know of one where a health talisman 
was made and it worked for more than twenty years. When the talisman’s creator 
died, the illness returned. The creator’s subtle bodies did not enforce the control 
and direction after his death, and the force withdrew its protective energy. 
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A flashing tablet should be made, charged and consecrated , and 
then each morning the adeptus should sit before it and clairvoyance, 
endeavouring to go through to it to the plane it represents, and then 
to invoke the power and ask for strength to accomplish the matter 
desired, which will be granted if it were a lawful and laudable 
operation. Buta talisman for harmony of an idea say, could well 
be represented by the Tiphareth of Venus, a beautiful yellow- 
green. 

The lion kerub of Venus would represent spiritual fire and thus 
symbolises the inspiration of the poet, the colour being soft and a 
beautiful pearl grey, and the charges should be white. The watery 
part of Venus would reflect the reflective faculty and answer to 
spiritual beauty, colour a bluish-green. The vault contains a perfect 
scale of talismans of every description of planet (sign, element, 
alchemical and kerubic symbol) and shows how a planetary man 
will look at everything according to the colour of his aura, due to 
the planet under which he is born. The real adept comes forth from 
the sides to the centre. He is no longer under the dominion of the 
stars. 

Having made a magical talisman, you should use some form of 
charging and consecrating it, which is suitable to the operation. 
There are certain words and letters that are to be invoked at the 
charging of a tablet, the letters governing the sign under which the 
operation falls, together with the planet associated therewith (if a 
planetary talisman). Thus in elemental operations, you take the letters 
of the appropriate zodiacal triplicity, adding AL thereto, thus forming 
an angelic name which is the expression of the force’. Hebrew 


The type of consecrating here is very much in line with the ‘blessing’ of 
Christian doctrine. This is done by doing the kabbalistic cross over the flashing 
tablet and sprinkling it with holy water. It is not usually done with full ceremony. 

Golden Dawn adepts often disagree about the difference between flashing 
tablets and talismans. Taylor told me that a talisman traps a force while a flashing 
tablet attracts an empathy with the energy — drawing it to a particular location. 
Flashing tablets tune an individual directly to the plane they or wish to work. 
They are more flexible than a talisman. Flashing tablets and figures are the primal 
influence of Enochian chess, giving its powerful effect. I have known people with 
no magical inclination ‘trip out’ while playing Enochian chess merely because of 
the manipulation and effect of the flashing colours of the Enochian chess pieces 
and boards. The magical weapons used by the adepti in ritual become flashing 
implements because of their colours as do the squares in the Vault of the Adepts. 
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names as a rule, represent the operation of certain general forces 
while the names on the Enochian angelic tablets represent a species 
of more particular ideas. Both classes of names should be used in 
these operations. 

After repairing the room in the way laid down for the 
consecration of lesser magical implements, supposing this to be an 
elemental talisman, first formulate towards the four quarters the 
supreme ritual of the pentagram as taught. Then invoke the divine 
names, turning towards the quarter of the element. Let the adeptus 
then, being seated or standing before the tablet, and looking at the 
requisite direction of the force which he wishes to invoke, take 
several deep inspirations, close the eyes, and holding the breath, 
mentally pronounce the forces of the letters invoked. Let this be 
done several times, as if you have breathed upon the tablet, 
pronouncing them in a vibratory manner. Then, rising, make the 
sign of the rose and cross over the tablet, and repeating the requisite 
formula, first in your heart, which answers to Tiphareth. (Having 
first, as already said, ascended to your Kether, you should endeavour 
to bring down the White Brilliance into your heart, prior to centring 
your consciousness there.) Then formulate the letters of the name 
required in your heart, in white, and feel them written there. Be 
sure to formulate the letters in brilliant white light, not merely in dull 
whiteness as the colour of the Apas tattva. 


For Fire, put Shin first, then the three fiery signs, then AL. So far 
for elementary ones. For planetary ones you may add AL to the 
planet and its houses, the letters of them; and the planet and 
triplicity, use the hexagram made six times. For zodiacal ones add 
AL to the letters of the sign and use the pentagram five times. 
When you use the three letters of the three signs of a triplicity, for 
an elemental working, you should put as the initial letter of the 
sign principally invoked as most useful to you -- (Wynn Westcott) 


The colour of the individual’s aura, (which changes constantly) will match the 
flashing colours empathise with it. At Whare Ra this was interpreted in the light 
of the Doctrine of the Seven Rays, a view favoured by Mrs. Felkin. The Doctrine 
of the Seven Rays was a Theosophical teaching that many in the Golden Dawn 
adapted. 

Edgar Cayce said that a person is born through the rays of influence of one or 
more planets. A quick method to work out which planet this is to take the nearest 
to the mid-heaven — ignoring the Sun and Moon. 
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Emitting the breath, slowly pronounce the letters so that the sound 
vibrates within you, and imagine that the breath, while quitting the 
body, swells you so as to fill up space. Pronounce the name as if 
you were vibrating it through the whole universe, and as if it did 
not stop until it reached the further limits... (M.Mathers) 


In vibrating the divine names, the operator should first of all rise as 
high as possible towards the idea of the divine white brilliance in 
Kether, keeping the mind raised to the plane of loftiest aspiration. 
Unless this is done, it is dangerous to vibrate only with the astral 
forces, because the vibration attracts a certain force to the operator, 
and the nature of the force attracted rests largely on the condition 
of mind in which the operator is in. 

The ordinary mode of vibrating is as follows: Take a deep full 
breath and concentrate your consciousness and describe around 
the talisman, a circle, with the appropriate magical implement, and 
then make the invoking pentagrams five times over it, as if the 
pentagram stood upright upon it, repeating the letters of the triplicity 
involved with AL then solemnly read any invocation required, making 
the proper sigils from the rose as you pronounce the names. 

The first operation is to initiate a whirl from yourself. The 
second,to attract the force in the atmosphere into the vortex you 
have formed. Then read the elemental prayer as in the rituals, and 
close with the signs of the circle and the cross after performing the 
necessary banishing. Be careful, however, not to banish over the 
newly consecrated talisman, as that would simply decharge it again 
and render it useless. Before any banishing, you should wrap the 
charged talisman in clean white silk or linen.

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SIGILS OF THE ROSE” 
by MacGregor Mathers 


In the opening ceremony of the grade of 5=6 adeptus minor, the 
complete symbol of the rose and cross is called the ‘key of sigils 
and of rituals’, and it is further said that it represents the forces of 
the 22 letters in nature, as divided into a three, seven and a twelve. 

The inner three petals of the rose symbolise active elements of 
air, fire and water, operating in the Earth, which is as it were the 
recipient of them, their container and ground of operation. They 
are coloured, as are all the other petals according to the hues of the 
rainbow in the masculine (positive) scale. The seven next petals 
answer to the letters of the seven planets and the twelve outer to 
the twelve signs of the Zodiac. 





The Rose of the Rose Cross 


This is a unique method of obtaining a sigil that originated within the Golden 
Dawn. Drawing this sigil while wearing the rose cross produces a link between 
you, the entity invoked or evoked and the power of the rose cross — the symbol 
of the second order of the power of the rose cross — the symbol of the second 
order of the Golden Dawn. A vital piece of invocation that is often neglected when 
using this sigil is to invoke by the power of the R.R.et A.C. For this will bring the 
power through the rose cross and subtly control the entity. Jack Taylor insisted 
that one identify and invoke the power of the order as a type of command. When 
sigil is drawn from the rose it is then under the control and power of the rose, for 
it exists through that framework. The order has a vast power base and should be 
used to tap into. 
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Now if thou wilt trace the sigil of any word or name either in 
the air, or written upon paper, thou shalt commence with a circle at 
the point of the initial letter of the rose, and draw with thy magical 
weapon, a line from this circle unto the place of the next letter of 
the name. Continue this, until thou hast finished the word that the 
letters compose. If two letters of the same sort, such as two Beths 
or Gimels, come together, thou shalt represent the same by a crook 
or wave in the line at that point. And if there be a letter, as Resh in 
Metatron, through which a line passeth to another letter and which 
yet formeth part of the name, thou shalt make a noose in the line at 
the point to make the same. If thou art drawing the sigil thou mayest 
work in the respective colours of the letters and add these together 
to form a synthesis of colour. Thus the Sigil of Metatron shall be: 
blue, greenish-yellow, orange, red-orange, and greenish blue: the 
synthesis shall be reddish-citron.

The above four names relate to the World of Yetzirah and the higher 
mental body astral/emotional body and their respective planes. 


The symbols that come into play on the etheric level and the world 
of Assiah, is the planetary seal (usually present during a planetary 
ritual) and the sigil of the talisman. For these take their energy 
directly from the astral. The seal of the planet is the modifier at the 
astral level and helps pour the vital astral fluid into the talisman. 
The flashing colours work mainly from the etheric level. 

The whole process of invocation, is extremely complex, for what 
I have presented here is only a brief summary of the major 
considerations. 


SG A 

Both the intelligence and spirit of planet have been allocated to the World of 
Yetzirah, because the influence of this world on us is vast. The intelligence is 
ranked higher than the spirit. 
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Above all, the invocations, there is one that is fundamental - the 
Formula of the Enterer. This is the invocation of Thoth where the 
adept forges a magical link between his or herself and the godform. 
Thoth is the link to our spirit consciousness and the adept must 
assume his form at the start of any of the Z2 rituals, as dictated in 
the Exordium. 

By drawing upon the power of Thoth we can draw from a 
type of spiritual gene pool of everything that Thoth represents, 
that in turn gives us the power to command any entity invoked 
through him. Thoth gives us order in chaos, and he has the power 
of ‘accumulation’ (for Thoth has recorded everything since the 
dawning of time) and it is that is what we draw upon in our ritual. 
In psychological terms, Thoth becomes the archetypal doorway 
to Jung’s concept of the ‘Collective Unconscious’. Within the 
Golden Dawn his power is almost unlimited and transcends that 
of Osiris. 

The most difficult part of any invocation is to recognise the 
magical currents of the plane being invoked, and this is done through 
archetypal imagery. However this is not enough though, as the 
adept must recognise the currents by the ‘feel’ of them. This can 
be accomplished by a combination of scrying and invoking from a 
particular plane until it is second nature. A simple way to do this is 
to invoke the deity of the day daily to help with a spiritual task. 
Over a period of time the energy patterns of each of the seven 
main deities - whether they be Greco-Roman or Egyptian, will be 
familiar enough to tap into easily. 
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ADDITIONAL NOTES ON TALISMANS AND FLASHING 
TABLETS 


Part One 


There is some confusion as to the colouring scheme of a flashing 
tablet or talisman. When using a planetary talisman, the background 
colour is the colour of the planet and the sigil is the complementary 
colour and not the other way around. The highest degree of force 
is focused when the background is the colour of the planet, for this 
is the main point of concentration that provides the complementary 
colour of the sigil. The complementary colour represents the higher 
force of spirit that is produced by the original planetary colour. It 
must be remembered that the colours of the elemental weapons 
and that of the Enochian tablets work on this principle. When the 
colours are reversed then a lower level of planetary power is used. 
The essence of a flashing tablet does not require it to be consecrated 
to produce the desired effect for form and colour are the main 
point of attraction. A talisman, by its makeup needs energy poured 
into it because the major part of it is planetary. 

A flashing tablet will only attract a limited field of force where 
a talisman is more wide ranging. A flashing tablet can be extended 
to a talisman only if the invoked force and the sigil are compatible 
and it is consecrated like an ordinary talisman. Flashing tablets 
appear in some of the squares of the vault but it must remembered 
that this is consecrated at least once a year to maintain the power. 

A talisman will collect and tap into the energy pattern of the 
entity or entities invoked. When this energy enters the portal of the 
ritual it is directed at the talisman and hovers over it. The adept 
then calls on his power in what is akin to copying the power 
frequency of the entity invoked. What is created is something like 
a homeopathic miasm, which is absorbed by the sigils and colours 
of the talisman. A talisman does not trap an entity but absorbs a 
copy of its power source and for the brief period of the ritual’s 
duration it acts like a battery for the magnetic power around it. 

When the copying is complete, and the talisman is full of energy, 
the adept then directs it to aid the person it is to help. This comes 
about through an energy pattern or field created by the adept who 
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then opens a type of doorway (astral and otherwise) to the recipient. 
Once this doorway is opened the talisman will then send its own 
link to its master and which will remain in effect until the person 
either dies or the talisman has been destroyed or deactivated. 

The talisman sends out this energy in what some clairvoyants 
see as a pulse. This low pulse progressively builds up energy over 
a period of time. It is self-renewing and is transmitted to the target 
person’s spleen chakra (which is the entry point for most talismans 
that aid individuals). 

Negative astrological effects and imbalances in the system of 
the person it is directed towards can influence a talisman’s power. 
These have to be rectified before the talisman can work properly. 
In the case of a chronic disease, it may take quite some time for 
the talisman to work, and once this is done, the effect may not be 
as strong as the person had hoped. 

Flashing tablets are open conductors with non-stop energy producing 
a magnetic effect to their surroundings. Their energy pattern relates to 
the form and action of their purpose and can be seen as a shower 
clairvoyantly. It takes energy of white light and rearranges it by its 
shape, size and colour into a magnetic field. Tarot cards, especially the 
22 trumps, are flashing tablets - for they have the colours of the four 
worlds and their complementaries on each trump. This gives them a 
powerful magnetic force that aids the adept by supplementing his or 
her energy space when using the cards in the search for knowledge. 
Flashing tablets are used in alchemical working. When an elixir is 
placed on or near one flashing tablets gently alter the elixir’s magnetic 
field to the desired pitch and changes some aspects of the its nature. 


BRIEF NOTES ON TALISMANS AND GEMSTONES 


With the popular revival of the use and properties of gemstones 
in healing, it will be of no surprise to find that they can be used by 
for talismanic purposes. Certain gemstones can be programmed 
to perform as effectively as any painted talisman. Marcel Vogel, 
the pioneer in the development of quartz crystals, used a crystal 
shaped like a Tree of Life, other have preferred to leave the gem 
stone in its natural state and have a special sigil carved upon its 
surface. 
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The use of different artificial shapes can change the vibration 
pitch of the crystal, in the same way as tuning into a radio station, 
to archive a different effect. The trick is to know which shape is 
ideal for which gemstone. 

If we used a gemstone in a protection talisman, it would not 
deflect a physical attack, but make the wearer more aware of 
situations that might be dangerous and enable us to take precautions. 
However when words of power and symbols are utilised the 
talisman becomes more than a mere amplification device and 
produces an identical pattern or signature of the force invoked. 
The amplification pattern synchronises with the crystalline cell 
structure within the body to become a conductor for the protective 
force invoked.

One of the ways we could use a stone of a certain month would be 
to use a birthstone to amplify the level of consciousness to fine- 
tune the individual’s awareness. 

Now if we use a gemstone for protection, we can tune the 
birthstone to the external astrological influence that would be helpful 
in our cause. Simply simply wearing the correct stone can change 
the body and psychic network of subtle anatomy and a sigil draws 
forth the energy pattern to help us further. 
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There are many tales associated to certain gemstones and 
having tested some of these I would say that a quite a few of them 
have no basis in fact. To give an example, in the works of Albertus 
Magnus, we are told that the stone called Esmundus or Atasmundus 
will overcome beasts. A simple way to prove this, would be to take 
such a stone to see the neighbour’s Pit Bull and put it to the test. 
I would say in 99.9 percent of cases the Pit Bull would win. In 
areas like this you can only trust your own observations and this 
requires good occult work of trial and error. It is not wise to take 
many of these old texts as gospel. 

But it has been my observation that gemstones enhance and 
amplify, and if anything weird and wonderful happens, it is the 
product of the Self with the gemstone being a focal point. Each 
person reacts differently. 

However in some cases there seems to be some truth behind 
tradition uses of stones. Take (red) agate as an example. In folklore 
it is protection against spiders and scorpions, giving the favour of 
God, and guarding against evil. Now if we look at the actual effect 
of agate on the body we find that it works on memory cells and 
tissue regeneration. It balances the endocrine system, particularly 
the thyroid glands, and can increase the heart rate if incorrect 
meditation is administered. On the subtle level it balances the 
astral\emotional, mental and spiritual bodies and works on stabilising 
the sex instinct by working on the base and heart chakra. Agate 
works with the fire elementals on the various planes right to the 
spiritual levels. For those of you who wish to know more of the 
functions of gemstones, I suggest Gem Elixirs and Vibrational 
Healing Vol. | & 2, by Gurudas and the Edgar Cayce readings. 
This information can be further expanded by self-experimentation. 
I have found the Gurudas information extremely accurate and have 
tested it with hundreds of gemstones and elixirs over the years on 
patients in my radionics practice with positive results. 
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MAGIC SQUARES OR KAMEAS 


In my commentaries on the elemental grades (see rituals of the 
Golden Dawn) I have gone to considerable detail on the numerical 
formation of the squares and the planetary names associated to 
them. To basically recap — using the Aiq Beker system one can 
actually form more than one version of the names traced over 
these squares. This has caused a great deal of confusion over the 
years as to what is correct. The Golden Dawn used one particular 
aspect of a large number of variables available in this system and 
I have included the full squares for each planet to show how they 
are traced. From this it is possible see how a number of errors 
have crept into the system over the years. Some of the problems 
or errors occur during the Aiq Beker reduction. There is confusion 
as to groupings of one or 10 or 100 and the little used principle of 
11 as a justifiable number. 

It has always intrigued me that the Golden Dawn never had 
kamea for the slower moving planets of Neptune and Uranus, 
considering they are more powerful than the ‘older’ planets. 
Regardie told me that he had seen a letter from some of the Senior 
Golden Dawn adepti to Mathers, asking the same question. Mathers 
replied to the enquirer that they were being designed. However 
neither Regardie nor anyone else I have known ever saw the 
results. 

In trying to solve this problem I have given four examples of 
magic squares or kamea, and seals for the planets of Neptune, 
Uranus, Pluto and Chiron. They have been worked out following 
the same principle as the seven traditional kamea. 

T use for Uranus, the archangel Raziel, the angel Malkiel, and 
Ausiul for the spirit. For Pluto: the archangel Mesukiel, angel Uriel, 
intelligence Abaddon, spirit Arkhas. For Neptune: archangel 
Metatron, angel Sephurirons, intelligence Nashire and the spirit 
Huznoth. These are my own preferences for these squares at the 
time of writing and there is still a great deal of more work to do on 
them for example I have not found an appropriate intelligence to 
rule Pluto. 

Then there is another problem. Forgetting the Sun and Moon 
as primary energy forms, we have discovered only nine planets in 
our solar system. I believe there will be three more found in the 
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outer rim and there will be difficulties fitting them into our Kabbalistic 
systems. If] am right, we will end up with a Tree of 15 Sephiroth. 

As far as incorporating Chiron into the Tree, I attribute it to the 
‘dark’ or ‘flip side’ of Daath producing a 12 ‘Sephiroth’ tree. Pluto 
is the Sephirah at the bottom of the entranceway to the Abyss and 
Chiron is the planet above it, on the exit way of the Abyss. If time 
proves me correct, and three more outer planets are discovered in 
the future, the only space on the existing Tree is the Three Veils of 
Negative existence, of which each veil will represent a new planet.

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GEOMANTIC SYMBOLS AND TALISMANS 


Within the Golden Dawn, a popular method of adding sigils to a 
talisman was through the use of geomantic figures (and their 
associations). Most of these sigils were multiple variations of a 
single geomantic figure. Numerous examples were given by Agrippa 
and were later published in Francis Barrett’s Magus I have come 
across numerous notes made by Golden Dawn members on the 
this subject but these were always short and did not provide many 
clues as to their origin. I have not found any official Golden Dawn 
lecture them other than a single page example, published in 
Regardie’s Golden Dawn (Vol. 4, page 75 —Llewellyn 
Publications.) During my training, Taylor gave me a copy of some 
figures that were taken from Barrett’s Magus and told me the 
drawings were self-explanatory. 
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TELESMATIC FIGURES 
by MacGregor Mathers. 


PART ONE 


There is a mode whereby, combining the letters, the colours and 
the attributions and their synthesis, thou mayest build up a telesmatic 
image of a force. The sigil shall then serve thee for a tracing of a 
current that shall call unto action a certain elemental force. And 
know thou that is not to be done lightly for thine amusement or 
experiment, seeing that the forces of nature were not created to be 
thy plaything or toy. Unless thou doest thy practical magical works 
with solemnity, ceremony and reverence, thou shalt be like an infant 
playing with fire and bring destruction upon thyself. 

Know, then, that if thou essay in the imagination to form an 
astral image from the names, the first letter shall be the head of the 
figure or form, and the final letter shall be its feet. The other letters 
shall be, and represent in their order, its body and members. AGIEL, 
for example, shall give thee an angelic form of the following nature 
and appearance: 


ALEPH - AIR 

The head is winged, and of a golden colour, with long floating golden 
hair. 

GIMEL - LUNA 


Crowned with a bluish silver crescent, and with the face of a grave 
and beautiful woman, with a bluish halo. 


YOD - VIRGO 
The body of a maiden clothed in a grass green robe. 


The process Mathers is describing is designed to create an artificial elemental 
to do one’s bidding. Contrary to what Mathers has said about astral beings, each 
elemental has a spiritual body. This form, like humanity, changes the higher up 
the Tree of Life you travel. To limit an elemental to the World of Assiah or 
Yetzirah is a grave mistake as the roots of all material elements are in the Divine. 
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ALEPH - AIR 


Golden wings of a large size, partly covering the lower part of the 
figure. 


LAMED - LIBRA 


Feet and limbs well proportioned and, either in the hand of the 
figure lying at its feet, the sword and scales of justice bright green. 
Playing round the figure will be a greenish light, the colour of its 
synthesis. The Keys of the Tarot may help thee in the form. 

See well that thou makest the image as pure and beautiful as 
possible, for the more impure or common the figure, the more 
dangerous it is unto thee. Write upon the breast its sigil, upon the 
girdle its name, and place clouds below the feet. And when thou 
hast done this with due solemnity and rigid correctness of 
symbolism, shunning as thou wouldst shun death, any suggestion 
of coarseness of vulgarity in any angelic symbol, then hear what 
it shall say unto thee. 


SERAPHIM will give thee an angelic figure like a warrioress with 
flame playing about her, and a countenance glorious like the Sun, 
and beneath her feet the stormy seas and thunder clouds, and 
lightning about her, and a glow as of flame. She has a triangular 
helmet or headdress of flame like the symbol of fire. 


GRAPHIEL will give thee a great angel like a female warrior with 
a most glorious countenance, crowned with the crescent and flashing 
with light, and surrounded by flame and lightning with four wings. 


The termination EL always gives the angelic forms the wings and 
symbols of Justice. The ending YAH will make the figures like 
enthroned Kings or Queens, and with flaming glory at their feet. 
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PART TWO 


As mentioned previously, the names of all the angels and angelic 
forces terminate with few exceptions, in either AL or YAH. The 
divine name AL belongs to Chesed and it represents a good, 
powerful and mighty force, but of somewhat milder operation than 
the name YAH. Since not only the angels but even devils are said 
to draw their force and power directly from the prolific source of 
the Divine energies, therefore frequently to the names of evil spirits, 
is AL added. The Name YAH is added to the name of an Angel or 
Spirit who exercises only agood and somewhat beneficent office. 

These two terminations being rather in the nature of incidental 
attributions than of essential distinction, they need not be taken too 
much notice of the construction of a talesmatic image. In building 
up such an image, you can either imagine it astrally before you, or 
paint the actual resemblance. Name belonging to the world under 
which the telesmatic image under the course of construction would 
fall. Thus to Atziluth are allotted the deific names. To Briah, 
archangelic and so on. It is useful to employ the Sephirotic names 
that are comprised in the special world to which the telesmatic 
image is allotted. 

It is well to note that the four worlds formulate the law involved 
in the building up or expression of any material thing. The world of 
Atziluth is purely archetypal and primordial, and to it, as before 
said, deific names are applied. BRIAH is creative and originative, 
and to certain great gods called archangels are allotted. YETZIRAH 
is formative and angelic orders are allotted thereunto. 

ASSIAH, which is the material world, consists of the great 
kingdoms of the elementals, human beings, and in some cases the 
Qlippoth, though these latter really occupy the planes below Assiah. 


Chiefs of Golden Dawn temples and students should give this paper be given 
a great deal of consideration. At Whare Ra, some adepts made some beautiful 
composite coloured drawings of the names in angelic imagery of the whole Tree of 
Life. An adept will have to design at least 40 drawings and this will take a great 
deal of time, though it will be worth it (I would suggest that this practice be made 
mandatory for Golden Dawn adepts). It must be remembered that as one draws 
these figures, a doorway to their plane leaves a doorway to the adept. A.C.Highfield 
has in part tried to this by listing some of the names obtained by this method in 
his book Book of Celestial Images Aquarian Press, 1984. 
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From these remarks it will be seen that a telesmatic i image can 
hardly apply to Atziluth; that to Briah it can do but only in a 
restricted sense. Thus, a telesmatic image belonging to that world 
would have to be represented with a type of concealed head, 
possessing a form shadowy and barely indicated. Telesmatic 
images, then really belong to YETZIRAH. Therefore it would be 
impossible to apply the telesmatic image to a divine name in 
ATZILUTH, for it would not represent that in the world of 
ATZILUTH, but rather its correlation in YETZIRAH. In Assiah 
you would get elemental forms. 

The sex of a figure depends upon the predominance of the 
masculine or the feminine or the whole of the letters together, but a 
jumble of the sexes should be avoided in the same form. The image 
built up should be divided into as many parts as there are letters, 
commencing at the upper part and so on in order. In addition to this 
method of determining the sex of a telesmatic image of a name, 
certain names are inherently masculine, other feminine, and some 
epicene, irrespective of the mere testimony of the letters. 


SANDALPHON, for instance is thus analysed: 


SAMEKH Male 
NUN Male 
DALETH Female 
LAMED __ Female 


PEH Female 
VAU Male 
NUN Male 


Mathers contradicts himself here with statement he made in earlier papers on 
talismans. for as long as one can use say the rose cross formula to capture the 
essence of Atziluth then it will work. What he does not say is that there are many 
levels to Atziluth and although some are inaccessible, others are accessible. The 
use of analogy can verify this many times. Taking a flower essence can effect the 
utmost point of our being, the highest subtle body, and spirit. Some crystals can 
haye this effect so why not a talisman? 

I disagree with this, consider the Sphinx, a powerful elemental figure that is 
a composite. My own experience on elemental planes is that the masculine and 
feminine concepts are rarely important in the scheme of things and make little 
difference either way. Most elementals are composite figures of either sex. 
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Therefore masculine predominates, and as it were, an ordinary 
name you would make a masculine form out of it. But as this name 
is especially applied to the feminine kerub it is an exception to the 
rule; it is an archangelic name, belonging to the BRIATIC World 
and not merely an angelic name relating to YETZIRAH. 
SANDALPHON is called ‘Yetzer’ meaning ‘left’ and its letters 
are: Female. Female and Male, so that, in this case, it may be any 
of these. 

The seven letters composing the name SANDALPHON are 
thus adapted to the telesmatic image. 


SAMEKH 
Head. Would represent a beautiful and attractive face, rather thin 
than fat. 


NUN 
Neck, would be admirably full. 


DALETH 
Shoulders of a beautiful woman. 


LAMED 
Heart and chest, the latter perfectly proportioned. 


PEH 
Hips, strong and full. 


VAU 
Legs, massive. 


NUN 

Feet, sinewy and perhaps winged. If it be desired to build up an 
elemental form out of this name a very peculiar figure would be 
the result. 


SAMEKH 

Head, fierce but rather beautiful— Blue. 

NUN 

Neck, with eagle’s wings from behind — Blue—Green. 
DALETH 


Shoulders, feminine and rather beautiful —Green—Blue. 
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LAMED 
Chest, of a woman — Emerald. 


PEH 
Strong and shaggy hips and thighs — Red. 


VAU 
Legs of a Bull — Red-Orange. 


NUN (Final). 
Feet of an Eagle — Green — Blue. 


This, it will be seen, is almost a synthetic kerub figure. This figure 
may be represented, as it were, with its feet on the earth, and its 
head in the clouds. The colours in the paths of the King Scale 
would synthesise as a delicate and sparkling green. The 
uncovered parts of the body would be blue, the countenance 
belonging to Sagittarius would be almost like that of horse. The 
whole form would be like that of a Goddess between ATHOR and 
NEITH holding a bow and arrows, that as if represented as an 
Egyptian symbol. On the tattvic plane we get the following: 
SAMEKH comes under Fire 

NUN comes under water 

DALETH comes under water of Earth 

LAMED comes under air 

PEH comes under fire 

NUN comes under water 

If again, we endeavour to translate this Name into symbols on 
astral form these would be synthesised thus: A silver crescent on a 
red triangle placed over a yellow square. All three would be charged 
and enclosed within a large silver crescent. 

Now, taking an example, the telesmatic image pertaining to the 
letter ALEPH. This is on the Briatic plane, would rather be masculine 
than feminine and would be resumed by a spiritual figure hardly 
visible at all, the head-dress winged, the body cloud-veiled and 


** The Elemental form for the lower world of Assiah is a composite figure taken 
from the lion, bull, eagle and man. As I have mentioned earlier, the above descrip- 
tion for the higher worlds could still be classed as an Elemental. 
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wrapped in mist as if clouds were rolling over and obscuring the 
outline, and scarcely permitting the legs and feet to be seen. It 
represents the spirit of ether. In the Yetziratic world, it would be 
like a warrior with winged helmet, the face angelic but rather fierce, 
the body and arms mailed, but bearing a child, the legs and feet 
with mailed buskins and wings attached to them. 

In ASSIAH, the same letter ALEPH is terrific energy and 
represents, as it were, mad force (uncontrolled) . On the human 
plane, it would represent a person who was lunatic and at times 
given to frightful, fits of mania. Translated to the elemental plane, it 
would represent a, form whose body fluctuated between a man 
and an animal, and indeed, the Assiatic form would be a most evil 
type with a force something like that compounded of that of a bird 
and that of a demon, an altogether horrible result. The letter ALEPH 
represents spirituality in high things, but when translated to the plane 
contiguous to or below ASSIAH is usually something horrible and 
unbalanced, because it is so opposed to that the movement is 
involved therein, there is no harmony between them. 

Radiating forces of Divine Light, otherwise called angelic forms, 
have no gender in the grosser acceptation of the term, though can 
be classed according to the masculine and feminine sides. As, for 
example, in the human figure, sex is not strongly marked in the 
upper part, the head, as in the body, while yet the countenance can 
be distinctly classed as a masculine or feminine type. So, when 
quitting the material plane, sex becomes less marked, or rather 
appreciable in a different manner, though the distinction of masculine 
and feminine is retained. And herein is a great error of the phallic 
religions, that they have transferred the material and gross side of 
sex to the Divine and angelic planes, not understanding that it is the 
lower that is derived from the higher by correlation in the material 
development, and not the higher from the lower. Gender, in the 
usual meaning of the term, belongs to the elemental spirits, kerubic 








fe Using tattvic ethers will produce a different type of result than other types 
of figures. The tattvic relate to the senses and work on the surrounding 
environment, and their functions are limited to the tattvic tides or currents so 
the force is inconsistent. Use of the water in the majority will cause contraction 
in the talisman and make the motion downward and as a result its directive 
quality would be limited. Its effect is elemental but of a lower type of nature 


than that utilised for Assiah. 
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forms, planetary and Olympic spirits, and to the Qlippoth, in the 
most the exaggerated and bestial aspects, and this is a ratio 
increasing in proportion to the depths of their descent. Also, in certain 
of the evil spirits, it would be exaggerated and repulsive. 

But, in the higher angelic natures, gender is correlated by forms, 
either steady and firm, or rushing. Firmness is like that of a rock or 
pillar and is the nature of the feminine; restlessness and movement 
—that of the masculine, Therefore, let this be clearly understood in 
ascribing gender to angelic forms and images. Our tradition classes 
all forces under the heads of vehement and rushing force, and 
firm and steady force. Therefore a figure representing the former 
would be masculine and that representing the latter, a feminine 
form. 

For convenience in the formation of telesmatic images of ordinary 
occult names and words, the letters are arranged in masculine and 
feminine classification. This classification is not intended to affirm 
that the letters have not in themselves both natures (seeing that in 
each letter as in each Sephirah is hidden the dual nature of masculine 
and feminine) but shows more their tendency as regards the 
distinction of force before mentioned. Those, then, are rather 
masculine then feminine, to which are allotted forces more rapid in 
action. And those, again, are rather feminine than masculine which 
represents a force more firm and steady whence all letters whose 
sound is prolonged as if moving forward are rather masculine than 
feminine. Certain others are epicene, yet incline rather to one nature 
than to another. 


Everyone has a different concept of this. I have come to the conclusion that 
the sexual difference between entities is present in the physical, etheric, 
astral\emotional and lower mental planes. The three planes above this are considered 
androgynous. 

Mathers has this only halfright. Tantric godforms came from the mental plane 
and some devotees mimic their actions. The sexual act as performed on the astral 
is very different from physical act.

Steady and strong. Heavy and clumsy, masculine. 
ZAYIN 

Thin, intelligent and masculine. 

CHETH 

Full face, not much expression, and feminine. 
TETH 

Strong and fiery, feminine. 

YOD 

White, delicate and feminine. 

CAPH 

Big, strong and masculine. 

LAMED 

Well proportioned, feminine. 

MEM 


Reflective, dreamlike; epicene, but female rather than male. 
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NUN 
Square determined face, masculine, dark.

Thin expressive face, masculine.

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The Golden Dawn used this principle for some of the designs of 
the Tarot Trumps as well, in an unpublished paper Order of the 
Ritual of the Heptagram; part 2. Mathers gives some further 
descriptions of the Tarot Trumps for the grade of Theoricus Adeptus 
Minor. Since this paper was undated and written in the hand of 
Brodie Innes, I have no way of knowing whether it was designed 
for the Golden Dawn or the later Alpha et Omega. 

While it is evident that the Mathers designs of the Trumps differed 
from those published by Wang it is obvious from this paper that 
these designs were never officially issued. 

The following paper on the Empress is one of the best described. 
The others are vague as to exactly what goes where, and it appears 
Mathers had nothing but a generalised concept that never actualised: 


“Venus: To her is attributed the Third Key or Trump of the Tarot, 
known as the “Empress”. The true design and colouring thereof is 
as follows. The figure is the Telesmatic Figure of Aniel (in Hebrew) 
and is thus constructed:- 


Aleph: A winged, white, brilliant, radiant Crown. 

Nun: Arms bare and strong: on right, a shield, golden, and charged 
with a dove (the eagle on the card in the ordinary pack is a 
corruption): in the left hand, three lilies, held like a sceptre, and the 
crux ansata or “Nile Key” hanging from the left wrist - the colouring 
of bluish green. 

Yod: A yellowish green robe, covering a strong breast, in which is 
a square golden lamen, in the angles of which are respectively the 
crux ansata, the caestus: the conch shell: and the sigil of Venus 
traced in scarlet. 

Aleph-Lamed: E] gives the usual angelic attribution of the 
termination - AL or EL: and, in addition, seeing the letter lamed is 
referred to Libra, it giveth a balanced and equilibrated figure of 
great beauty. 

The whole figure, then, is more or less feminine counterpart of 
Adonai Ha - Artez - A beautiful female for with pale-golden hair 
(for Aleph), wearing a radiant crown of seven points (the number 
of Venus) with large golden wings: her robe of brilliant light-spring 
green, rayed with darker olive: her feet bare, with golden Sandals: 
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her shield and lamen have already been described: and about her 
waist abroad belt of scarlet, bearing the name Aniel (in Hebrew). 
This card dominateth the entire Heptagram, in as much as it is the 
signet-star of Venus; and, in the brazen candlestick of seven lights, 
when set in a straight line, the metal what of Venus, and to her was 
the central and highest light ascribed, and Daughter of the Mighty 
Ones was her name.’ 

I would suggest that the reader look at the card of the ‘Empress’ 
in the Oswald Wirth deck as if fits very closely with some of Mathers’ 
symbolism. The Empress card has a telesmatic vibration of 
attraction and in turn attracts that force to it. When the operator 
meditates on the a card, or uses it for divination the higher forces 
embedded in that trump, through colour, now come into action and 
direct the operator closely to Mathers’ symbolism. The Empress 
has a telesmatic vibration of attraction and it attracts forces to it. 
It is because of this that the cards are required to be kept in a 
white or black cloth so that the flashing colours lie dormant when 
not in use. 


METHOD OF USE 


How to draw the figure 


The first step is to select the figure and the purpose of the figures 
task. Take for example, the name ADONI HA ARETZ, the God- 
name of Malkuth. A breakdown of the figure will be as follows: 


ALEPH 
Winged, white, brilliant radiant crown. 


DALETH 
Head and neck of a woman, beautiful but firm, hair long, dark and 
waving. 


NUN 
Arms bare, strong, extended as in a cross. In the right hand are 
ears of corn, and in the left a golden Cup.

The figure’s composition is made from just the first word of the name. Broken 
up, the full name is applied to the figure for the Three words that make up the 
name relates to Malkuth, matter and zelatorship. 
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YOD 

Deep yellow green robe covering a strong chest on which is a 
square lamen of gold with a scarlet Greek cross - in the angles, 
four smaller red crosses. Round her waist is a broad gold belt 
with the letters written on in scarlet the name ADNI HA ARTZ 
in the letters of the alphabet of Honorius. Her feet are flesh 
coloured and she wears golden sandals. Her long yellow-green 
drapery is rayed with olive, beneath her feet roll black clouds lit 
with lurid colour patches. 


How to bring forth the Image in the Astral 


1. Lesser banishing ritual of the pentagram. 


2. Trace sigils (from the Rose) of the name in each quarter of the 
room 


3. Bring down the Divine White Brilliance (LVX Signs). 
4. Formulate in front of you the cross of Hebrew letters

ZTRANHINDA 


30, 31 & 32 


5. Bring down the bright light of your Kether and extend it (by way 
of Tiphareth) to the letters in front of you until the cross grows 
brilliant white. 


6. Invoke the telesmatic image you have drawn and place exact 
likeness over the cross of Hebrew letters in front of you. 


The emblem on the breast of the 14th Key of Temperance, in my copy of the 
ritual had four crosses in it while the original Mathers version had a rectangle. 

Bring the image of the sigil down from the brilliance of Kether, then push it out 
through your Tiphareth centre. 

” This cross give the full name of the figure invoked, both vertical and horizontal. 
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7. The figure will now glow with the brightness of Kether behind it. 
You have drawn forth and given it life. Now instruct it in the task 
you wish to do for you. 


Rituals 


Consecration rituals were developed using the same formula of 
the enterer described in Part One of this book. Just like the 
evocations, Mather’s broke down the ritual into stages that I have 
listed below. The 5=6 adept had to write a ritual of their own 
which used this structure. Later we will look at one of these rituals. 


Consecration of Talismans

F. The invocation of the highest divine forces, winding a black 
cord around the telesma or material basis, covering the same with 
black veil, and the initiating blind force therein. Naming aloud the 
nature of the telesma or operation. 


G The telesma or material basis is now placed towards the West, 
and duly consecrated with water and fire. The purpose of the 
operation, and the effect intended to be produced is then to be 
rehearsed in a loud and clear voice. 
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H. Placing the talisman or material basis at the foot of the altar, 
state aloud the object to be attained, solemnly asserting that it will 
be attained, and the reason thereof. 


I. Announce aloud that all is prepared and in readiness, either 
for charging the telesma, or for the commencement of the operation 
to induce the natural phenomena. Place a good telesma or material 
basis within the white triangle on the altar. Place a bad telesma to 
the West of same, holding the sword erect in the right hand for a 
good purpose, or its point upon the centre of the triangle for evil. 


J. Now follows the performance of an invocation to attract the 
desired spirit to the telesma or material basis, describing in the air 
above it the lineal figures and sigils. etc.., with the appropriate 
instrument. The, taking the telesma in the left hand, let him smite it 
thrice with the flat of the blade of the sword of art. Then raise it in 
the left hand (holding erect and aloft the sword in the right hand 
stamping thrice upon the earth with the right foot). 


K. The talisman or material basis is to be placed towards the 
North, and the operator repeats the oration of the hierophant to the 
candidate. ‘The voice of exorcism said unto me, let me shroud 
myself in darkness, peradventure thus shall I manifest myself in 
light. I am the only being in the abyss of darkness. From the darkness 
came I forth ere my birth, from the silence of primal sleep. And the 
voice of ages answered my soul, creature of talismans, the light 
shineth in darkness, but the darkness comprehendeth it not. Let the 
mystic circumambulation take place in the path of darkness with 
the symbolic light of occult science to lead the way.’ 


L. Then, taking up the light (not from the Altar) in right hand, 
circumambulate. Now take up telesmata or M.B., carry it round 
the circle, place it on the ground due South, then bar it, purify and 
consecrate with water and fire afresh, lift it up with left hand, turn 
and facing West, say: ‘Creature of talismans, twice consecrate, 
thou mayest approach the gate of the West.’ 


M. Now pass to the West with telesmata in left hand, face south- 
east, partly unveils telesmata, smite it with the flat of the blade of 
the Sword, and pronounces, ‘Thou canst not pass from concealment 
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unto manifestation, save by virtue of the Name ELOHIM. Before 
all things are the chaos and the darkness and the gates of the land 
of the night. I am he whose name is Darkness. I am the great one 
of the paths of the shades. I am the exorcist in the midst of the 
exorcism. Take on therefore the manifestation without fear before 
me, I am he in whom fear is NOT. Thou hast known me so pass 
thou on.” This being done he replaces the veil. 


N. Then passes around the circle with telesmata, halt due North, 
place telesmata on ground, bar purify and consecrate again with 
water and fire, and say, ‘Creature of talismans, thrice consecrate 
thou mayest approach the Gate of the east.’ Hold talisman aloft. 


O. Hold telesmata in left hand, lotus wand in right, assume 
hierophant’s form. Partly unveil telesmata, smite with flat of sword, 
and say, ‘Thou canst not pass from concealment unto manifestation 
save by virtue of the Name YHVH. After the formless and the 
void and the darkness, then comes the knowledge of the Light. I 
am the light which rises in darkness. I am the exorcist in the midst 
of the exorcism. Take on therefore manifestation before me, for I 
am the wielder of the forces of balance. Thou hast known me now 
so pass thou on unto the cubical altar of the universe.’ 


P. He then recovers telesmata or M.B., passes on to the top of 
the Altar, laying it thereon as before shown he then passes to the 
East of the altar, hold left hand over talisman, and sword over it 
erect. The doth he rehearse a most potent conjuration and invocation 
of the spirit to render irresistible this telesmata or M.B., or to render 
manifest this natural phenomenon of. ...............5 » using and 
reiterating all the Divine, angelic, and magical names appropriate 
to this end, neither omitting the signs, seals, lineal figures, signatures 
and the like from the conjuration. 


Q. The magician now elevates the covered telesma or material 
basis towards Heaven, then removes the veil entirely, yet leaving 
it corded, crying out with a loud voice ‘Creature of talismans (or 
M.B.) long hast thou dwelt in darkness. Quit the night and seek the 
day.’ He then replaces it on the altar, holds the magical sword 
erect above it, the pommel immediately above the centre thereof, 
and says, ‘By all the names, powers, rites already rehearsed, I 
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conjure upon thee power and might irresistible.’ Then he says the 
mystic words, Khabs Am Pekht, etc.

R. Saith the magician, ‘As the light hidden in darkness can manifest 
here from, so shalt thou become irresistible.’ He then takes up the 
telesmata, or the M.B. stands to the East of the altar, and faces 
West. Then shall he rehearse a long conjuration to the powers and 
spirits immediately superior unto that one which he seeks to Invoke, 
to make the telesmata powerful. Then he places the telesmata or 
M.B. between the pillars, himself at the East, facing West, then in 
the sign of the enterer, doth he project the whole current of his will 
upon the talisman. Thus he continueth until such time as he shall 
perceive his will power weakening, he protects himself by the sign 
of silence, and then drops his hands. He now looks toward the 
talisman, and a flashing, light or glory, should be seen playing and 
flickering on the talisman or M.B., and in the natural phenomena 
should be waited for. If this does not occur, let the magician repeat 
the conjuration of the superiors from the place of throne of the 
East. 

And this conjuration may be repeated thrice, each time ending 
a new projection of will in the sign of the enterer, etc.. But is at the 
third time of repetition of the talisman or M.B. does not flash, then 
it be known there is an error in the working. So let the master of 
evocations replace the talisman or M.B. on the altar, holding the 
sword, and thus doing, let him address a humble prayer unto the 
great gods of Heaven to grant unto him the force necessary to 
correctly complete the work. he is then to take back the talisman, 
to between the pillars, and repeat the former process when assuredly 
the light will flash. 

Now as soon as the magician shall see the light, he shall gait the 
station of the hierophant and consecrate afresh with water and 
fire. 


S. This being done, let the talisman or M.B. have the cord removed 
and smite it with the sword and proclaim: ‘By and in the name 
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Of. dene , | Invoke upon thee the power of ..........0... ’ He then 
circumambulates thrice, holding the talisman of M.B. in his right 
hand. 

T. Then the magician, standing in the place of the hierophant, but 
fixing his gaze upon the talisman or M.B. should be placed on the 
ground within the circle, should now read a potent invocation of 
some length, rehearsing and reiterating the Divine and other names 
constant with the working. The talisman should now flash visibly, 
or the natural phenomena should definitely commence. The let the 
magician proclaim aloud that the talisman has been duly and properly 
charged, or the natural phenomena induced. 

U. The magician now addresses an invocation unto the lords of 
the plane of the spirit to compel him to perform that which the 
magician requires. 

V. The operator now carefully formulates his demands, stating 
clearly what the talisman is intended to do, or what the natural 
phenomena he seeks to produce. 

W. The master of evocations now addresses a conjuration unto 
the spirit, binding him to hurt or injure naught connected with him, 
or his assistant or the place. He then dismisses the spirits in the 
name of JEHOVASHAH and JEHESHUA, but wrap up the 
talisman first, and no banishing ritual shall be performed, so as not 
to discharge it, and in the case of natural phenomena it will usually 
be best to state what duration is required. And theM.B. should be 
preserved wrapped in white linen or silk all the time that the 
phenomena is intended to act. When it is time to cease, the M.B. - 
if water, is to be poured away; if earth ground to powder and 
scattered abroad; if a hard substance such as metal, it must be 
discharged, banished over and thrown aside; if flame of fire, it shall 
be extinguished; or if vial containing air, it shall be opened and after 
that well rinsed out with pure water.

Part Two 


One example of a consecration ritual was written by Regardie and 
published in his Golden Dawn book. This previously unpublished 
talisman ritual comes from the notebook of Alan Bennett, and is 
dated around 1898. Bennett worked the ritual to help Dr. Felkin 
guard against obsession. Basically it is a talisman of protection. A 
comparison with the previously letter section in Part One, shows a 
couple of omissions. 

Bennett was notorious for condensing his written work and 
possibly where the gaps are in the original ritual, he would have 
done something there anyway. However, I have taken the liberty 
of breaking down the ritual according to the Letters, and where he 
has missed out a section J] have included what should have been 
placed — according to the Z2 skelatonic framework, so to a certain 
extent there is a little reconstruction. I have cross referenced this 
talisman ritual with another one written by Bennett for a Jupiter 
talisman(dated 1899), so essentially, the words are Bennett’s, but I 
have merely inserted the purpose and who the ritual is for. In 
Bennett’s note book the beginning of this ritual says: 


To Open as usual, with Water and Fire, Circumambulate, 
etc.. Then take the ‘T’ and say ‘O ye Divine powers of the 
Hall of two fold manifestation of Thmaist.’ 


The ritual begins from section ‘F’. His J upiter ritual is more explicit 
and missing section ‘E’ in this ritual is taken from his Jupiter ritual. 
Bennett had a habit of condensing at least two sections together 
and I have broken this up and placed them under the appropriate 
letter heading. I have added section ‘N’, which is not in the original 
Bennett ritual, and is nothing but a set of instructions and small 
speech, 

As you study the ritual, you will note that initially section ‘A’ is 
not included and as such we are unsure of the exact location, date 
and time of the ritual but we do know that Felkin was present

IT have not included it here as this ritual is incomplete and only goes as far as 
the beginning of section ‘P’. ; 
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during it. Unfortunately there are no references as to who else 
was present. 

It was a real pleasure going through this ritual as it gives us a 
further example of Golden Dawn efforts in the field of talismanic 
work. I must say however, how much easier it is following the 
Mathers step-by-step outline where the magician has the part to 
fill in certain invocations and making the formula work.

Flee then to the 
beneath: take again your abodes amongst the beasts of 
the field; for the name of the Avenger is uttered against 
ye. 
Only flee not above; for there is established one light 
of the holy three; And the Mount of Abiegnus: and the 
Fire of the lamb of God. Not thither can ye flee. 

For I swear unto ye by the great name of the avenger 
HUA, that if once again ye seek to attack and obsess 
him who weareth this holy talisman of art: that ye shall 
be thrice pierced with the holy sword of him who is like 
unto God: and that it shall be with thee as with the symbol 
of the dragon engraven herein: and ye shall be cast down 
forever unto the abodes of the chained ones and shells: 
where the worm diéth not and the Fire is never quenched: 
and ye shall be cut off from God, and from man, and 
from brute: and ye shall everlastingly endure the most 
horrible torments; and ye shall never rise no more again! 
For learn the promise of God which he hath made a 
covenant unto the Son .of Man; which is engraven herein 
in letters of fire through thrusting. For God hath said: 

‘Upon the lion and the adder shalt you go, and the 
young lion and the dragon shalt trample underfoot.’ Hear 
me, lord of the silence, Oh Harpocrates enthroned upon 
the lotus. Behold, herein the symbol of thy majesty: even 
the image of the child standing upon the lotus in the sign 
of silence. 

One, and behind thee is the gleaming glory of the 
dawning sun. 

Immortal child of immortal godhead: hear my prayer, 
and aid thou me in this my magical working.

Bennet changed these two words from the original and I tend to agree with

What Bennett did here is to take the talisman and the Lamp in the same 
circumambulation, condensing them into one instead of separate operations. The 
object being that the symbolic light of the kerux (in the neophyte ceremony) leads 
the way. 

Bennett left out the line ‘I am the exorcist in the midst of the exorcism’ and 
replaced it with one of this own invention. I agree with him in this instance. For 
‘N’ Bennet only wrote ‘circumambulate, purify and consecrate’. 
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operation for I am the wielder of the forces of balance. 
Thou hast known me now so pass thou on unto the cubical 
altar of the universe.

Place talisman on altar, go to the east of altar, hold left hand 
over talisman, and sword over it erect and say:

There are many advantages to the way Bennett has written this ritual. He has 
invoked the higher powers only, and not every being beneath them. Bennett has 
skilfully woven the invocation with the Egyptian Book of the Dead . He taps into 
an extra magical formula. If! had any criticism of Regardie’s Z2 rituals (which he 
wrote when he was still a young man) it would be that he invoked too much, and 
too many hierarchies, which made the ritual little disjointed. As he got older he 
corrected this point, or possibly even went to the other extreme. One should 


beware of falling into this trap.

These words are in the Hebrew tongue and are taken” 
jrom xci.th Psalm, verse 13, and their colours are the 
colours of fire, because that by fire is the evil purged 
and cast out. 

Upon the other side is the symbol of defence and 
protection, is that of the child Harpocrates, clothed in 
white and surrounded by and egg of blue. he is in the 
sign of silence, and in his right hand is the symbol of 
immortal life.
